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ORDINANCES 

PASSED  AT  THE  ANNUAL  SESSION,  HELD  JANUARY,  1844. 


No.  1. 

A  Supplement  to  an  Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate 
the  Inspection  of  Beef  and  Pork." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Duly  of  In- 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ^/^p^ 
inspector  appointed  under  the  direction  of  the  ordinance  to  prescribed, 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  to  brand  each  and  every  tierce  in- 
spected by  him  with  the  words  "prime,  mess  beef" — provi- 
ded each  tierce  shall  be  sufficiently  tight  to  hold  pickle,  and 
full  hooped  except  a  space  of  not  more  than  ten  inches  from 
hoop  to  hoop  along  the  bilge,  and  at  least  two  of  said  hoops 
to  be  of  iron.  Each  tierce  to  contain  three  hundred  and  four 
pounds  of  beef;  to  consist  of  an  equal  proportion  of  fore  and 
hind  quarters  of  good  and  well-fattened  cattle,  weighing,  when 
dead,  not  less  than  six  hundred  pounds  each,  the  necks  and 
shins  to  be  excluded — and  provided  also,  that  each  tierce  shall 
contain  not  less  than  one  and  a  half  bushels  of  good  clean 
coarse  salt  and  six  ounces  of  salt  petre  and  filled  up  with  clean 
strong  pickle. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  so  much  of 
any  existing  ordinance  as  is  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

No.  2. 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  opening  of  a  street  thirty  feet  wide, 
to  be  called  Boyd  street. 

Whereas,  George  Law  and  others,  proprietors  of  the  major  Com.  ofstreeti 
part  of  the  ground   over   which   the  contemplated  street  will  *°r£Pten  Boyd 
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pass  when  opened,  have  made  application  that  a  street  thirty 
teet^wide  be  opened  between  Goodloe  and  Holland  streets, 
running  from  west  side  of  Parkin  street  to  east  side  of  Wanes- 
beck  street,  and  caused  sixty  days  notice  to  be  published  in 
two  of  the  daily  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  of  such 
application — therefore  : 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  commissioners  for  open- 
ing and   extending  streets  are  hereby  authorised  to  open  and 
extend  a  street,  thirty  feet  wide,  beginning  at  the  west  side  of 
Parkin  street  and  running  thence  westerly  by  a  straight  line  to 
the  east  side  of  Wanesbeck  street. 
Duties  of  City      Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  board 
Collector  and  0f  commissioners  shall  proceed  in  all  respects  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  provide 
for  exercising  certain  powers  vested  in  this  corporation  in  re- 
lation to  streets,"  and  shall  receive  the  compensation  therein 
provided  ;  and  the  collector  of  the  city  shall  perform  like  du- 
ties in  relation  to  the  opening  of  said  street  as  are  provided  in 
the  ordinance   aforesaid  ;  and  the  Register  shall  perform  the 
duties  required  in  said  ordinance,  and  be  allowed  such  com- 
pensation as  the  board  of  commissioners  aforesaid  shall  deem 
proper.

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  city  com- 
missioners be  required,  and  they  are  hereby  directed,  that 
whenever  said  street  shall  be  opened  they  shall  have  the  same 
laid  down  on  the  city  plat,  and  shall  be  designated  by  the  name 
of  Boyd  street  on  said  plat,  and  that  said  Boyd  street,  when 
so  laid  down,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  ordinances  and  reso- 
lutions relating  to  public  streets  in  the  city  of  Baltimore.

No.  3. 

A\  Ordinance  for  the  opening- of  Sarah  Ann  street  from  Chatsworth 
to  Cove  street. 

Whereas,  William  O.  Eichelberger  and  others  have  peti- 
tioned for  the  condemnation  and  opening  of  Sarah  Ann  street 
from  Chatsworth  to  Cove  street,  as  laid  down  on  Poppleton's 
plat,  and  have  caused  sixty  days  notice  to  be  published  in  two 
of  the  daily  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  of  such  ap- 
plication— therefore :

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Com.  of  streets

ing  and  extending  streets  are  hereby  authorised  to  condemn, 
open   and    extend   Sarah  Ann   street,  from   the   west   side  of 
Chatsworth  street  to  the  east  side  of  Cove  street,  as  laid  down 
on  Poppleton's  plat. 

Sec.  2.  And   be  it   enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  Duties  of  Col- 
board  of  commissioners  shall  proceed  in  all  respects  agreeably  kctor  and  Re- 
to  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  entitled  u  An  ordinance  to  gls  er* 
provide  for  exercising  certain  powers  vested  in  this  corporation 
in  relation  to  streets,1'  and  shall  receive   the  compensation 
therein  provided  ;  and  the  collector  of  the  city  shall  perform 
like  duties  in  relation  to  opening  of  said  street  as  are  provided 
in  the  ordinance  aforesaid  ;  and  the  Register  shall  perform  the 
duties  required  in  said  ordinance,  and  be  allowed  such  compen- 
sation as  the  board  of  commissioners  aforesaid  shall  deem 
proper. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  no  event  City  not  re- 
shall  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  be  responsible  sponsible  for 
for  any  expense,  cost  or  charges  relating  to  or  connected  withexpe 
the  opening  of  said  street,  and  when  said  street  shall  be  con- 
demned and  opened,  it  shall  be  subject  to  all  ordinances,  reso- 
lutions and  regulations  as  other  streets  are.

A  Supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  relative  to 
the  Officers  of  the  City,"  approved  February  9th,  1S26. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  Relative  to 
of  Baltimore,  That  in  this  year  all  the  city  officers  whose  cit>"  officer9' 
nominations  shall  not  be  made  and  confirmed  as  provided  for 
in  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  may  be  ap- 
pointed at  any  time  during  the  annual  session,  and  shall  enter 
upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  on 
the  day  after  his  or  their  appointment,  or  as  early  thereafter  as 
practicable,  any  thing  in  any  ordinance  to  the  contrary  not- 
witnstanding.

An  Ordinance  relating  to  cleaning  the  public  streets  and  alleys  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  by  contract. 

Relative  to  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 

BtreeteDfy  «m*  ^9  Council  of  Baltimore*  That  the  city  commissioners,  by 
tract.  and  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Balti- 

more, be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  contract  for  cleaning 
and  keeping  effectually  in  good  order,  and  free  from  nuisance, 
the  public  streets  and  alleys  in  the  six  districts  into  which  the 
city  of  Baltimore  has  heretofore  been  divided,  for  the  year  com- 
mencing on  the  first  day  of  March,  1844,  and  ending  on  the 
Compensation  first  day  of  March,  1845,  upon  the  following  terms,  viz:   The 

and°the?r  du-'  cost  of  the  first  district  not  t0  exceed  $975  ;  the  cost  of  the  se- 
ties  prescribed  cond  district  not  to  exceed  $960 ;  the  cost  of  the  third  district 
not  to  exceed  $1000  ;  the  cost  of  the  fourth  district  not  to  ex- 
ceed $1000;  the  cost  of  the  fifth  district  not  to  exceed  $1000; 
the  cost  of  the  sixth  district  not  to  exceed  $750.  Each  con- 
tractor to  be  required  to  give  a  bond  in  a  penalty  of  amount 
equivalent  to  the  contract,  with  security  to  be  approved  by  the 
city  commissioners,  conditioned  for  keeping  in  good  order  and 
free  from  nuisance,  and  effectually  clean,  the  public  streets  and 
alleys  in  the  district  in  the  said  city,  for  which  he  may  con- 
tract, for  one  year,  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1844, 
and  terminating  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1845  ;  and  that  he 
will  comply  with  all  the  directions  of  the  city  commissioners, 
and  such  other  officer  or  officers  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  directed  by  the  said  city  commis- 
sioners, or  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  superintend 
the  said  cleaning  and  keeping  in  order  the  said  public  streets 
and  alleys  within  the  limits  of  said  district,  which  limits  shall 
be  clearly  expressed  in  the  said  bond;  and  further  conditioned 
to  gather  and  remove  the  street  dirt  and  manure  as  speedily  as 
the  city  commissioners  or  other  officer  or  officers  of  the  city 
of  Baltimore,  having  the  superintendance  as  aforesaid  may  di- 
rect, which  said  dirt  or  manure  is  to  belong  to  such  contractor. 
And  further  conditioned,  that  in  case  any  such  contractor  shall 
fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the  conditions  of  the  said  bond,  and 
to  keep  the  said  streets  and  alleys  clean  and  in  good  order,  he 
shall  forfeit  such  contract  and  all  right  to  claim  any  compensa- 
tion for  what  work  he  may  previously  to  that  time  have  per- 
formed, and  shall  also  be  responsible  for  any  damages  thereby 
sustained  by  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  nothing 
hereinbefore  contained  shall  be  construed  to  require  any  con- 
tractor to  clean  or  remove  any  snow  or  ice  to  be  found  in  any 
of  the  said  public  streets  and  alleys;  but  that  the  same  shall  be 
removed  as  heretofore  at  the  expense  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
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under  the  direction    of  the    fourteen  police  officers  and  city 
bailiffs  of  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said 
contractors  for  cleaning  the  said  streets  and  alleys  shall  be  paid 
as  follows  :  The  one-twelfth  part  of  the  sum  agreed  upon  by 
such  contractor  shall  be  paid  to  such  contractor  on  the  first 
Monday  of  each  month,  commencing  with  the  first  Monday  of 
April,  and  continue  such  payments  on  each  first  Monday  of  the 
month  thereafter  until  the  expiration  of  the  year,  such  pay- 
ments to  be  made  by  the  Register  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  by 
an  order  to  that  effect  from  the  city  commissioners. 

Sec.  4.  And  be   it   enacted   and  ordained,  That  the  said  City  Omnm- 
city  commissioners  be,  and  they  are   hereby  directed  to  make  ^°"ers  t0 
contracts  in  relation  to  the  said  streets  and  alleys,  with  the  fol-  tracts. 
lowing  persons,  and  for  the  following  districts,  viz  :   First  dis- 
trict, H.  and  P.Woods;  second  district,  Casper  Weaver ;  third 
district  Michael  Burges  ;  fourth  district,  John  Allen ;  fifth  dis- 
trict, Benjamin  Brown ;  sixth  district,  John  F.  Burns  :  provided, 
that  the  said  persons  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  condi- 
tions of  this  ordinance.     And  that  the  said  city  commissioners 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  in  case  any  of  said  persons  shall  when  called  upon,  fail 
or  refuse  so  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  this  ordinance,  to 
make  such  contract  or  contracts,  as  they  are  hereby  authorised 
to  do,  with  such  other  person  or  persons  as  may  be  willing  so 
to  contract. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  city  com-  Duties  of  city 
missioners  by  and  with   the  approbation  of  the  Mayor  of  the  [:ommols' 
city  of  Baltimore  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised,  in    case  tractors. 
any  of  the  said  contracts,  which  may  be  entered  into,  are  not 
complied  with,  and  for  that  reason  become  forfeited,  to  make 
such  other,  and  as  many  contracts  as  they  may  deem  proper  ; 
to  continue  until  the  first  day  of  March,  1845,  upon  the  same 
terras  and  conditions  as  are  heretofore  set  forth,  and  to  renew 
the  same  as  often  as  may  be  necessary — provided  that  the  ex- 
penditures for  the  year,  for  any  one  district,  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  case  the 
said  contracts,  or  any  of  them,  become  forfeited  from  a  failure 
to  keep  the  said  streets  and  alleys  clean  and  in  good  order,  that 
the  said  city  commissioners  by,  and  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Mayor,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  employ  as 
many  hands  and  laborers  as  maybe  necessary  to  keep  the  said 
streets  and  alleys  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  to  employ  with 
each  gang  of  hands  a  foreman,  who  shall  superintend  the 
work,  and  who  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  doing  so  the 
sum  of  twenty- five  cents  per  day  over  and  above  that  paid  to 
the  other  hands  ;  and  that  the  citv  commissioners  shall  have 
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full  power  and  authority  to  require  the  fourteen  city  bailiffs  and 
police  officers  to  aid  and  assist  them  in  carrying  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.

No.  6. 

Ay  Ordinance  entitled  " An  Ordinance  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  city  of  Baltimore;  to  fix  the  salaries  of  the  Officers 
thereof;  to  lessen  the  number  of  said  Officers,  and  to  define  their 
duties." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the  first  day 
of  March  next,  all  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  provid- 
ing for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  of  health,  consulting 
physician,  as  also  the  clerk  of  said  commissioners,  and  provid- 
ing for  the  salaries  of  said  officers,  shall  be  deemed  repealed 
and  of  no  effect.  All  such  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances, 
shall  nevertheless,  so  far  as  they  define  the  various  duties  of 
those  officers,  or  confer  power  upon  them,  or  contain  general 
regulations  affecting  the  health,  cleanliness,  good  order,  and 
comfort  of  the  citizens  of  Baltimore,  be  in  full  force.  And 
from  and  after  the  above  period,  all  the  duties  and  powers 
heretofore  exercised  by  the  commissioners  of  health  shall  vest 
in  and  be  performed  by  the  city  commissioners;  all  the  duties 
and  powers  of  the  clerk  of  the  commissioners  of  health  shall 
vest  in  and  be  performed  by  the  clerk  of  the  said  city  com- 
missioners;  and  the  duties  and  powers  of  consulting  physician 
shall  vest  in  and  be  exercised  by  the  health  officer  of  the  city 
of  Baltimore.  And  the  said  city  commissioners  are  hereby 
authorised  to  call  upon  the  said  health  officer  for  the  discharge 
of  those  duties  whenever  they  shall  think  proper,  and  to  com- 
mand, at  all  times  in  the  exercise  of  their  duties,  the  assist- 
ance of  the  high  constable,  and  any  or  all  of  the  city  bailiffs 
charged  with  the  duties  of  police  officers. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  from  and 
after  the  above  named  period,  all  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordi- 
nances, relating  to  the  appointment,  duties  and  salary  of  the 
deputy  high  constable  be  deemed  repealed  and  of  no  effect ; 
and  also,  that  so  much  of  any  ordinance  as  provides  for  the 
appointment  of  city  bailiffs  or  police  officers,  to  be  specially 
charged  with  the  duties  of  superintendent  of  streets,  shall  at 
the  same  time  become  null  and  void  ;  and  the  various  duties  of 
the  superintendents  of  streets  shall  be  performed  by  the  four- 
teen city  bailiffs  and  police  officers,  under  the  direction  and 
superintendence  of  the  city  commissioners. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  from  and  Rf Peal  of  cei> 
after  the  period  aforesaid,  all  ordinances  providing  for  the  ces 
appointment,  duties  and  salary  of  a  deputy  collector  for  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  deemed  repealed  and  of  no  effect ; 
and  from  and  after  that  period  the  collector  for  the  said  city 
shall  not  have  authority  to  appoint  and  employ  more  than  six 
assistants  and  two  book  keepers,  any  ordinance  heretofore 
passed  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  salaries  Salaries, 
of  the  different  officers  heretofore  enumerated  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit :

Salary  of  clerk  of  Centre  market,  four  hundred  dollars. 
Salary  of  assistant  clerk  of  Centre  market  and   fountain, 

three  hundred  dollars.

four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
Salary  of  assessors,  each  seven  hundred  dollars. 
Salary  of  secretary  of  Mayoralty,  five  hundred  dollars. 
Salary  of  high  constable,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
Salary  of  appeal  tax  court,  each  one  hundred  dollars. 
Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Mayor  be  Authority  of 
and  he  is  hereby  authorised,  during  the  prevalence  of  epidemic  cases^nhe* 
or  contagious  disease,  and  upon  such  other  occasion  as  may  prevalences  of 
seem  to  him  proper  and  necessary,  in  regard  to  the  general  epMeiricg. 
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healthtulness  of  the  city,  to  consult  with  and  take  the  advice 
and  obtain  the  assistance  of  such  medical  men,  other  than  the 
health  officer,  as  he  may  judge  to  be  required  by  the  occasion. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  all  ordinan- 
ces or  parts  of  ordinances  that  may  be  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  be  and  are  hereby  repealed.

No.  7. 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the 
Public  Schools,  and  for  the  purchase  of  a  building  for  the  use  of  the 
High  School. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  for  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty  four,  a  tax  of  five  cents  on  every  hundred 
dollars  of  assessable  property  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  in 
like  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  amount  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  levied  and  imposed  for  the  payment  of  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  public  schools  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  for 
the  purchase  of  the  property  at  the  north  east  corner  of  Fay- 
ette and  Holliday  streets,  known  by  the  names  of  the  Assembly 
Rooms  and  the  Theatre  Tavern,  with  all  their  appurtenances. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  tax  here- 
by levied  and  imposed  shall  be  collected  and  paid  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  state  and  the  ordinances  of 
this  corporation,  and  that  the  school  commissioners  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorised  and  directed  to  purchase  (at  a  sum 
not  exceeding  twenty-three  thousand  dollars,  subject  to  the 
ground  rent  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-one  dollars,)  in  the  name 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  the  property  re- 
ferred to  in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  and  that  the  pro- 
perty when  so  purchased  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  public 
high  school  and  such  other  public  schools  as  the  commission- 
ers of  public  schools  may  think  proper  to  have  therein. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  cellar, 
library  rooms  and  saloon  of  the  property  heretofore  referred  to, 
shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioners  of  public 
schools,  and  by  them  leased  or  rented  for  the  benefit  of  said 
public  schools,  until  such  time  as  the  high  school  may  require 
the  use  of  them — provided,  that  the  cellar  of  the  Assembly 
Rooms  shall  not  be  rented  to  any  person  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  selling  oysters  and  liquors.

A  Supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  lay  out  a 
Public  Square  in  the  north-western  section  of  the  city  of  Baltimore," 
1839,— No.  47. 

Whereas,  Franklin  square  has  been  laid  out  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement;  and 
whereas,  from  lapse  of  time  and  other  causes  it  has  become 
impracticable  fully  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  original 
ordinance,  and  it  has  therefore  been  agreed  by  and  between 
James  and  Samuel  Canby  on  the  one  part,  and  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  on  the  other,  to  substitute  the  terms 
and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth  for  those  in  the  said  origi- 
nal ordinance,  so  far  as  the  same  are  inconsistent  with  or  sup- 
plied by  the  provisions  of  this  supplement. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  as  soon  as  the  Mayor  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore  shall  be  satisfied  that  James  and  Samuel  Can- 
by  have  at  their  own  expense  well  and  sufficiently  paved  the 
whole  of  the  streets  left  open  around  Franklin  square,  including 
the  corners  thereof,  and  that  four  three  story  houses  of  brick, 
not  less  than  twenty-three  feet  front  and  forty  feet  deep,  have 
been  erected  either  on  Lexington  or  Fayette  streets,  between 
Republican  street  and  Franklin  square,  or  on  Calhoun  or  Cary 
streets,  between  Baltimore  street  and  Franklin  square;  and  the 
said  James  and  Samuel  Canby  shall  have  executed  and  de- 
livered to  the  Mayor  the  deed  hereinafter  provided  for,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  direct  the  Register  of 
the  city  to  pay  over  to  the  said  James  and  Samuel  Canby  the 
sum  ot  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  out  of  any  money  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  ;  and  as  soon  as  four 
other  similar  houses,  making  in  all  eight,  shall  have  been  in 
like  manner  erected  on  any  of  the  said  parts  of  either  of  the 
said  streets,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  to  direct 
the  Register  of  the  city  to  pay  over  to  the  said  James  and 
Samuel  Canby  another  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated ;  and  as  soon  as  four  other  similar  houses,  making  in  all 
twelve,  shall  have  been  in  like  manner  erected  on  any  of  the 
said  parts  of  either  of  the  said  streets,  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  said  Mayor  to  direct  the  Register  of  the  city  to  pay 
over  to  the  said  James  and  Samuel  Canby  a  third  sum  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated  ;  and  as  soon  as  four  other  similar 
houses,  making  in  all  sixteen,  shall  have  been  in  like  manner 
erected  on  any  of  the  said  parts  of  either  of  the  said  streets, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  direct  the 
Register  to  pay  over  to  the  said  James  and  Samuel  Canby  a 
fourth  sura  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars — making  in 
all  the  gross  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
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duty  of  the  Register,  whenever  directed  by  the  Mayor  so  to  do, 
to  pay  over  to  the  said  James  and  Samuel  Canby  the  said  sev- 
eral sums  of  money. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  before  any 
part  of  the  said  sums  of  money  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  James 
and  Samuel  Canby,  they  shall  execute,  acknowledge  and  deli- 
ver a  deed  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  a 
form  to  be  approved  by  the  counsellor  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
whereby  they  shall  convey  Franklin  square  aforesaid  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  by  a  good  and  sufficient 
title  in  fee  simple,  freed  from  all  incumbrances,  and  also  to  the 
ten  thousand  dollars  in  paving,  stipulated  for  in  the  ordinance

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  so  much  of 
the  first  section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement 
as  binds  the  corporation  to  satisfy  and  allow  to  said  James  and 
Samuel  Canby,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  in  paving  and  work  as 
thereinafter  particularised,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and 
also  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  and  ninth  sections  of  the  said  or- 
dinances as  numbered  in  the  printed  books  of  ordinances  for 
1839,  but  which  are  really  the  second,  third,  fourth  and  eighth 
sections,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed — provided 
that  the  said  repeal  shall  not  extend  to  effect  any  of  the  other 
parts  of  said  ordinance  which  are  all  hereby  declared  to  be 
still  in  force. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  the  pave- 
ment therein  contemplated  to  be  done,  shall  be  done  under  the 
supervision  of  the  city  commissioners,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  twenty-fifth  section  of  an  ordinance  passed  22d  May,  1838.

An  Ordinance  directing  the  inspection  of  Butter  and  Hogs  Lard. 

Appointment  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
of  inspectors  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  two  suitable  persons  shall  be 
hoffs^ard  annually  appointed  inspectors  of  butter  and  hogs  lard  which 
may  be  offered  for  inspection  in  barrels,  kegs  or  other  packa- 
ges, in  the  city  of  Baltimore ;  and  in  case  of  the  sickness  or 
other  inability  of  said  inspectors  to  discharge  their  duties,  the 
Mayor  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to  assist 
therein;  and  the  person  or  persons  so  appointed  shall  receive, 
whilst  acting  as  such  assistant  the  compensation  herein  allow- 
ed to  his  or  their  principal;  and  the  said  inspectors  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  for  their  services  five  cents  for  every  barrel, 
and  three  cents  for  every  package  of  less  size,  by  them  so  in- 
spected ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  inspectors  to  ex- 
amine all  such  packages  of  butter  and  lard  with  an  iron  scoop 
or  auger  of  a  half  an  inch  in  diameter,  with  which  he  shall 
perforate  diagonally  from  the  one  side  of  the  head  of  such 
package  to  the  opposite  end  thereof,  and  shall  draw  out  so  much 
butter  or  lard  as  shall  enable  them  to  determine  the  quality 
of  the  whole,  and  shall  return  the  sample  and  stop  the  hole 
with  a  wooden  plug  so  as  to  prevent  leaking  or  the  entrance 
of  water.  And  if  the  said  inspectors  or  assistants  shall  at  any 
time  unreasonably  refuse,  neglect,  or  delay  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  required  of  them,  being  previously  required  to  at- 
tend to  them,  they  shall  for  every  offence  forfeit  and  pay 
five  dollars,  to  be  collected  as  other  fines. 
Dimensions  of  ^ec  ^"  ^ndbe  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  casks,  kegs 
casks.  and  firkins,  so  inspected,  containing  butter  which  is  sweet, 
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clean,  well  packed  and  preserved  with  a  due  proportion  of  fine 
salt,  and  all  casks,  kegs  and  firkins  containing  clean,  pure 
and  well  packed  hogs  lard,  shall  be  by  the  inspector  branded 
on  the  side  or  bilge  thereof,  when  required,  with  the  word 
"  butter*  or  "  lard"  as  the  case  may  be,  and  with  the  word 
"  first,"  and  also  with  the  inspector's  name,  and  the  word 
41  Baltimore,"  and  the  month  and  year. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained ',  That  the  inspector  Duties  of  in- 
shall  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  and  required  to  reduce  spectors  defi- 
any  lard  of  soft  or  oily  appearance  to  second  quality,  or  if  un-       ' 
sound  to  condemn  it  as  unmerchantable,  as  in  his  judgment 
shall  be  just;  and  the  inspector  shall  on  such  condemned  lard, 
with  a  marking  iron,  mark  a  broad  arrow  on  the  head  of  the 
cask,  keg  or  firkin,  containing  the  same. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  inspector 
shall  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  and  required  to  reduce 
any  butter  of  a  soft  or  oily  appearance  or  rancid,  to  second  or 
third  quality,  or  if  unsound  to  condemn  it  as  unmerchantable 
as  in  his  judgment  may  be  just;  and  that  he  shall  mark  with 
a  marking  iron  the  initials  of  his  name  with  the  word  "two" 
or  "three,"  or  if  condemned  a  broad  arrow  on  the  head  of  each 
package  containing  the  same  respectively. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  inspector  to  stamp  on  each  canister  the  word 
"Baltimore,  first  or  second  lard,  or  first  second  or  third  but- 
ter," as  the  case  may  be,  with  the  initials  of  his  name,  and 
mark  the  tare  of  each  canister  on  the  head  thereof — provided 
however,  that  all  labor  over  and  above  the  inspection  and 
stamping,  shall  be  paid  by  the  packer,  or  done  at  his  expense. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  inspector  to  mark  on  the  head  of  each  package  of 
lard  and  butter,  the  actual  tare,  as  accurately  as  he  can  ascer- 
tain it ;  when  the  package  has  been  weighed  and  marked,  in 
his  judgment,  correctly  before  being  filled,  he  shall  add  one 
pound  for  soakage.  When  necessary  to  ascertain  the  correct 
tare,  he  shall  have  the  package  emptied  or  stripped  for  the 
purpose,  and  if  on  such  examination  it  shall  appear  that  the 
tare  marked  before  packing  be  incorrect,  and  was  so  marked 
with  intent  to  defraud,  every  person  concerned  therein,  and 
every  person  offering  such  butter  or  hogs  lard  for  inspection 
with  knowledge  of  such  incorrect  tare,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
fifty  cents  for  every  pound  fraudulently  tared. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  imported 
butter  and  lard  in  casks,  kegs  or  firkins  that  shall  be  submit- 
ted for  the  examination  of  the  inspector,  shall  be  by  him  in- 
spected in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as 
butter  and  lard  the  produce  of  the  United  States. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  person  Penalty  for 
shall  alter,  deface,  or  counterfeit  any  brand  or  mark  made  by  violation. 
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the  said  inspector,  or  shall  empty  any  canister,  cask,  keg  or 
firkin,  inspected  or  branded,  or  marked  by  the  said  inspector, 
and  put  into  the  same  any  other  butter  or  hogs  lard,  for  sale 
or  exportation,  without  first  effectually  obliterating  the  inspec- 
tor's brand  or  mark,  every  such  person  or  persons  shall,  for 
every  such  canister  or  cask,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  in- 
spector shall  not  purchase,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  butter  or 
hogs  lard  other  than  for  his  family's  use,  or  deal  in  the  same, 
under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  canister,  cask,  keg 
or  firkin.

same  inspected,  within  twenty  days  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  brought  into  the  city ;  any  thing  in  any  ordinance  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.  And  also,  that  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  owner  or  consignee  of  any  salted  beef  and  pork 
brought  into  the  city  of  Baltimore  from  any  place  in  the  Uni- 
-  ted  States  which  shall  have  been  inspected  and  branded  by 
any  public  inspector  under  the  laws  of  this  or  any  other  state 
of  the  United  States,  to  transport,  send  or  carry  the  same  from 
the  city  of  Baltimore  to  any  other  place,  without  being  re- 
inspected.

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  any  butcher 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore  having  obtained  a  license  for  any  of 
the  butcher  stalls  in  any  of  the  market  houses  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  to  put  up  beef 
in  barrels,  half  barrels,  tubs  or  kegs,  for  ship  stores,  or  in  kegs 
or  tubs  for  exportation,  if  such  beef  be  put  up  by  the  butcher 
killing  the  same,  and  the  name  of  such  butcher,  the  quality  of 
such  beef,  and  the  weight  contained  in  such  barrel,  half  barrel 
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or  tub  or  keg,  be  branded  on  the  head  of  such  barrel,  half  bar- 
rel, keg  or  tub,  and  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  have  the 
same  inspected,  unless  the  purchaser  requires  that  it  should  be 
inspected  ;  in  which  event  it  shall  be  done  by  the  proper  officer 
at  the  expense  of  the  seller ;  and  provided  that  the  butcher 
putting  up  the  same  shall  be  responsible  for  any  misrepresenta- 
tion in  the  said  brand  and  for  all  loss  sustained  thereby,  and 
the  further  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  wilful  misrepresenta- 
tion.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Annual  appro- 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  following  sums  of  money  Prions  to 
be  and  they  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  re  comPanies 
the  various  fire  companies,  viz  :  the  Mechanical  fire  company, 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ;  the  Deptford,  three  hundred 
dollars  ;  the  Union,  one  thousand  dollars  ;  the  Independent,  six 
hundred  dollars ;  the  Vigilant,  one  thousand  dollars  ;  the  New 
Market,  twelve  hundred  dollars  ;  the  Columbian,  eight  hundred 
dollars  ;  the  United,  five  hundred  dollars  ;  the  Franklin,  three 
hundred  dollars ;  the  Washington,  five  hundred  dollars ;  the 
Patapsco,  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty  dollars  and  four- 
teen cents  ;  the  Howard,  eight  hundred  dollars ;  the  Watch- 
man, two  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars ;  the 
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Lafayette,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  seven  dollars  and 
fifty  cents. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  that  no  fire 
company  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  until  it  shall  have  filed  with  the 
Register  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  a  written  pledge  or  agree- 
ment not  to  admit  minors  as  members  of  such  company  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance  ;  that  such  company,  in  its  cor- 
porate capacity  will  be  liable  for  all  damages  in  all  cases  of 
altercation  between  its  members  and  the  members  of  one  or 
more  fire  companies,  where  any  apparatus  belonging  to  a  fire 
company  shall  be  injured  or  destroyed  ;  and  that  the  officers 
and  members  thereof  shall  by  all  means  in  their  power  prevent 
breaches  of  the  peace,  riots,  disturbances  and  false  alarms  of 
fire. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  appropri- 
ation of  money  hereby  made  shall,  as  respects  the  companies 
agreeing  to  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  be  paid  by  the  Regis- 
ter of  the  city  of  Baltimore  to  the  presidents  of  the  said  com- 
panies, who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  applied  in  the  payments 
of  the  debts  due  by  the  said  companies  in  purchasing,  repair- 
ing and  keeping  in  good  order  the  engines  and  fire  apparatus 
of  the  said  company,  and  in  paying  such  necessary  expenses  of 
the  said  company  as  may  arise  from  keeping  in  order  their  res- 
pective engine  houses  and  paying  the  ground  rent  on  the 
same. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  hereafter  for  any  person  or  persons  to  form  or  estab- 
lish any  fire  company  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
without  having  first  obtained  the  consent  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore.

That  Carroll  county,  Bal- 
timore county,  Howard  District,  in  Anne  Arundel  county,  and 
the  twelfth,  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  wards  of  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore, as  they  are  now  known  and  constituted,  shall  compose 
the  third  district.  That  the  wards  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
known  as  the  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh, 
eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  and  eleventh  wards,  shall  constitute  the 
fourth  district.  That  Harford,  Cecil,  Kent,  Queen  Ann's  and 
Caroline  counties,  shall  constitute  the  fifth  district.

1  constitution  for  the  government  of  said  company,  and  in  order  to 
give  effect  to  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  which  have  been  or 
jmay  be  established  by  the  said  company,  it  has  prayed  that  an  act 
i  of  incorporation  may  pass  in  their  favor — therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Mary-  incorporated. 
land,  That  James  Grieves,  Robert  Scott,  William  Wickersham 
James  Young,  James  A.  Bamburger,  Nathan  H.  Hill,  James 
Shinnick  and  Peter  Foy,  members  of  said  company,  and  such 
other  persons  as  now  are  or  may  hereafter  become  members  of 
the  same,  shall  be;  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  one  com- 
munity, corporation  and  body  politic  thereafter,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Franklin  Fire  Company,  and  by  that  name  they 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  able  and  capable  in  law,  to  have, 
purchase,  receive,  possess,  enjoy  and  retain  to  them  and  their 
successors,  lands,  tenements,  rents,  annuities  or  other  heredi- 
taments, and  the  same  to  grant,  divise,  alien  or  dispose  of  in 
such  manner  as  they  may  judge  most  conducive  to  the  interest 
of  the  company;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  said  corpora-  Proviso, 
tion  or  body  politic  shall  not  at  any  time  hold  or  possess  pro- 
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perty  real,  personal  or 
dollars.

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MAYOR'S  COMMUNICATION. 


MAYOR'S   OFFICE, 

Baltimore,  January  15,  1844. 

To  the  members  of  the 

First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council  : 

Gentlemen  : 

The  period  of  your  annual  meeting  having  arrived,  it  becomes  my 
duty  in  conformity  to  the  charter  of  the  city,  to  lay  before  your  body 
the  condition  of  the  corporation,  and  to  make  such  recommendations 
as  in  my  judgment  its  interests  may  require. 

The  varied  duties  of  the  office,  and  my  brief  acquaintance  with  them,^ 
must  necessarily  prevent  me  from  giving  as  full  a  statement  of  the  af- 
rairs  of  the  corporation,  as  otherwise  it  would  have  been  both  my  plea- 
sure and  duty  to  have  done.  I  will  therefore  be  able  in  many  instan- 
ces merely  to  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  city  for  the 
manner  in  which  their  respective  departments  have  been  managed. 
These  reports  you  will  find  to  contain  much  valuable  information,  and 
they  will  exhibit  to  you  in  detail  the  operations  of  the  city  government 
during  the  last  year. 

The  report  of  the  Health  Commissioners  will  give  you  the  gratify- 
ing evidence  of  the  continued  healthfulness  of  our  city.  The  number 
of  deaths  last  year  amounts  to  2,520,  being  135  less  than  the  preceding 
year,  notwithstanding  the  increase  of  our  population.  This  fact  de- 
mands of  us  our  most  sincere  acknowledgments  to  Divine  Providence, 
in  "whose  hands  are  the  issues  of  life  and  death"  for  His  protecting 
care  over  us. 

The  City  Commissioners  and  Port  Warden's  report  will  exhibit  to 
you  how  far  the  several  duties  imposed  upon  them  have  been  discharg- 
ed. Resolution  No.  67,  approved  29th  March  last,  directing  them  to 
ascertain  at  what  price  a  lot  of  ground  suitable  for  a  market  house 
near  the  Belle-Air  market  could  be  purchased  ;  and  also  the  price 
and  terms  for  which  property  on  the  east  side  of  Forest  street  and 
Belle-Air  market  to  Hillen  street,  can  be  purchased,  so  as  that  said 
market  might  be  extended  northwardly  ;  and  also,  at  what  cost  the 
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city  can  obtain  property  on  Forest  street  south  of  the  present  Belle- 
Air  market,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  said  market,  and  giving  more 
room  for  the  accommodation  of  the  citizens  of  Douglas  street ;  has 
been  complied  with,  and  the  commissioners,  as  directed  by  the  resolu-' 
tion,  will  report  to  you  the  result. 

The  appropriation  as  per  Resolution  No.  73,  of  last  session  for 
cleaning  and  relettering  the  Battle  Monument  was  found  by  the  City 
Commissioners,  who  were  charged  with  the  duty,  to  be  too  small,  and 
not  feeling  themselves  at  liberty  to  exceed  it,  the  work  has  not  been 
done.  I  would  therefore  ask  that  the  councils  make  a  more  liberal  ap- 
priation  for  that  object.  The  present  condition  of  the  monument  is  a 
disgraceful  reflection  upon  the  city.  In  this  connection  allow  me  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  situation  of  the  grounds  around  the  Wash- 
ington Monument.  It  is  time  the  councils  had  done  something  to- 
wards their  improvement.  I  have  no  doubt,  if  the  councils  would 
move  in  the  matter,  the  owners  of  property  in  that  neighborhood  would 
most  cordially  assist,  and  be  willing  to  bear  a  fair  proportion  of  the 
expense. 

When  we  reflect  upon  the  trials  in  our  monetary  affairs  through 
which  the  city  has  passed,  her  former  embarrassed  situation  and  the 
low  state  of  her  credit,  and  contrast  them  with  her  present  flourishing 
condition  and  revived  high  credit,  we  have  abundant  cause  of  congra- 
tulation and  may  be  justly  proud  of  her  enviable  position. 

Two  important  facts  are  established  by  her  past  experience,  that  the 
city  depending  upon  her  own  means  is  able  to  meet  all  her  liabilities 
with  promptitude  and  dispatch,  and  that  no  matter  how  great  may  be 
the  impediments  thrown  in  her  way  by  the  "difficulties  of  the  times," 
or  by  the  insidious  efforts  of  open  or  secret  repudiators,  to  undermine 
her  stability,  her  credit  is  now  placed  upon  such  a  basis,  as  to  afford  to 
those  who  hold  her  stocks  the  best  guarantee  of  her  ability  to  main- 
tain it. 

During  the  past  year  the  last  instalment  due  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  on  account  of  the  city's  subscription  of 
$3,000,0000,  has  been  paid,  and  thus  a  matter  which  caused  no  little 
embarrassment  to  her,  and  a  great  sacrifice  of  her  means,  has  been  hap- 
pily ended. 

The  entire  stock  debt  of  the  city  for  which  certificates  have  been 
issued,  amounts  to  $5,493,773  03.  In  this  amount  is  included  the 
Court  House  Loan  of  $100,238  07,  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  which,  there  is  a  special  levy.  The  purposes  for  which 
this  debt  was  incurred,  and  the  amounts  of  each  are,  viz  : 

Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  $3,637,215  30 

Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company,      .  .  .       950,000  00 

Susquehanna  and  Tide  Water  Canal  Company,  380,000  00

The  amount  of  the  annual  interest  of  this  debt,  exclusive  of  Court 
House  Loan  is  $313,408  88  to  be  provided  for  in  quarterly  payments. 
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With  this  large  amount  of  interest  to  be  provided  for,  in  addition  to 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  city  government,  it  will  be  proper  for 
the  councils  to  consider  maturely  their  action  in  reference  to  providing 
the  ways  and  means  to  meet  it.  The  city  having  lately  emerged  so 
triumphantly  from  the  difficulties  which  beset  her,  and  being  now  pla- 
ced upon  high  vantage  ground,  from  which  nothing  but  hasty  and  ill- 
judged  legislation  can  remove  her,  it  becomes  those  to  whom  her  in- 
terests are  confided  deeply  to  reflect  upon  the  proper  measures  to  be 
pursued  in  reference  to  this  subject,  and  to  do  nothing  that  would  im- 
pair the  confidence  of  their  fellow  citizens  in  the  stability  of  the  credit 
of  the  city,  or  embarrass  her  executive  officers  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties.  This  whole  subject  is  referred  to  the  wisdom  of  the  councils, 
in  the  confident  belief  that  it  will  be  approached  cautiously. 

For  a  more  detailed  statement  of  the  financial  condiiion  of  the  city, 
you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  report  and  accounts  of  the  Register. 
The  account  will  shew,  that  there  have  been  received  during  the  last 
year  $760,744  73,  and  expended  during  the  same  period  $711,555  01, 
leaving  a  balance  in  cash  on  the  3lst  December,  of  $49,lS9  72. 
The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  and  their  account  current 
will  exhibit  the  operations  of  that  body  during  the  past  year.  There 
is  a  balance  of  cash  of  $31,929  15,  which  with  that  in  the  Register's 
hands,  will  make  a  balance  in  the  city  treasury,  on  31st  December,  of 
$81,118  87.  It  certainly  must  be  gratifying  to  every  citizen  that  such 
an  exhibition  of  our  finances  can  be  made,  especially  so,  when  it  is 
stated,  that  at  no  period  for  the  last  eight  years,  have  there  been  fewer 
outstanding  obligations  than  at  present. 

The  report  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  is  here- 
with transmitted. — It  exhibits  the  affairs  of  the  company  to  be  in  a 
very  prosperous  condition,  and  managed  with  signal  ability.  The 
period  is  not  remote,  when  the  city  will  reap  the  benefits  of  her  vast 
outlay  in  the  prosecution  of  this  great  work.  The  nett  revenue  of  the 
Main  Stem  last  year,  amounted  to  §172,479.  After  appropriating 
$15,000,  as  the  commencement  of  a  sinking  fund  on  account  of  her 
loan  for  the  Washington  Road,  and  reserving  a  surplus  of  $17,479, 
the  board  divided  on  the  1st  November  last,  $2  upon  each  share  of 
stock.  The  city  having  §3,500,000  invested  in  this  work,  her  divid- 
end amounts  to  $70,000  which  has  been  received  by  the  Register. 

The  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company's  report  is 
is  also  herewith  transmitted.  By  it  you  will  perceive  there  has  been  a 
decrease  in  the  nett  revenue  of  the  road  for  the  last  year  of  $17,368  20  ; 
for  the  causes  which  have  produced  this  result,  you  are  referred  to  the 
report  itself. 

In  answer  to  a  letter  requesting  some  information  as  to  the  affairs  of 
the  Susquehanna  and  Tide  Water  Canal  Company,  I  have  received 
the  annexed  report  and  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
that  company,  from  its  president  James  Hepburn,  Esq.  It  is  not  rea- 
sonable to  calculate  that  the  city  will  ever  receive  any  benefit  from  her 
investment  in  this  work  ;  or  at  least,  the  period  will  be  very  remote. 
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Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  report  of  the  Visitors  of  Baltimore 
City  and  County  Jail.  It  will  be  found,  that  commendable  economy 
has  been  exercised  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs.  The  Visitors 
allude  in  strong  terms  of  censure  to  a  report  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  Bal- 
timore County  made  to  the  Court  at  their  last  term  : 

Composed  as  the  Grand  Inquest  of  the  county  was,  of  gentlemen 
of  the  highest  respectability  of  character,  it  is  due  both  to  the  Visitors 
and  the  city  who  have  a  great  interest  in  this  matter,  that  it  should  be 
thoroughly  investigated,  and  the  evils,  if  found  to  exist,  corrected  as  far 
as  practicable.  I  would  therefore  urge  upon  the  councils  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  examine  the  condition  of  the  Jail,  and  report 
such  amendments  to  its  discipline  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  I 
would  call  your  attention  to  the  remarks  of  the  Visitors  as  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  a  House  of  Refuge  or  correction  :  it  is  a  subject  which  should 
commend  itself  to  your  consideration. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  is  annexed. 
The  success,  which  has  attended  the  establishment  of  these  seminaries 
of  learning,  must  be  gratifying  to  every  friend  of  education,  and  should 
commend  them  to  the    most  favourable  consideration  of  the  councils. 

Means  expended  in  the  diffusion  of  knowledge  is  the  most  econom- 
ical expenditure  for  a  community  to  make,  and  "  like  bread  cast  upon 
the  waters"  it  will  return  in  time,  increased  in  its  benefits  "  a  hundred 
fold." 

As  there  are  numbers  of  children  of  parents  who  are  unable  to  pay 
for  their  tuition,  desirous  of  receiving  the  benefits  of  education,  I 
would  respectfully  submit  the  proposition  to  the  councils,  that  the 
commissioners  be  instructed  to  receive  into  the  primary  schools,  a 
certain  number  of  such  children,  when  proof  satisfactory  to  them  is 
given  of  the  inability  of  their  parents  to  pay ; — the  number  to  be 
equally  distributed  among  the  respective  schools. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor  of  Baltimore  city  and  county 
will  claim  your  consideration.  The  affairs  of  the  Alms  House  have 
been  managed  with  economy  and  ability.  The  large  proportion  of 
paupers  from  other  places  will  strike  your  attention,  and  I  reiterate  the 
suggestion  made  by  one  of  my  predecessors  in  office,  that  "  they  be 
sent  to  the  place  they  came  from.  There  would  it  is  true  be  an  expen- 
diture for  sending  them  home,  but  when  it  was  known  that  they  would 
be  sent  away,  few  would  come." 

The  interesting  report  of  the  City  Collector  is  herewith  handed. 
From  it  you  will  perceive  that  the  estimated  receipts  for  the  taxes  of 
1841  and  1843,  made  by  him  in  January  last,  have  been  fully  realised.

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The  report  of  the  Counsellor  of  the  City  is  submitted.  It  will  be 
perceived  that  the  suit  instituted  by  Mr.  Gilmor  against  the  city,  has 
been  decided  by  the  court  in  his  favor ; — the  corporation  is  therefore 
bound  to  make  valid  the  contract  of  the  School  Commissioners. 

It  is  a  matter  for  the  consideration  of  the  councils,  to  what  purposes 
this  lot  shall  be  applied. 

To  the  politeness  of  N.  F.  Williams,  Esq.,  the  Collector  of  the  Port 
of  Baltimore,  am  I  indebted  for  the  following  statement  of  the  value 
of  Merchandise  imported  into,  and  exported  from  the  Port  of  Balti- 
more, during  the  year,  ending  30th  September,  1843.

These  returns  exhibit  a  considerable  increase  in  many  articles,  over 
previous  years. 

New  houses  erected  during  the  year  1843, — 515. 

During  the  past  year,  though  there  have  been  no  outbreaks  of  a  se- 
rious character,  yet  have  the  citizens  been  much  annoyed  by  collec- 
tions of  unruly  boys,  at  the  corners  of  streets  at  all  times,  but  more  par- 
ticularly on  the  Sabbath.    This  evil  has  continued  to  increase,  notwith- 
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standing  the  efforts  of  the  police  to  abate  it,  and  unless  some  strong 
measures  are  adopted  to  prevent  it,  citizens  will  be  obliged  to  take  the 
matter  in  their  own  hands,  and  redress  their  grievances.  The  police  is 
too  small  (one  man  in  each  ward)  to  effect  much,  and  these  boys  are 
so  well  versed  in  all  kinds  of  trick  and  subterfuge,  that  when  an  officer 
makes  his  appearance,  he  is  unable'  to  detect  any  of  them  in  the  com- 
mission of  any  overt  act  of  violence,  and  not  having  the  power  of  ar- 
rest, unless  he  sees  the  peace  and  order  of  the  city  actually  violated, 
they'escape  the  punishment,  their  conduct,  in  many  instances,  so  richly 
merits.  I  submit  this  growing  evil  to  the  consideration  of  the  coun- 
cils, with  the  hope  that  laws  sufficient  to  meet  it  may  be  adopted. 

The  Night  Watch,  the  most  important  branch  of  our  city  police,  is 
also  too  small  for  an  adequate  protection  of  the  property  of  our  citi- 
zens, and  has  not  been  increased  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  city 
has  enlarged  her  limits.  Most  of  the  watch  wards  are  too  large,  and 
require  too  much  physical  labor  for  one  man  to  guard  every  night  with 
that  degree  of  attention,  which  the  importance  of  his  situation,  and  the 
great  responsibility  resting  on  him,  demand.  I  would  therefore  ask 
that  the  number  of  watchmen  be  either  augmented,  which  would  in- 
volve an  increase  of  expense,  or  that,  the  councils  authorise  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  double  set  of  watchmen,  one  set  to  be  on  duty  every 
other  night.  The  advantages  to  the  city  of  this  plan  would  be,  that, 
while  no  additional  expense  would  be  incurred,  there  would  be  on 
duty  each  night,  a  watchman  not  worn  down  by  the  fatigues  of  the 
previous  night;  and  the  services  of  young,  active,  and  respectable  me- 
chanics might  be  secured,  who,  under  the  present  arrangement  of  the 
watch,  which  requires  them  to  be  on  duty  every  night,  cannot  avail 
themselves  of  it.  This  plan  is  pursued,  I  believe,  in  New  York  with 
great  advantage  to  the  public. 

The  ordinances  regulating  the  Fire  Department  require  your  atten- 
tion. As  it  is  my  duty  to  make  such  suggestions  as  in  my  opinion 
may  be  of  public  utility,  I  avail  myself  of  it  in  the  present  case,  to 
submit  to  your  consideration  some  propositions  in  relation  to  this  im- 
portant department  of  our  city,  and  request  of  you  to  give  them  a  can- 
did hearing. 

Before  however  I  do  this,  permit  me  to  say  in  advance,  that  I  do 
not  coincide  in  opinion  with  those  who  are  in  the  habit  of  casting  re- 
flections upon  the  Fire  Department,  because  of  the  actions  of  a  few 
misguided  and  unruly  individuals.  As  a  body  of  men,  there  are  few 
associations  that  contain  the  same  number  of  persons  ready  to  dis- 
charge their  duty  as  good  citizens,  in  whatever  situation  they  may  be 
placed,  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  my  unqualified  testimony  to 
the  hardihood  and  noble  daring  displayed  by  them  in  rescuing  the  pro- 
perty of  their  fellow  citizens  from  the  devouring  element.  Entertain- 
ing these  friendly  feelings  towards  them,  and  knowing  that  the  great 
mass  of  our  firemen  are  peaceably  disposed,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  propositions  to  be  embodied  in  an  ordinance : 
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1.  That  a  general  central  Alarm  Bell  be  erected,  to  which  all  the 
other  alarm  bells  shall  be  subordinate — this  bell  to  be  attended  by  a 
watchman,  day  and  night. 

2.  That  no  Fire  Company,  admitting  minors  after  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance,  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from  the  city. 

3.  That  no  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation,  unless 
the  power  is  given  to  the  president  thereof,  to  strike  from  the  roll,  the 
name  of  any  member  acting  in  a  manner  unbecoming  a  fireman. 

4.  That  in  any  altercation  between  two  or  more  companies,  in  which 
the  apparatus  of  either  is  injured  or  destroyed,  the  companies  in  their 
corporate  capacities,  shall  be  held  liable  for  damages. 

The  councils  will  perceive  that  these  suggestions  are  of  a  preventive 
character.  The  laws  and  ordinances  relating  to  this  subject,  already 
in  existence,  are  amply  sufficient  for  the  punishment  of  offences  against 
them.  What  the  department  now  wants,  is  the  adoption  of  some  mea- 
sures to  prevent  those  riots  so  disgraceful  to  it.  From  a  full  and  free 
consultation  with  old  and  experienced  firemen,  and  from  my  own  ex- 
perience as  such,  I  feel  confident  that  this  desirable  result  will  be  in  a 
great  degree,  attained  by  their  adoption. 

From  the  deep  interest  I  feel  in  this  subject,  and  a  desire  to  place 
this  meritorious  class  of  our  fellow  citizens  properly  before  the  coun- 
cils, I  submit  (at  the  risk  of  being  considered  tedious)  a  statement  of 
the  expense  of  our  Fire  Department,  compared  with  those  of  New 
York,  Philadelphia,  and  Boston.  I  have  another  object  in  view  in  pre- 
senting it,  that  of  relieving  the  councils  from  the  frequent  censure  cast 
upon  them,  of  being  extravagant  in  their  appropriations  for  this  object. 

The  Baltimore  Fire  Department  has  13  Spouting  Engines,  24  Suc- 
tion Engines,  34  Hose  Carriages,  and  about  23,300  feet  of  Hose. 
Average  annual  expense  for  five  years,  $11,200. 

New  York  Department  has  37  Engines,  38  Hose  Carriages,  8  Hook 
and  Ladder  Companies,  and  48,900  feet  of  Hose.  Annual  expense 
|51,887  46. 

Philadelphia  Department  has  13  Engines,  16  Hose  Carriages,  and 
24,160  feet  of  Hose.     Annual  expense  $8,700. 

Boston  Department  has  14  Engines,  19  Hose  Carriages,  2  Hook 
and  Ladder  Companies,  and  9,540  feet  of  Hose.  Annual  expense 
$39,000. 

In  reference  to  this  statement  I  have  a  few  explanatory  remarks  to 
make.  In  Baltimore,  a  large  number  of  Suction  Engines  are  required 
to  force  water  from  a  distance  in  consequence  of  the  insufficient  sup- 
ply in  certain  sections  of  the  city.  In  Philadelphia  and  New  York, 
there  are  a  large  number  of  fire  plugs  capable  of  forcing  the  water  a 
great  distance.  In  Boston,  in  addition  to  fire  plugs,  reservoirs  are  con- 
structed in  convenient  places. 

This  will  account  for  their  absence  in  these  three  cities.  In  the 
above  statement,  Philadelphia  proper  (which  does  not  cover  the  same 
extent  of  ground  as  Baltimore)  is  only  included. 
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I  hope  the  information  which  is  presented  to  you,  will  aid  you  in 
your  deliberations.     It  is  submitted  with  that  view. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  defective  state  of  the  market  regula- 
tions :  if  they  were  thoroughly  revised  and  a  simple  and  plain  code 
adopted,  the  revenue  from  them  could  be  increased  and  the  convenience 
of  all  promoted.  I  cannot  urge  this  matter  too  strongly  upon  your 
consideration. 

The  enforcement  of  ordinance  No.  52  approved  1839,  causes  much 
annoyance  and  inconvenience  to  the  community.  By  it,  ashes  are  pro- 
hibited from  being  cast  into  the  streets,  unless  removed  before  sunset. 
To  those,  who  occupy  warehouses  and  counting  rooms,  having  neither 
yards  or  cellars,  it  is  particularly  annoying,  and  dangerous.  The  cor- 
poration ought  to  provide  carts  for  removing  all  such  deposites.  The 
citizens  are  already  heavily  taxed  for  cleaning  the  streets,  and  should 
not  be  subjected  to  this  additional  expense. 

The  hog  law  is  a  perfect  nullity — it  ought  either  to  be  repealed,  or 
swine  should  be  entirely  prohibited  from  running  at  large.  The  Grand 
Jury  of  Baltimore  City  Court  at  the  June  term  presented  their  "running 
at  large  as  a  nuisance."     A  copy  of  the  presentment  is  annexed. 

Some  difficulty  having  occurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
ordinance  No.  47,  approved  1839,  in  laying  out  Franklin  Square, 
James  Canby,  Esq.  proposes  some  amendments  to  the  third  section 
of  that  ordinance,  which  he  believes  will  expedite  the  matter,  and  en- 
able him  to  commence  the  improvements.     I  annex  his  proposition. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  an  act  of  Assembly,  1835,  chapter 
391,  relative  to  the  erection  of  a  draw-bridge  across  the  city  dock, 
from  the  southern  end  of  Canal  street,  to  Dock  street.  As  the  draw- 
bridge near  the  union  dock  at  Block  street,  was  removed  by  an  act  of 
Providence,  and  not  by  an  action  of  the  corporation,  it  is  a  question 
with  me  whether  the  city  is  bound  to  comply  with  the  requisition  of 
said  act  of  Assembly.  At  the  request,  however,  of  property  holders 
in  that  quarter,  I  refer  the  whole  subject  to  the  council. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  remarks  of  my  im- 
mediate predecessor  in  office,  as  to  a  charge  for  all  transfers  of  city 
loans.  They  receive  my  cordial  approbation  ;  and  I  trust  the  councils 
will  not  adjourn,  without  imposing  some  charge. 

I  have  thus  endeavored,  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  possible,  to  lay 
before  you  such  subjects  as  I  believe  to  be  of  interest  to  you,  and  our 
constituents.

REGISTER'S   STATEMENT. 


Begister^s  Statement  of  the  condition  of  the  City  Treasury,  on  the 
3lst  day  of  December,  1843,  and  of  the  estimated  receipts  and  pay- 
ments for  the  year  1844. 

City  Register's    Office, 

Baltimore,  January  15,  1844. 

Gentlemen  of  the  First  and  Second  Branches 
of  the  City  Council : 

It  again  becomes  my  duty  in  compliance  with  an  ordinance,  approv- 
ed March  12,  1840,  to  present  a  statement  "shewing  the  estimated  re- 
ceipts and  payments  for  the  current  year ;  together  with  any  other  in- 
formation connected  with  the  finances  of  the  city  calculated  to  aid  the 
Councils  in  their  deliberations  on  the  subject." 

In  discharge  of  this  important  trust  the  undersigned  respectfully  re- 
ports, that  the  entire  receipts  of  the  past  year,  including  the  balance 
in  the  treasury  on  31st  day  of  December  1842,  amounted  to  the  sum 
of  $760,744  73  ;  and  the  payments  for  the  same  period  to  the  sum  of 
$711,555  01,  leaving  a  balance  of  $49,189  72  in  the  treasury  on  the 
31st  ultimo. 

During  the  past  year  every  demand  presented  against  the  treasury 
has  been  paid  without  resorting  to  loans,  and  with  a  degree  of  prompt- 
ness which  it  is  believed  has  never  been  surpassed;  thus  establishing 
beyond  the  slightest  doubt  the  ability  of  the  city,  with  its  own  proper 
resources  to  meet  all  its  obligations.  This  cannot  fail  to  be  a  source  of 
the  highest  gratification  to  our  entire  community,  especially  when  it  is 
remembered  that  notwithstanding  the  financial  difficulties  and  embar- 
rassments of  the  last  two  years,  the  city  has  maintained  its  ability,  even 
in  such  a  crisis,  fully  to  meet  every  engagement. 

In  view  of  this  subject,  and  of  the  obligations  of  the  city  in  future, 
I  regard  it  as  an  imperative  duty  to  state,  that  it  merits,  and  will  un- 
questionably receive  the  most  earnest,  deliberate,  and  enlightened  con- 
sideration of  the  constituted  authoiities.  The  city's  obligations  on  ac- 
count of  annual  interest  alone,  exclusive  of  Court  House  Loan,  is 
$313,408  88;  to  which  must  of  course  be  added  all  appropriations 
and  expenses  of  the  corporation;   and  when  it  is   recollected  that 
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nearly  one  half  of  the  taxes  and  licenses  collectively  paid  to  the  State, 
is  derived  from  our  community,  it  will  readily  appear  that  a  burthen  is 
imposed  on  the  tax-payers  of  our  city  which  the  councils  will  be  most 
anxious  to  relieve  by  every  means  with  which  it  can  be  effected  con- 
sistent with  a  due  regard  to  the  city's  credit  and  its  general  welfare. 

The  balance  of  $20,000  due  on  account  of  a  dividend  of  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  declared  November  1840,  has 
been  received  and  paid  to  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  as  required 
by  an  ardinance,  approved  February  6,  1843.  I  have  also  received 
$70,000,  being  the  city's  proportion  of  a  dividend  of  two  per  cent, 
declared  by  said  company  in  November  last. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  annexed  statement  that  I  have 
estimated  a  dividend  of  two  and  a  half  per  cent,  from  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  for  the  present  year,  which  from  the 
best  information  I  have  been  enabled  to  obtain,  may  reasonably  be  as- 
sumed. 

In  my  last  annual  report  it  was  stated  that  the  sum  of  $12,609  54 
had  been  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  on  account  of  an 
assignment  from  the  Chesapeake  Steam  Towing  Company.  In  No- 
vember last  the  balance,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $12,390  46  was 
received.  This  entire  amount  has  been  paid  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  in  compliance  with  Resolution  No.  16,  approved  February 
13th,  1843.  The  interest  on  city  stock  debt  for  the  past  year  has  been 
paid  to  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  leaving  in  their  hands  a  sum 
sufficient  to  pay  all  unclaimed  interest.  It  will  be  seen  by  reference 
to  my  report  to  the  councils  at  the  commencement  of  the  last  session, 
I  stated  that,  instead  of  selling  at  an  immense  sacrifice  a  large  amount 
of  Rail  Road  Orders  that  had  been  received  for  city  taxes  and  other 
dues,  I  had  funded  $82,945  19  of  said  orders  in  city  six  per  cent  stock, 
and  in  virtue  of  authority  vested  in  me,  borrowed  for  a  brief  period  a 
sum  sufficient  to  meet  the  most  pressing  wants  of  the  city,  reserving 
the  stock  as  an  additional  means  of  sustaining  its  credit  if  rendered 
indispensable.  At  the  period  alluded  to,  city  six  per  cent  stock  was 
at  a  discount  of  twenty  seven  per  cent.  Under  a  full  conviction,  that 
the  stock  would  improve,  it  seemed  an  incumbent  duty  on  my  part  to 
use  every  effort  to  prevent  its  sacrifice.  This,  I  am  happy  to  state, 
was  effected  by  the  prompt  payment  of  taxes,  receipts  from  other  sour- 
ces, and  the  careful  application  of  all  available  means.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  all  claims  against  the  city  that  might  be  presented,  I 
deemed  it  proper  a  few  weeks  since  (in  addition  to  the  sales  of 
$50,000  state  stock  previously  made)  to  sell  only  $22,945  19  of  said 
stock  at  108J,  thereby  realizing  the  sum  of  $24,981  57,  leaving  in  my 
possession  a  certificate  of  stock  for  $60,000.  Not  only  has  this  ad- 
vance been  obtained  for  that  portion  of  the  stock  sold,  but  the  city  of 
course,  saved  for  the  time  being  interest  on  the  entire  sum.  The  abili- 
ty of  the  city  to  meet  its  obligations  can  no  longer  be  questioned,  there- 
fore, the  necessity  of  holding  this  stock  as  a  dernier  resort  does  not 
seem  to  be  required.     Agreeably  to  contract,  city  stock  to  the  amount 
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of  $15,000  will  be  required  to  pay  Paul  Beck,  Esq.,  for  a  lot  of  ground 
purchased  of  him  for  the  extension  of  Lexington  market.  As  regards 
the  remainder  of  the  stock,  I  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  the  Reg- 
ister be  directed  to  hand  it  over  to  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  to 
be  applied  to  the  redemption  of  outstanding  balances  of  city  stock, 
redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  after  the 
years  1838  and  1840,  respectively.  This  would  seem  the  more  appro- 
priate, as  the  interest  on  stock  proposed  to  be  redeemed  is  a  charge 
upon  the  direct  tax,  and  unless  otherwise  expressly  directed,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  stock,  if  sold,  would  only  be  applicable  to  such  claims. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Court  of  Appeals  decided  a  case  favora- 
bly to  the  city,  involving  the  liability  of  various  chartered  institutions 
to  pay  taxes  on  certain  descriptions  of  property.  By  this  decision, 
nearly  $10,000  has  been  paid  into  the  city  treasury  by  the  late  and 
present  Collectors.  The  decision  of  the  question  at  issue  was  deemed 
so  doubtful,  that  neither  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means,  or  that  emanating  from  this  office  estimated  any  receipts  from 
the  sources  alluded  to.  Whilst  the  available  means  of  the  city  has 
been  increased  from  this  and  other  sources,  demands  against  the  trea- 
sury have  not  equalled  the  estimates  of  several  departments  of  the  city 
government,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  reports  of  the  past  year. 

The  following  instances  (and  others  might  be  given)  will  illustrate 
the  correctness  of  this  statement.  It  will  appear  irom  estimates  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Poor,  Governors  and  Visitors  of  the  Jail,  and  also  that 
of  the  City  Commissioners  as  compared  with  actual  results,  that  the 
entire  sums  directed  to  be  expended  under  their  control  respectively, 
has  not  been  required,  and  thus  a  saving  to  the  city  of  $10,000  in  the 
aggregate  has  been  effected. 

I  am  assured  that  to  a  considerable  extent  this  has  been  produced 
by  making  purchases  for  cash,  thus  showing  the  importance  of  placing 
the  city  treasury  in  a  situation  to  meet  promptly  all  appropriations. 

The  balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  31st  ultimo,  was  not  only  sub- 
ject to  the  quarters  interest  on  city  stock  debt  due  on  the  1st  instant, 
but  also  to  the  payment  of  $17,100  belonging  to  several  objects  as 
specified  in  the  annexed  statement,  subject  to  payment  on  demand,  to 
which  might  be  added  unclaimed  balances  at  the  close  of  the  past  year 
on  account  of  several  special  appropriations. 

It  will,  therefore,  readily  appear  by  connecting  the  above  statement 
with  the  actual  and  estimated  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  city 
at  the  time  of  making  levies  for  1843,  that  but  for  contingencies  above 
stated,  a  deficiency  would  have  existed  at  the  close  of  the  past  year, 
thereby  leaving  claims  against  the  treasury  unpaid. 

I  have  made  the  foregoing  details  for  the  purpose  of  shewing  the 
advantage  the  city  derives  from  a  prompt  compliance  with  its  engage- 
ments, and  also  with  a  view  of  respectfully  suggesting  the  great  im- 
portance of  making  such  provision  for  the  present  year  as  will  fully 
preserve  the  high  character  the  city  has  sustained. 
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Ordinance  No.  35,  approved  April  25th,  1843,  requiring  the  Regis- 
ter to  issue  the  city's  obligation  for  $10,000  payable  to  the  order  of 
the  Baltimore  and  Chesapeake  Steam  Towing  Company,  has  been 
complied  with,  reserving  to  the  city  its  proportion  of  a  claim  for  inte- 
rest due  by  said  company. 

By  reference  to  the  accompanying  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
entire  existing  and  estimated  claims  against  the  treasury  to  be  paid 
during  the  present  year,  including  the  quarters  interest  accruing  on  the 
31st  day  of  December  next  on  city  stock  debt,  amounts  to  the  sum  of 
$756,211  55.  Should  the  special  appropriations  for  this  year  equal 
those  of  the  past,  $  13,000  will  be  added  to  the  above  sum.  The  entire 
receipts  for  the  current  year  to  be  derived  from  existing  Ordinances  and 
other  sources,  are  estimated  at  $486,310  66. 

It  thus  appears  that  from  the  taxes  of  this  year  it  will  be  necessary 
that  $269,900  89  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury  before  the  first 
day  of  January  next,  exclusive  of  the  sums  that  may  be  required  for 
payment  of  special  appropriations. 

It  will  appear  from  a  communication  addressed  to  me  by  the  Appeal 
Tax  Court  in  compliance  with  my  request  (annexed  marked  A)  that 
the  entire  amount  of  assessable  property  subject  to  the  city  taxes  is 
$58,890,773  ;  of  this  sum  $3,465,583  is  without  the  limits  of  direct 
tax.  It  may  be  safely  assumed  that  not  more  than  $57,000,000  can 
be  calculated  upon  as  the  average  basis  of  the  respective  levies.  On 
this  amount  a  tax  of  73  cents  on  the  hundred  would  produce  $416,100. 

As  before  remarked,  $269,900  89  from  the  taxes  of  this  year  will  be 
required  to  meet  existing  and  estimated  demands,  without  reference  to 
special  appropriations.  To  secure  this  sum,  it  appears  to  me,  from 
careful  examination,  that  a  levy  as  above  stated  will  be  required.  But 
it  seems  proper  also  to  remark,  that  if  the  suggestion  relative  to  city 
stock  in  my  hands  is  adopted,  the  rates  of  last  years  taxes  cannot 
safely  be  lessened.  The  correctness  of  this  estimate  is  much  rtrength- 
ened  by  the  Collector's  statement,  annexed  marked  B. 

It  will  be  seen  that  on  a  levy  of  $457,163  29  for  1843,  the  sum  of 
$262,771  17  has  been  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  within  the 
year,  exclusive  of  discounts,  for  prompt  payment.  If  a  larger  amount 
than  estimated  should  be  received  from  taxes  and  other  sources  it  will 
only  render  more  certain  the  prompt  payment  of  all  claims.  But  if  on 
the  contrary,  the  means  provided  should  be  inadequate,  it  would  cer- 
tainly embarrass  the  city  and  probably  injure  its  credit. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  annexed  statement  is  made  to  conform  to  the 
various  levies  applicable  thereto. 

This  renders  the  subject  more  complex  than  is  desirable,  but  it 
seemed  to  be  the  only  manner  in  which  a  view  of  each  of  the  objects 
to  which  the  respective  levies  are  applicable,  as  specified  in  the  tax 
bills,  can  be  fully  presented.

In  relation  to  the  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-four,  you  ask  me  to  form  an  opinion  as  to  the  proportion  thereof, 
will  be  collected  in  that  year. 

The  taxes  every  year  should  be  brought  nearer  to  a  close  than  in  the 
^receding  year  in  proportion  to  the  levy, — and  in  this  respect  there 
thould  be  no  stopping  place  until  this  desirable  result  is  attained,  so 
us  ultimately  to  have  them  closed  within  the  year,  my  little  experience 
in  this  matter  would  justify  me  in  saying,  that  it  is  not  possible  under 
existing  ordinances  to  do  so  this  year,  but  we  might  fairly  anticipate 
an  increase  in  the  collections. 

Last  year,  including  discounts,  there  was  collected  fourteen  thousand, 
three  hundred  dollars,  more  than  three-fifths  of  the  levy,  and  it  appears 
to  me  that  a  collection  of  say  seven-tenths  of  the  levy  for  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-four,  including  discounts,  might  be  considered  very 
good  collections.

Sir: 

Agreeably  to  the  request  contained  in  your  note  of  the  22d  ult.,  I 
am  directed  to  inform  you,  that  the  appropriation  for  removing  nuisan- 
ces, $900,  has  fallen  short, — the  appropriation  for  the  same  purpose  for 
the  year  1842  was  $1000,  and  this  amount  fell  short ;  you  are  aware 
that  $200  of  this  appropriation  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  Mayor,  for 
taking  up  swine.  I  am  directed  to  say  as  per  estimate  last  year,  that 
this  should  be  increased  to  twelve  hundred  dollars,  ($1,200.) 

The  appropriation  for  cleaning  streets  has  been  sufficient,  leaving 
an  undrawn  balance.  It  is  presumed  that  with  strict  economy  that  the 
same  amount  of  last  year  will  be  sufficient. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Health  Department,  has  also  been  suffi- 
cient, leaving  a  small  undrawn  balance.  It  is  thought  that  the  same 
amount  ($3,700)  will  suffice. 

It  is  presumed  that  $4,500  may  be  received  the  present  year  for 
street  manure.  It  is  also  thought  that  sixty  dollars  may  be  received 
from  the  Potter's  fields.

COMMISSIONERS  OF  FINANCE 


To  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  herewith  present  their  account  cur- 
rent for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1843,  and  a  list  of  stocks  pur- 
chased in  that  year. 

The  Commissioners  have  paid  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road 
Company,  in  full  for  the  subscripton  of  the  city  to  that  work.  They 
have  also  redeemed  the  six  per  cent,  stock  made  payable  after  the  year 
1838,  amounting  to  $14,606  83, — the  certificates  of  which  are  ready 
for  cancellation  by  the  City  Council. 

The  Commissioners  have  received  from  the  Register,  agreeably  to 
ordinance,  $25,000,  and  have  given  notice  to  the  holders  of  certificates 
of  six  per  cent,  stock  redeemable  after  1843,  that  the  same  would  be 
paid  to  them  on  the  1st  day  of  January  1844. 

There  are  still  due  the  five  per  cent,  stocks  of  1838  and  1840, 
amounting  to  $48,346  which  it  is  desirable  should  be  redeemed  ;  and 
they  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  City  Council  making  provision  for 
their  redemption. 

The  Commissioners  would  also  suggest  that  power  be  given  them 
for  the  redemption  of  the  pleasure  stock,  and  that  made  redeemable  in 
1845,  either  by  sale  or  exchange  of  stock.  The  premium  on  a  new 
stock  might  go  to  the  reduction  of  the  principal  of  the  debt,  and  thus 
lessen  the  debt  of  the  city  to  that  amount.

CITY    COLLECTOR'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

The  City  Collector  presents  the  annual  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  collector's  office  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three. 

As  is  the  Usual  custom,  the  collections  are  arranged,  in  this  commu- 
nication, under  the  several  years  for  which  the  taxes  were  levied,  and 
apportioned  among  the  various  levies  in  the  same  manner  as  they  were 
returned  to  the  treasury  of  the  city. 

The  great  amount  to  which  the  city  taxation  has  accumulated,  with 
the  addition  of  the  taxes  for  the  use  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  augment- 
ing greatly  that  amount,  may  justify  the  collector  in  offering  some 
views  in  relation  to  our  tax  system,  which,  if  adopted,  may  tend  to 
render  the  mode  of  making  collections  less  irksome  to  the  tax  payers, 
if  not  to  lessen  the  burden  of  their  taxes. 

It  should  be  a  maxim  firmly  fixed  on  the  minds  of  our  citizens,  and 
rigidly  adhered  to,  and  acted  upon  by  those  who  may  have  it  in  their 
power  to  exercise  authority  in  the  matter,  that  to  have  low  taxes  there 
must  be  prompt  payments  of  those  that  are  already  levied. 

The  design  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city  ought  not  for  a  moment  to 
be  departed  from,  by  receding  from  the  position  which  the  city  collec- 
tions now  occupy  ;  but  should  be  gradually  and  effectually  executed, 
so  that,  in  a  few  years,  the  people  may  be  induced  to  have  their  taxes 
closed  before  the  end  of  the  year,  and  to  feel  it  a  part  of  patriotism  and 
of  duty  to  see  that  the  government  of  their  own  selection,  whether  state 
or  municipal,  does  not  want  for  their  sustaining  influence  and  means. 

It  would  perhaps  be  somewhat  oppressive,  if  not  impracticable,  to 
accomplish  the  closing  of  the  taxes  within  the  year  for  which  they  are 
levied,  suddenly  and  without  proper  discretion  ;  for  it  will  require  some 
little  time  to  bring  those  of  the  tax  payers,  who  may  have  been  tardy 
heretofore  in  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  city,  to  habituate  them- 
selves to  a  new  order  of  things  with  prompt  regulations. 

Some  individuals  may  conceive  that  by  exacting  the  taxes  prompt- 
ly, and  preventing  more  than  one  year's  dues  to  accumulate  upon  them 
at  a  time,  useless  severity  would  be  exercised  and  be  productive  of 
unnecessary  inconvenience  ;  but  this  idea  is  scarcely  suggested  by 
such  persons  before  it  is  answered  almost  by  itself.  It  is  certainly 
easier,  by  at  least  one-half,  to  pay  a  tax  within  the  year  for  which  it 
8 
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has  been  laid,  than  to  delay  its  payment  to  the  next  year,  when  two 
taxes  must  become  due,  with  the  additional  reflection  that  a  general 
indisposition  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  pay  their  dues  would  force 
the  corporation  to  borrow  means  to  meet  its  wants,  and  to  lay  addi- 
tional taxes  to  pay  interest  on  the  money  so  borrowed  ;  and  beside,  the 
longer  a  tax  is  delayed  in  its  collection,  particularly  in  relation  to 
personal  property,  the  more  liable  is  the  collector  to  loss,  and  increased 
difficulty  in  collecting  it. 

If  the  corporation  should  relax  the  system  of  collections,  instead  of 
pursuing  a  regular  and  systematic  course,  it  cannot  be  long  before  it 
will  be  compelled,  in  support  of  its  credit  and  character,  to  re-enact 
ordinances  to  meet  its  requirements,  and  thus  impose  upon  those  who 
may  be  designed  to  be  benefited  by  such  indulgence,  far  greater  dif- 
ficulties and  inconveniences  than  ever  before  endured. 

It  is  known  that  much  trouble,  if  not  actual  distress,  is  felt  in  the 
closing  of  the  arrears  of  taxes.  Many  small  tenements  belong  to  per- 
sons who  are  unable  to  pay  taxes  thereon,  unless  it  is  collected  from 
them  in  the  most  indulgent  manner,  and  in  small  fractions,  while  some 
are  totally  unable  to  pay. 

Would  it  not  be  conducive  to  the  interest  of  the  citizens  of  Balti- 
more, as  well  as  agreeable  to  their  philanthropic  feelings,  inasmuch  as 
it  would  not  only  be  inexpedient  but  impracticable  under  existing  or- 
dinances to  allow  abatements  on  the  humble  abodes  of  their  poor  occu- 
pants above  alluded  to,  to  authorise  the  Mayor,  or  such  other  function- 
ary as  might  be  deemed  proper,  to  make  suitable  arrangements  with 
the  Collector  wTith  regard  to  such  taxes,  on  the  certificate  of  the  latter, 
properly  qualified,  as  to  the  character  and  amount  of  the  taxes  out- 
standing, so  as  to  enable  the  collector  to  close  his  accounts  with  the 
city. 

It  is  believed  to  be  the  design  of  the  corporation  to  effect  the  certain 
execution  of  its  ordinances,  by  bringing  the  taxes  to  a  close  on  the  first 
of  July  of  every  year,  and  if  this  be  the  case  some  system  ought  to  be 
devised  to  protect  the  poor  from  suffering  the  ills  they  would  be  liable 
to,  under  an  execution  upon  their  property.  There  are  several  instan- 
ces in  which,  if  the  laws  were  rigidly  enforced,  the  parties  would  have 
to  rely  on  others  to  pay  their  bills  for  them,  or  in  the  absence  of  friends, 
to  take  up  their  residence,  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  in  our  Alms 
House.  This  remark  is  made  with  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the  existence 
of  such  cases,  the  parties  being  in  possession  of  sufficient  property  to 
make  them  taxable,  and  yet  dependant  on  the  charities  of  the  world 
for  their  support. 

Whilst  this  kind  of  protection  might  be  thrown  around  the  poor 
with  perfect  propriety,  those  of  our  tax  payers  who  have  been  punc- 
tual in  meeting  their  liabilities  to  the  city,  it  is  conceived,  have  a  right 
to  expect,  that,  as  far  as  practicable,  they  should  be  aided  by  the  whole 
tax  paying  community,  in  endeavoring,  by  the  same  course,  to  effect  a 
induction  of  the  taxes. 


It  might  be  thought  somewhat  impertinent,  in  the  collector's  com- 
munication, for  that  officer  to  enter  into  the  consideration  of  any  system 
having  for  its  design  a  reduction  of  taxes,  which  is  not  immediately 
connected  with  the  execution  of  his  duties  as  collector  of  the  city. 

But  it  is  believed  by  many,  and  the  suggestion  is  almost  daily  brought 
to  the  notice  of  those  who  are  connected  with  the  collection  of  the 
taxes,  that  the  present  system  might  be  improved  upon,  and  conse- 
quently produce  a  reduction  of  the  taxes. 

If  the  office  of  collector,  instead  of  being  an  annual  appointment, 
was  so  constituted  as  to  cause  that  officer  to  bond  for  the  collection  and 
return  of  the  whole  le\y,  within  such  times  as  may  be  determined  upon 
by  law,  with  such  restrictions  as  would  give  a  controlling  influence  to 
the  Mayor,  in  the  event  of  a  dereliction  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  col- 
lector, so  far  as  the  collections  proper,  and  return  of  the  money 
into  the  treasury  are  concerned ;  and  if  the  law  were  so  modified  as  to 
declare  that  the  tax  is  due  and  payable  on  the  day  of  the  levy  of  such 
tax,  irrespective  of  the  delivery  of  tax  bills,  and  those  parts  of  the  law 
that  allow  discounts  for  prompt  payments,  were  repealed,  it  is  conceived 
to  be  more  than  probable  that  with  proper  energy  on  the  part  of  a  collec- 
tor, that  at  the  end  of  the  time  stated  in  the  law,  if  of  reasonable  length, 
more  than  four-fifths  of  the  taxes  might  be  brought  into  the  treasury. 

The  amount  of  money  allowed  as  discounts  for  prompt  payments  for 
the  three  preceeding  years,  to  January  1,  1843,  is  $38,522  70,  being 
12  per  cent,  on  the  levy  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three. 

It  is  believed  by  some  that  this  may  be  considered  as  a  bonus  to  tax 
payers  for  the  performance  of  a  duly,  which  there  is  no  doubt  every 
consideration,  both  of  propriety  and  interest,  would  induce  many  of 
them  to  perform  at  any  rate.  And  inasmuch  as  the  payment  of  the 
tax  is  a  moral  as  well  as  a  political  duty,  to  which,  at  some  time  or 
other,  every  good  citizen  must  respond,  does  it  not  argue  that  there 
should  be  no  rewards  offered  by  government  for  attention  to  thatwThich 
is  necessary  to  its  existence,  and  the  citizens  must  enjoy  their  reward 
only  in  the  consciousness  of  having  performed  his  duty  in  time. 

This  discount  is  not  all  that  is  lost  to  the  city  in  consequence  of  the 
present  ordinances.  All  personal  property  which  may  be  removed, 
or  become  subject  to  insolvencies  previous  to  November  of  each  year, 
is  added  to  the  amount  of  losses,  and  aids,  with  the  discount  system, 
in  swelling  the  taxes  of  the  ensuing  year. 

If  the  taxes  are  not  paid  early  in  the  year,  of  course  the  means  of 
meeting  the  interest  on  the  public  debt  must  be  wanted,  and  as  our 
city  stocks  are  owned,  to  a  very  large  amount,  by  our  own  citizens, 
who  will  always  feel  it  an  imperative  and  patriotic  duty,  to  meet  their 
obligations  to  the  city,  they  will  be  impelled  to  a  discharge  of  those 
obligations  by  an  additional  incentive,  which,  (when  every  other  con- 
sideration fails,)  sometimes  cause  men  to  act  with  determined  energy. 

It  is  considered  expedient  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  to  the  sales  of  property  made  by  the  collector,  under  the 
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ordinances  of  the  city,  prior  to  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
three. 

It  is  believed  that  many  of  those  sales  will  be  found  to  be  very  dif- 
ficult so  to  describe  the  ground  as  to  make  a  valid  deed. 

The  ordinance  made  it  the  duty  of  the  collector  to  describe  the 
size  and  location  of  the  lots,  the  name  of  the  street  or  streets,  &c.  &c. 
but  gave  him  no  other  means  of  doing  so  than  such  as  was  found  in 
his  office  in  the  assessment  books. 

Under  this  ordinance,  several  sales  of  property  were  made  in  the 
year  1842, — and  it  is  considered  more  than  probable,  that  there  are 
instances  where  the  descriptions  of  property  as  recorded  in  the  assess- 
ment books,  do  not  accord  with  the  plat  of  the  city, — and  that,  in  those 
cases  where  property  has  been  sold,  no  deed  can  be  given  to  the  pur- 
chasers of  such  property. 

It  is  also  believed  that  property  may  have  been  sold  for  taxes  which 
has  been  assessed  more  than  once,  viz  :  in  the  name  of  the  proper 
owner,  and  then  to  "owners  unknown,"  and  that  the  taxes  have  been 
paid  on  it  by  the  owner. 

This  last  supposition  is  based  upon  the  fact,  discovered  by  the  col- 
lector in  making  the  last  sale  of  property  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  forty-three,  that  several  lots  were  so  assessed  and  charged  ;  this 
was  ascertained  through  the  agency  of  the  surveyor  employed  under 
the  ordinance,  approved  March  16,  1843,  to  draw  the  lines  of  the  lots 
to  be  sold  for  taxes. 

The  sales  made  under  this  last  mentioned  ordinance  are  believed  to 
be  valid,  and  deeds  can  be  executed  for  them  when  it  shall  become  ne- 
cessary so  to  do,  and  all  sales  hereafter  can  be  properly  secured  to  the 
purchaser  by  due  care  on  the  part  of  the  surveyor. 

Should  not  some  provision  be  made  to  refund  the  money,  with  the 
interest,  to  purchasers  of  lots  under  the  former  ordinance,  where  deeds 
cannot  be  executed,  and  to  authorise  the  Register  to  reclaim  all  prop- 
erty so  sold  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  when  the  deeds  are 
to  be  given  to  the  purchasers  ? 

Will  not  the  corporation  subject  itself  to  unprofitable  contention 
with  individuals  who  will  be  anxious  to  sustain  themselves  in  their 
purchases,  if  it  should  not  so  arm  itself  by  offering  to  redeem  the 
property  so  erroneously  sold  ? 

In  making  the  assessment,  the  assessors  had  no  authority  to  employ 
a  surveyor,  or  these  difficulties  probably  would  not  have  arisen,  and  the 
assessment  might  have  been  correct ;  but  in  the  absence  of  such  au* 
thority,  they  had  to  trace  the  lines  of  streets  at  hazard,  on  extensive 
vacant  lots,  and  we  have  reason  to  be  surprised  that  the  assessment 
has  not  more  errors  in  it  than  have  as  yet  been  discovered. 

The  expenses  of  advertising  property  for  sale  are  so  great,  that 
they  have  measureably  deterred  the  collector  from  enforcing  the  pay- 
ment of  the  taxes  in  that  way. 

It  was  no  doubt  the  design  of  the  council  in  the  passage  of  the  or- 
dinance to  sell  real  estate  for  taxes,  to  give  the  utmost  publicity  to  the 
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sale,  so  as  to  draw  the  attention  of  owners  of  the  property  to  its  ex- 
posed condition,  as  it  requires  the  collector  to  advertise  for  thirty  days, 
at  least  twice  a  week,  in  four  of  the  newspapers  of  the  city. 

So  onerous  are  the  expenses  of  advertising,  that  in  many  cases,  they 
far  exceed  the  taxes  on  the  property  for  sale. 

It  is  believed  that  all  the  designs  of  the  corporation  can  be  accom- 
plished by  directing  the  collector  to  advertise  the  list  in  one  of  the 
daily  newspapers  only,  and  to  call  the  attention  of  property  holders 
through  the  other  papers  by  a  short  notice  to  the  list  so  advertised, 
and  the  cost  of  printing  would  not  exceed  two-fifths  of  the  present 
expenses. 

It  is  considered  due  to  the  holders  of  this  kind  of  property  that  some 
measure  of  this  kind  should  be  adopted.  It  is  generally  vacant  and  un- 
productive to  the  owners,  and  all  the  taxes  laid  upon  it,  directly  or  in- 
directly, only  go  to  increase  the  burdens  of  those  who,  to  a  very  great 
extent,  are  in  circumstances  which  render  them  unable  to  meet  them. 

Much  difficulty  is  experienced  in  this  office  by  making  transfers  on 
stocks,  &c. 

The  ordinance  passed  in  1841,  to  appoint  a  collector,  makes  it  the 
duty  of  the  collector  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  taxes  after  the  first 
day  of  November  of  each  year.  The  construction  placed  upon  this 
law  is  that  the  payment  of  the  tax  cannot  be  enforced  before  that  period; 
so  that  by  the  time  at  which  the  collector  may  enforce  the  payments 
of  the  tax,  the  stocks  may  have  passed  through  the  hands  of  a  score  of 
owners,  and  no  information  of  transfers  or  sales  reaching  the  collector's 
office,  the  collection  of  the  tax  is  rendered  almost  impracticable.  This 
makes  the  expenses  and  costs  against  the  collector  so  great  that  in 
some  instances  it  would  be  economy  in  him  to  pay  the  tax  himself. 

A  bill  may  be  left  with  a  citizen  for  sundry  stocks  on  which  he  paid 
the  taxes  for  the  year  1842,  and  the  stocks  so  paid  on  may  have  been 
sold  in  the  latter  part  of  said  year  to  several  different  parties,  who  gen- 
erally neglect  to  make  their  transfers  in  the  collector's  office,  so  that 
the  books  may  be  in  an  unsettled  condition,  so  far  as  these  stocks  are 
concerned,  and  the  original  holder  continue  charged,  while  the  pro* 
perty  may  be  changed  from  hand  to  hand,  going  through  numerous 
channels  from  November  1842,  to  November  1843.  The  collector, 
to  secure  himself,  must  follow  the  property  through  all  these  channels 
until  he  comes  to  the  parties  who  are  responsible  for  the  tax ;  in  doing 
which  he  may  be  compelled  to  follow  it  through  the  insolvents  court, 
and  the  hands  of  trustees,  merely  because  of  the  want  of  very  slight 
legislation  upon  the  subject,  and  a  repeal  of  so  much  of  the  ordinance 
as  prevents  his  making  his  collections  before  the  first  of  November. 

To  remedy  these  matters,  would  it  not  be  advisable  to  obtain  an  act 
of  Assembly  to  make  the  party  liable  for  the  tax  on  the  stock  held  by 
him  on  the  year  previous  to  the  levy,  unless  he  attends  to  making  his 
transfers,  on  or  before  say  the  first  day  of  April  of  each  year,  or  at  such 
period  as  the  tax  may  have  been  laid,  and  further  to  allow  no  transfers 
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of  personal  property  of  any  kind,  after  the  levy  of  the  tax,  unless  the 
taxes  are  first  paid. 

If  all  of  the  corporations  in  the  city  that  are  liable  to  taxation  could 
be  induced  to  furnish  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  on  the  first  day  of  April 
of  every  year,  with  a  complete  and  correct  list  of  all  their  stockholders, 
foreign  and  domestic,  the  citizen  holders  of  their  stocks  could  be 
relieved  of  all  the  trouble  of  attending  to  transfers  ;  as  the  parties  then 
assessed,  upon  the  evidence  of  the  corporations,  would  be  liable  for 
the  tax.  Or  if  the  legislature  of  Maryland  would  enact  a  law  supple- 
mentary to  act  of  assembly,  December  session  1841 ,  ch.  281,  to  compel 
the  several  corporations  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  that  act,  there 
would  be  no  necessity  of  adopting  either  of  the  foregoing  propositions  ; 
and  the  stock  payments  would  be  made  without  requiring  the  people 
to  make  the  numerous  transfers  now  necessary  to  be  made,  in  order  to 
regulate  their  accounts  with  this  office. 

It  would  be  particularly  beneficial  to  the  holders  of  city  stock  re- 
siding in  any  of  the  counties  of  the  State,  if  the  same  law  was  made 
to  operate  upon  the  dividends  of  city  stockholders.  Being  assessed 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore  for  their  stock,  they  would  be  entitled,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  of  such  stock,  to  an  abatement  upon  their  county 
assessment.  The  corporation  having  contracted  to  lay  no  tax  on  their 
stock  for  municipal  purposes,  that  property  would  then,  throughout  the 
e  entire  state,  escape  county  as  well  as  city  taxation. 

The  attention  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  is  respectfully  invited 
to  act  of  assembly,  December,  1844,  chap.  325,  sec.  12. 

The  Collector  has  directed  the  bills  against  the  several  officers  of 
the  corporation  to  be  left  with  the  Register  of  the  city,  and  payment 
demanded — and  received  for  reply  that  no  provision  had  been  made 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  in  relation  to  the  subject. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  corporation  will  act  on  this  subject,  if  its 
legislation  is  deemed  necessary,  before  the  first  day  of  February  next, 
as  it  is  desirable  to  have  the  bills  settled  by  that  period. 

In  consequence  of  several  of  the  private  corporations,  located  with- 
in the  city,  having  arranged  to  pay  the  taxes  on  their  capital  stock  at 
a  late  period  in  the  year,  payments  on  their  stock  were  received  in 
many  instances  both  by  the  companies  and  their  stockholders.  It  is 
respectfully  suggested  that  one  of  the  parties  should  have  such  taxes 
refunded  to  them,  and  in  order  to  facilitate  the  return  of  their  money 
as  promptly  as  practicable,  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  persons,  as  far  as 
ascertained,  has  been  made  out,  and  is  now  in  this  office,  subject  to 
the  enquiries  and  examination  of  such  committee  as  the  Council  may 
choose  to  designate. 

It  would  save  much  inconvenience  to  tax  payers  if  the  Register, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  were  authorised  to  refund,  upon  the 
certificate  of  the  Collector,  all  over  payments  of  taxes,  when  demand- 
ed by  the  parties  entitled  thereto. 

The  room  occupied  by  the  City  Collector  is  too  contracted  for  the 
large  amount  of  business  transacted  therein.    Frequently  during  the  year 
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it  is  so  crowded  by  citizens  as  to  scarcely  afford  sufficient  room  for  his 
assistants  to  attend,  without  great  inconvenience,  to  the  business  of 
the  office. 

It  should  be  a  consideration  for  the  corporation,  whether  its  offices 
should  not  be  of  sufficient  dimensions  to  prevent,  at  least,  the  health 
of  their  occupants  being  impaired,  whilst  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties. 

In  making  this  communication  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  the 
collector  may  be  allowed  to  congratulate  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  on 
the  favorable  aspect  which  the  collection  of  the  taxes  now  exhibit. 
Most  of  them  have  cheerfully  responded  to  the  calls  of  the  city — and 
have  nobly  sustained,  high  and  unsullied,  the  faith  and  character  of 
their  place  of  residence.

FIFTEENTH    ANNUAL    REPORT 


COMMISSIONERS    OF    PUBLIC    SCHOOLS 

TO    THE 

MAYOR    AND    CITY    COUNCIL. 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  ; 
Gentlemen  : 

In  compliance  with  the  ordinances  establishing  the  Public  Schools, 
the  commissioners  present  this  their  fifteenth  annual  report : 

The  board  at  its  meeting  in  January  last,  organized  by  the  election  of 
Dr.  Monmonier,  President,  and  Mr.  Henry  S.  Sanderson,  Treasurer. 
Mr.  John  W.  Tilyard  was  re-elected  Clerk.  Soon  after  Mr.  Jones 
declining  to  take  his»-seat  at  the  board,  the  vacancy  thus  created  was 
filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Samuel  Harris — Mr.  John  Fox  having 
resigned,  Mr.  James  Hooper  was  appointed  in  his  stead,  and  afterwards 
resigned ;   Mr.  Wm.  Rusk  was  then  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  number  of  schools  in  operation  in  the  city,  at  the  time  of  mak- 
ing the  last  annual  report,  was  thirteen,  viz  :  the  High  School,  six  Male 
and  six  Female  Schools. 

Since  then  a  male  school  (No.  9)  has  been  opened  in  the  Assembly 
Rooms  building,  and  placed  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Jas.  Harshaw,  as 
principal,  and  Mr.  John  McNevin,  as  assistant* 

At  the  last  session  of  the  City  Council,  an  ordinance  was  passed 
appropriating  $10,000  for  the  erection  of  two  school  houses,  one  to  be 
in  the  centre  and  the  other  in  the  western  part  of  the  city.  The  com- 
missioners, as  soon  after  as  possible,  advertised  for  lots  on  which  to 
build  the  houses,  and  one  only  (in  the  western  part  of  the  city)  was 
obtained ;  no  offer  of  a  lot  in  the  centre  of  the  city  was  made  which 
the  commissioners  could  except.  A  lot  located  at  the  corner  of  Cove 
street  and  Ridgley  alley,  was  purchased  from  Mr.  Charles  R.  Barney 
for  the  sum  of  $1200  ;  a  substantial  and  convenient  brick  house  has 
been  built  thereon  for  the  the  sum  of  $4,300.  This  house  will  be  ready 
for  use  in  a  few  days ;  it  ironts  forty-three  feet  on  Cove  street,  with  a 
depth  of  sixty-five  feet  on  Ridgley  alley.  The  first  story  is  for  the  fe- 
male department,  and  the  second  for  the  male  :  it  differs  from  the  other 
houses  in  having  a  recitation  room  for  the  girls ;  this  is  considered  by 
the  board  a  very  great  improvement ;  it  will  afford  greater  facilities  to 
the  teachers  in  prosecuting  their  duties.     The  cost  of  the  furniture,  &c. 
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will  be  about  $  1 ,000 ;  making  in  all,  for  lot,  house  and  furniture  $6,500  ; 
of  this  sum  $1,200  has  been  paid  for  the  lot,  $500  on  account  of  the 
building,  the  balance  to  be  paid  as  per  contract  on  the  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1844;  and  the  sum  of  $200  on  account  of  the  furniture. 

Mr.  Hiram  Johnson  has  been  elected  principal,  and  Mr.  Henry 
McCann  assistant  of  the  male  department  of  this  school.  Miss  H.  E. 
King  has  been  elected  principal  of  the  female  department.  This  young 
lady  was  formerly  assistant  in  female  No.  4 ;  the  vacancy  created  by 
her  promotion  is  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Emily  Jours.  Miss 
Susan  Johnston  has  been  elected  to  assist  Miss  King  in  conducting 
this  school.  Mr.  Baldwin  having  resigned  the  situation  of  assistant 
in  Male  No.  1,  Mr.  Meginney  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

At  the  earnest  request  of  many  citizens  and  patrons  of  the  schools 
vocal  music  was  introduced :  the  experiment  was  first  made  by  teaching 
on  Saturdays  in  such  schools  as  formed  classes,  leaving  it  with  the 
teacher,  Mr.  Wilder,  to  make  his  own  arrangements  with  the  scholars. 
At  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  September  the  board  having  discov- 
ered that  the  experiment  had  become  highly  popular  and  was  calculated 
to  benefit  the  schools  materially,  determined  to  appoint  a  teacher  of 
vocal  music.  Mr.  Wilder  who  was  acting  as  one  of  the  assistants  in 
Male  No.  1,  and  a  very  competent  teacher  of  music,  was  selected  for 
that  duty  ;  the  salary  paid  him  is  $500. 

The  vacancy  created  in  Male  No.  1,  by  the^ppointment  of  Mr. 
Wilder  to  other  duty,  is  supplied  by  Mr.  Johnson,  who  will  act  as  as- 
sistant until  No.  8  is  ready  to  receive  scholars. 

In  conformity  with  an  arrangement  made  with  a  former  board,  a 
school  has  been  opened  in  that  part  of  the  city  called  Canton,  in  a  house 
provided  by  the  company — this  school  is  under  the  care  of  Miss 
Mary  Rice. 

The  night  schools  were  again  opened  this  season  for  the  instruction 
of  such  boys  as  could  not  find  time  to  attend  the  day  schools.  The 
number  of  scholars  is  less  than  last  year.  Mr.  M.  Connolly,  Mr.  R. 
Connolly,  Mr.  Falconer  and  Mr.  Robinson  being  at  their  request  ex- 
cused from  teaching  night  school,  their  assistants  were  appointed  to 
take  charge  of  their  respective  schools  ;  and  Mr.  Crimmen,  Mr.  Powel, 
Mr.  McCann  and  Mr.  Logue  were  appointed  assistants. 

The  board,  being  unable  to  find  suitable  accomodations  in  the  centre 
of  the  city  for  a  Female  School,  resolved  upon  enlarging  Female  School 
No.  3,  at  the  corner  of  Pitt  and  Front  streets.  It  is  at  this  school  that 
the  citizens  in  the  centre  of  the  city  obtain  education  for  their  children. 
A  part  of  this  house  which  formerly  had  been  occupied  as  a  dwelling 
by  the  teacher,  was  thrown  into  the  school  room,  thereby  accomodating 
two  hundred  scholars,  being  about  seventy  more  than  could  before  be 
received. 

It  has  been  difficult  to  carry  out  the  pay  system  in  every  instance : 
although  the  charge  for  tuition  is  very  small  and  nearly  within  the 
reach  of  every  individual,  even  of  the  most  limited  means,  still  cases 
have  presented  themselves  where  this  small  amount  could  not  be  pro- 
cured, and  the  board  exercised  the  discretion  granted  by  the  ordinances 
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and  furnished  tickets  of  free  admission,  when  it  was  satisfactorily  prov- 
en that  the  parties  were  poor  and  unable  to  pay. 

The  pressing  demand  for  admission  to  the  schools  compelled  the 
board  to  devise  some  method  of  accommodating  the  applicants  :  it  was 
believed  that  by  arranging  the  desks  in  all  the  schools  as  those  in  the 
two  houses  last  built,  (Nos.  5  and  6,)  more  scholars  could  be  received, 
and  at  the  same  time  great  comfort  and  convenience  would  be  secured 
to  them  ;  therefore  the  alteration  was  determined  upon  and  accom- 
plished during  the  August  vacation.  Each  desk  is  of  such  length  as 
to  answer  for  two  scholars ;  they  are  placed  in  ranges  having  aisles 
between  them,  and  so  fitted  that  the  boys  in  front  may  rest  their  backs 
against  the  desks  in  the  rear,  affording  them  support  whilst  occupied 
at  their  studies  and  relieving  them  from  the  cramped,  uncomfortable, 
bent  position  they  were  compelled  to  assume  in  order  to  rest  their  ach- 
ing loins.  This  alteration  was  attended  with  some  expense  ;  but,  it 
was  for  an  improvement  indispensably  necessary.  The  commissioners 
hold  the  opinion  that  our  public  schools  are  not  designed  for  places  of 
punishment,  nor  are  they  intended  to  propagate  disease.  Any  rational 
man  who  will  view  the  nature  of  the  human  constitution,  will  discover 
that  the  body  as  well  as  the  mind  requires  culture  ;  children  should 
neither  be  confined  too  long  at  their  studies,  nor  should  they  be  placed, 
as  is  too  often  the  case,  in  positions  to  create  pain  ;  in  the  effort  to 
improve  the  mind  and  make  great  scholars,  attention  should  be  paid 
to  the  physical  as  well  as  the  intellectual  education  of  the  pupils.  What 
benefit  is  learning  if  obtained  at  the  expense  of  health  and  strength  ? 
A  school  house  well  arranged,  having  sufficient  light,  well  ventilated 
and  properly  heated  in  cool  weather,  with  good  order  reigning  within 
its  walls,  has  great  influence  not  only  over  the  social  but  also  the  moral 
sentiments  of  the  scholars :  it  also  gives  character  to  the  people  who 
have  such  institutions  among  them. 

In  a  special  communication  made  to  the  City  Council  in  February 
last,  the  board  of  School  Commissioners  called  the  attention  of  the 
Councils  to  the  condition  of  the  High  School,  and  endeavoured  to  im* 
press  upon  them  the  necessity  of  providing,  without  delay,  a  suitable 
building  for  this  school ;  after  some  legislation  nothing  was  done  to  ac- 
complish so  desirable  an  object ;  the  commissioners  hoped  that  they 
would  have  been  able  with  the  bank  stock  held  by  them  for  the  use  of 
the  schools,  and  the  appropriation  made  for  a  central  school  to  build  a 
house,  which  for  the  present  would  accommodate  both  schools  :  in  this 
they  were  disappointed.  Upon  making  application  for  a  lot  centrally 
and  conveniently  situated,  none  could  be  procured  except  at  a  price 
greater  than  the  money  appropriated  for  the  building ;  this  being  the 
case,  and  the  board  being  unwilling  that  the  citizens  in  the  centre  of 
the  city  should  longer  suffer  for  want  of  a  school,  and  the  High  School 
should  at  the  same  time  go  unprovided  for,  determined,  if  possible,  to 
make  some  arrangement  to  accommodate  both.  The  Gay  street  property 
had  been  leased  by  a  former  board,  but  the  Council  refused  to  ratify  the 
contract,  and  it  is  now  a  subject  of  litigation  before  one  of  our  courts  ; 
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they  knew  that  all  hope  of  obtaining  that  lot  for  the  use  of  the  schools 
had  vanished  ;  they  recollected  that  the  High  School  had  exerted  a 
beneficial  influence  over  the  whole  public  school  system,  that  it  was 
the  very  foundation  upon  which  rested  the  ultimate  success  of  public 
education  in  this  city,  and  without  it  was  properly  fostered  we  might  in 
a  very  short  time  be  deprived  of  a  powerful  auxiliary.  Under  these 
circumstances,  their  attention  was  turned  towards  the  Assembly  Rooms 
building,  which  had  been  offered  to  the  City  Council  by  the  Messrs. 
Cohens  for  $25,000,  and  although  not  purchased,  the  subject  was  so 
favourably  received  at  their  hands  as  to  induce  the  board  to  make  ap- 
plication to  these  gentlemen  to  know  upon  what  terms  the  house  could 
be  obtained  ;  after  a  good  deal  of  negotiation  an  arrangement  was 
made  by  which  the  commissioners  obtained  possession  on  the  following 
terms,  viz  :  The  board  agreed  to  purchase  the  Assembly  Rooms  with 
the  adjoining  property  called  the  Theatre  Tavern,  for  the  sum  of 
$23,000,  being  $2,000  less  than  offered  to  the  city,  subject  however, 
to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council ;  but  in  the  event  of  the  City 
Council  refusing  to  purchase,  a  lease  w7ill  be  taken  at  the  sum  of 
$1200  for  the  first  year,  Mr.  Cohen  retaining  the  library  and  cellar; 
and  for  the  next  six  years  the  yearly  rent  to  be  $2,000  for  the  whole 
house  :  It  may  be  asked  why  should  the  rent  for  the  ensuing  time  be 
so  much  greater  than  for  the  first  year — this  is  easily  and  very 
reasonably  answered.  Mr.  Cohen  gave  the  board  possession  of  the  pro- 
perty previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Councils,  and  should  they  refuse 
to  make  the  purchase,  the  building  would  no  longer  be  known  as  the 
Assembly  Rooms,  but  as  the  public  High  School ;  those  persons  who 
wrere  in  the  habit  of  patronizing  the  establishment  would  be  driven 
from  it  and  the  income  destroyed  ; — he  was  willing  to  take  for  the  first 
year  a  rent,  which,  with  the  library  and  cellar,  would  be  equal  to  the 
interest  of  the  purchase  money,  ground  rent  &c.  The  sum  of  $2,000 
per  annum  for  the  next  six  years  was  named  to  make  it  the  advantage 
of  the  city  to  purchase,  and  to  give  a  sum  of  money  equivalent  to  what 
had  been  formerly  received  from  the  building.  There  may  be  some 
diversity  of  opinion  in  reference  to  the  value  of  this  property  :  the 
building  fronts  48  feet  on  Holliday  street  and  71  feet  on  Fayette  street,  is 
three  stories  high  and  built  in  the  most  substantial  manner;  the  ground 
rent  is  $261  per  annum  ;  the  Theatre  Tavern  is  30  feet  front  on  Holli- 
day street,  the  ground  rent  of  which  is  $90,  making  in  all  $351.  It  is 
designed  by  the  board  to  remove  this  building  in  order  to  afford  light 
and  air  to  the  basement  story  and  furnish  a  yard  for  the  scholars. 
Several  years  ago,  when  it  wras  in  contemplation  to  remove  the  seat  of 
government  to  the  city  of  Baltimore  $50,000  was  asked  for  the  build- 
ing then  only  two  stories  high  ;  the  erection  of  the  third  story  and  fur- 
niture of  the  house  cost  $20,000.  The  rent  received  from  the  library 
company  will  pay  the  ground  rent,  and  that  from  the  saloon  will  goto 
pay  the  interest  of  the  purchase ; — the  sum  of  $232  has  already  been 
received  for  rent  of  the  saloon.  In  the  city  of  New-York  the  cost  of 
their  houses  ranges  from  $12,000  to  $20,000  ;  in  Philadelphia,  in  very 
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many  instances  the  cost  is  equally  great;  these  are  common  schools  and 
not  establishments  similar  to  our  High  School.  When  the  price  of 
this  house  is  calculated  with  reference  to  property  situated  equally  as 
convenient,  it  cannot  be  considered  dear. 

The  central  situation  of  the  building,  with  large  airy  and  well  lighted 
rooms  admirably  adapt  it  for  a  school;  when  it  is  brought  in  compari- 
son with  the  mean  and  delapidated  building  in  Courtland  street,  badly 
ventilated  and  lighted,  where  teachers  and  scholars  were  compelled  to 
inhale  the  noxious  atmosphere  exhaled  from  the  stables  in  the  neigh- 
borhood, and  where  if  the  school  had  longer  been  continued,  it  would 
seem  as  if  the  commissioners  were  making  the  experiment  to  learn 
what  quantity  of  inconvenience  and  suffering  the  human  constitution 
could  bear  with  impunity. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  this  school  was  established  by  direction 
of  the  Councils  themselves ;  at  that  time  the  number  of  scholais  in 
all  the  schools  was  six  hundred  and  seventy-five  ;  the  number  has 
increased  to  three  thousand  and  forty-three.  Can  the  utility  of  the 
school  be  doubted? — the  wisdom  that  dictated  the  measure  is  becoming 
daily  more  evident — ever  since  it  has  been  in  operation  the  system  has 
been  growing  in  popularity;  applications  for  admission  have  increased 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  require  the  alteration  in  the  schools  mentioned 
in  a  former  part  of  this  report,  and  if  the  commissioners  had  the  means 
to  build,  houses  might  be  filled  in  every  section  of  the  city. 

At  the  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the  High  School 
held  in  August  last,  thirty-two  were  found  qualified.  This  increased 
the  difficulties  of  the  board  ;  the  room  occupied  at  that  time  was  so 
completely  crowded,  that  it  was  impossible  to  place  more  scholars  in  it, 
and  the  only  course  left  to  be  pursued  by  the  commissioners  was  either 
to  refuse  their  admission  or  provide  other  rooms  ;  justice  to  the  public 
rendered  us  unwilling  to  do  the  first ,  and  the  second  could  only  be  ac- 
complished  in  the  maimer  we  have.  We  were  anxious,  and  our  great 
desire  has  always  been  to  increase  the  prosperity  of  a  school  system  to 
which  every  one  might  have  access  without  reference  to  his  circum- 
stances or  condition  in  life,  and  where  no  other  qualification  would  be 
required  than  obedience  to  its  regulations.  Our  object  was  to  serve 
the  public,  and  we  feel  assured  that  when  the  whole  subject  is  candidly 
reviewed,  the  action  of  the  board  will  be  considered  judicious ;  and  fur- 
ther, we  are  satisfied  from  the  disposition  manifested  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Councils  by  a  majority  of  its  members  that  the  contract  will  be 
ratified. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  board  that  by  continuing  the  present  tax  of 
Jive  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  for  two  years  longer,  this  building  may 
be  paid  for  and  the  schools  supported  ;  after  that  time  the  wants  of  the 
schools  will  indicate  whether  the  tax  should  be  increased  or  lessened. 
The  school  fund  for  the  past  year,  including  $5,546  received  from  the 
State,  presuming  a  tax  on  $60,000,000  was  $35,546  ;  of  this  sum 
about  $20,553  have  been  drawn  for  the  expenses  of  the  schools,  in- 
cluding the  payments  on  the  new  house  and  furniture,  (there  is  a  bal- 
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ance  of  $3,800  due  on  the  house,  and  about  §800  on  the  furniture,) 
leaving,  with  the  funds  not  drawn  from  the  Register,  and  the  balance 
of  the  levy  for  1843,  about  the  sum  of  $15,000,  which  may  be  applied 
to  the  school  fund  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  the  estimate  of  expenses  for 
the  coming  year  is  $41,803  94;  the  resources,  including  the  taxes 
above  mentioned,  and  the  fund  from  the  State  for  1844,  are  $32,474  46, 
leaving  $9,329  48  to  be  provided  by  the  Councils;  and  supposing  the 
tax  to  be  continued  as  above  mentioned,  and  no  appropriation  be  made 
for  new  buildings,  wTould  leave  about  $20,600  available  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  $23,000;  but  if  the  Councils  wish  the  increase  of  the 
schools,  $6,000  should  be  appropriated  for  putting  in  operation  two 
female  grammar  or  high  schools,  and  we  shall  be  much  surprised  if  this 
suggestion  of  the  board,  made  in  another  part  of  the  report,  does  not 
meet  with  a  favourable  response  from  the  City  Councils — then  there 
will  be  left  for  Ihe  above  purpose  $  14,000 ;  the  balance  $9,000  may  be 
paid  the  succeeding  year, 

The  tax  is  not  heavy  when  compared  with  that  for  other  public  ex- 
penditures— we  have  heard  no  complaint  against  the  tax  imposed  for 
this  purpose — the  benefits  derived  from  the  system  are  more  than  an 
equivalent  for  the  outlay  of  money  for  its  support — it  is  the  cheapest 
method  of  instruction,  and  it  is  a  great  saving  to  our  citizens  in  the 
cost  of  tuition. 

Having  finished  this  detail  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  we  will 
now  proceed  to  notice  the  condition  of  the  school  system,  and  make 
such  suggestions  as  in  our  opinion  will  be  of  benefit  to  it. 

The  board  is  divided  into  committees  for  the  superintendence  of  the 
schools — it  is  made  the  duty  of  these  committees  to  visit  the  schools 
and  assist  the  teachers  by  their  advice,  and  provide  whatever  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  conducting  the  schools.  The  course  of  studies 
is  the  same  as  that  pursued  for  some  years  past,  and  is  the  same  in  all 
the  schools;  these  studies  are  so  varied  as  to  render  the  labours  of  the 
scholar  a  pleasing  duty— one  day  (Friday)  in  the  wTeek  is  set  apart  to 
review  all  the  lessons  of  the  week  ;  a  recess  of  a  few  minutes,  morning 
and  afternoon  is  allowed  ;  by  this  course  of  proceeding  relief  is  afford- 
ed to  the  fatigued  faculties  and  an  opportunity  is  given  to  renew  the 
strength  by  periods  of  repose.  The  teachers  are  well  qualified  for  the 
stations  they  fill — they  have  the  confidence  and  approbation  of  the 
board,  and  by  their  parental  government  of  the  schools,  have  secured 
the  affections  of  the  scholars  and  enkindled  among  them  a  love  of 
knowledge  and  a  desire  of  improvement. 

A  child  may  obtain  in  our  public  schools  an  education  that  will  fit 
him  for  any  situation  in  life — in  the  primary  schools  he  will  be  taught 
reading,  writing,  grammar,  geography,  arithmetick,  book-keeping,  al- 
gebra, mensuration  and  geometry;  in  the  High  school,  reading,  writing 
grammar,  geography,  history,  mathematicks,  and  the  classics,  with  such 
other  studies  as  embrace  a  collegiate  course  of  instruction.  To  obtain 
admission  into  this  school,  candidates  must  be  twelve  years  of  age,  of 
good  morals,  have  been  pupils  in  one  of  the  public  schools  and  have 
a  knowledge  of  the  branches  taught  in  these  schools,     The  scholars 
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are,  with  few  exceptions,  punctual  in  their  attendance  at  the  schools ; 
there  is  less  truant  playing  than  formerly  ;  they  are  respectful  to  their 
teachers  and  rude  behaviour  and  bad  conduct  is  seldom  found  among 
them.  In  the  female  schools  nearly  the  same  course  of  studies  is  pur- 
sued as  in  the  male  schools  ;  at  least  so  far  as  it  is  appropriate — the 
method  of  instructing  is  the  same  ;  boys  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
seven  years  are  admitted  to  these  schools,  and  when  they  arrive  to  the 
age  of  seven  are  transferred  to  the  male  schools  ;  the  board  is  of  opin- 
ion that  this  plan  has  a  happy  influence  over  these  children— binder 
the  mild  but  firm  discipline  of  accomplished  and  exemplary  females, 
their  manners  are  softened  and  their  youthful  minds  are  formed  to  vir- 
tue and  directed  to  elevating  motives,  all  which  can  be  so  skillfully  ac- 
complished by  the  female  sex. 

We  will  not  proceed  further  in  the  relation  of  the  management  of 
the  schools,  sufficient  has  been  said  to  enable  the  Councils  to  under- 
stand their  condition  and  prospects,  and  although  this  subject  has  been 
so  repeatedly  laid  before  them,  it  has  lost  none  of  its  interest,- nor  has 
it  become  less  entertaining;  willingly  would  we  present  a  minute  state- 
ment of  the  mode  of  conducting  the  schools  with  the  course  of  studies 
pursued  in  them,  but  for  fear  of  swelling  this  report  already  of  neces- 
sity very  lengthy. 

A  higher  grade  of  schools  is  very  much  required  in  which  females 
who  may  have  manifested  superior  abilities  and  attained  suitable  ac- 
quirements in  the  primary  schools,  may  be  afforded  an  opportunity  of 
obtaining  a  more  liberal  English  education.  One  school  east  of  Jones' 
Falls,  and  another  west  in  the  neighborhood  of  Howard  street,  would 
answer  the  purpose.  The  city  might  be  accommodated  by  some  such 
arrangement.  The  school  house  at  the  corner  of  Pitt  and  Front  streets 
would  be  a  good  location  for  the  eastern  school ;  the  roof  of  this  house 
is  in  a  decayed  condition  and  will  require  renewal  the  coming  year, 
the  erection  of  a  second  story  would  not  increase  the  cost  a  great  deal. 
We  earnestly  recommend  this  subject  to  the  consideration  of  the  Coun- 
cil as  one  of  very  great  importance  in  completing  our  system  of  educa- 
tion, and  well  calculated  to  give  it  new  impulse. 

The  citizens  ask  as  a  public  right,  when  the  city  authorities  break 
down  the  system  of  private  schools  which  afforded  them  at  a  moderate 
cost  instruction  for  their  children,  that  they  will  supply  a  substitute  at 
least  equally  as  efficient,  and  one  that  will  not  cause  them  to  regret  the 
confidence  placed  in  those  with  whom  they  have  deposited  this  im- 
portant trust. 

In  a  short  time  it  will  also  be  necessary  to  separate  the  smaller  schol- 
ars from  the  larger,  and  form  another  grade  of  schools  in  which  chil- 
dren between  the  ages  of  four  and  eight  years  may  receive  the  first  ru- 
diments of  education — by  this  measure  they  could  take  their  places  in 
the  schools  of  higher  grade,  prepared  to  pursue  their  studies  with 
greater  advantage  to  themselves  and  also  lighten  the  labours  of  the 
teachers — a  great  portion  of  the  teachers'  time  is  consumed  in  giving 
instruction  to  the  lower  classes ;  this  could  be  accomplished  at  much 
less  cost  by  competent  females. 
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In  the  management  of  the  school  fund  the  most  rigid  economy  is 
practised — supplies  for  the  schools  are  furnished  by  contract  in  nearly 
every  instance — t-he  scholars  are  held  accountable  for  all  books  and 
stationary  issued  to  them  ;  and  although  nothing  is  dealt  out  profusely, 
the  use  of  these  articles  is  not  so  limited  as  to  interfere  with  the  opera- 
tions of  the  schools. 

At  an  examination  of  all  the  schools,  held  by  the  commissioners 
previous  to  the  Christmas  holidays,  the  scholars  generally  gave  such 
evidence  of  improvement  as  was  gratifying  to  the  board  and  highly 
creditable  to  the  teachers. 

The  following  list  will  show  the  number  of  scholars  on  the  roll  in 
all  the  schools :  there  is  at  this  season  of  the  year  a  thinner  attendance 
than  in  the  Fall  and  Spring.

The  amount  of  tuition  fees  received  this  year  is  $9,725  13.  From 
reports  furnished  by  the  teachers  the  present  month  we  discover  that 
the  number  of  delinquents  for  tuition  fees  is  inconsiderable — an  effort 
will  be  made  to  collect  all  arrearages. 

The  Treasurer's  account  accompanying  this  report,  will  shew  the 
sources  from  which  the  funds  for  the  support  of  the  schools  have  been 
obtained,  and  the  objects  to  which  they  have  been  applied. 

The  Treasurer's  account  current  with  the  commissioners  is  deposit- 
ed in  their  office,  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  City  Council. 

The  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year  are  also  annexed. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  a  great  desire,  that 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  should  visit  the  schools ;  it  would  give 
the  commissioners  pleasure  to  attend  them  in  any  examination  they 
might  please  to  make  of  these  institutions.  An  occasional  visit  from 
the  city  authorities,  would  certainly  have  an  important  influence  over 
the  scholars, — it  would  be  useful  in  shewing  them  that  the  representa- 
tives of  the  city  were  interested  in  the  success  of  the  schools  and  the 
improvement  in  knowledge  of  the  rising  generation. 

An  argument  in  favour  of  general  education  is  not  necessary,  there 
is  great  harmony  of  opinion  existing  everywhere  in  relation  to  the  sub- 
ject ;  on  every  occasion  when  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  people  it  re- 
ceived the  impression  of  popular  favour ;  no  limit  was  prescribed  for  it, 
every  expression  was  in  favour  of  its  extension  so  that  all  might  drink 
of  the  fountains  of  knowledge ;  but  notwithstanding,  a  large  number 
of  children  in  our  city  are  receiving  no  instruction;  they  should  be 
provided  for;  and  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  those  having  the  controul, 
to  make  suitable  provision  for  their  accommodation;  the  public  good 
and  public  feeling  demand  this,  and  wTe  respectfully  and  earnestly  re- 
commend it  to  your  serious  consideration.

ing care,  it  will  be  the  means  of  enabling  every  individual  in  the 
community  to  give  his  children  a  thorough  education.

SEVENTEENTH   ANNUAL    REPORT 

OF    THE 

PRESIDENT    AND    DIRECTORS    TO    THE    STOCKHOLDERS 

OF    THE 

BALTIMORE  &  OHIO  RAIL  ROAD  COMPANY". 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  held  pursuant  to  the  charter,  on 
the  second  Monday  of  October  1843,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  the 
President  and  Directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Com- 
pany submitted  the  following  report  and  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company  : 

In  the  last  annual  report  it  was  stated  that  the  road  would  be  com- 
pleted to  Cumberland  between  the  first  and  tenth  of  November  1842. 
It  was  accordingly  opened  on  the  fifth  of  the  month,  and  has  ever  since 
been  in  operation  from  that  point ;  thus  accomplishing  another,  and  by 
far  the  most  important  step  towards  the  extension  of  this  great  work 
to  its  final  destination. 

The  new  part  of  the  road  west  of  Harper's  Ferry  may  be  said  thus 
far  to  have  answered  the  expectations  of  the  board  ;  and,  independently 
of  the  necessary  expense  of  keying  up  the  bridges,  requiring  an  in- 
considerable expenditure  in  the  adjustment  of  its  parts. 

During  the  past  season,  however,  many  parts  of  the  country  between 
Harper's  Ferry  and  Cumberland  have  been  visited  with  several  freshets 
of  unexampled  power  ;  the  water  suddenly  rising  on  two  occasions 
some  feet  higher  than  was  ever  before  observed  :  and  either  sweeping 
away  or  materially  injuring  various  works  and  descriptions  of  property 
throughout  the  country  which  had  successfully  withstood  all  previous 
floods. 

At  three  points  within  three  miles  of  Harper's  Ferry,  one  of  the 
freshets  did  considerable  damage  to  the  rail  road,  by  carrying  away 
three  of  the  culverts  and  portions  of  the  embankment.  At  one  of  the 
culverts  near  the  Little  Cacapon,  some  slight  damage  was  also  sustain- 
ed. The  injuries,  however,  were  temporarily  repaired  with  such  des- 
patch as  that  the  travel  was  interrupted  over  those  parts  of  the  road 
for  a  few  hours  only,  and  the  transportation  of  burthen  for  not  more 
than  three  days. 
13 
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To  repair  permanently  the  damage,  and  to  place  the  culverts  beyond 
the  reach  ot  even  a  higher  rise  in  the  water,  may  be  expected  to  in* 
crease  the  expense  of  repairs  in  the  current  year  about  $15,000,  being 
upwards  of  $2,000  less  than  the  surplus  on  hand  from  the  year  just 
ended. 

All  the  other  part  of  the  road  withstood  without  injury  the  force  of 
these  unexampled  floods  ;  and  their  strength  may  be  considered  suffi- 
ciently tested  to  inspire  new  confidence  in  their  future  stability. 

In  consequence  of  the  openingofthe  road  to  Cumberland,  and  upon 
the  commencement  of  the  spring  trade  and  travel,  the  charges  for 
transportation,  both  of  passengers  and  merchandize,  upon  the  Penn- 
sylvania lines  were  considerably  reduced,  and  throughout  the  year  have 
been  kept  at  rates  which  it  is  believed  are  not  required  by  the  public 
nor  justified  by  the  true  interests  of  the  works.  Nevertheless,  to 
meet  such  competition,  and  to  enjoy  any  share  of  the  trade,  it  became 
necessary  that  the  board  should  reduce  the  charges  upon  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Rail  Road  ;  and  they  were  accordingly  reduced,  for  passengers 
about  25  per  cent,  and  for  tonnage  about  30  per  cent,  below  the  rates,  of 
the  previous  year.  For  some  time  after  the  opening  of  the  road  to 
Cumberland,  the  difficulties  of  wagon  transportation  over  the  National 
road,  both  as  to  capacity  and  rate  of  charge,  also  interposed  serious 
obstacles  to  the  trade  upon  the  rail  road  ;  and  these  it  will  not  be  pos- 
sible wholly  to  surmount  until  the  road  can  be  extended  to  the  Ohio 
river. 

Notwithstanding  these  impediments,  the  operations  of  the  road  be- 
tween Baltimore  and  Cumberland  since  the  5th  of  November  1842, 
have  been  altogether  encouraging,  fully  warranting  the  expectations 
which  urged  its  completion  to  that  point ;  and  calculated  to  inspire 
the  stockholders  and  the  board  with  renewed  zeal  in  their  future  exer- 
tions to  carry  it  onward. 

The  state  of  the  affairs  of  the  company  on  the  30th  ultimo  is  shewn 
by  the  statement  A,  and  the  statement  B  exhibits  the  revenue  and 
expenses  of  the  Main  Stem  during  the  year  ending  on  the  same  day. 

It  is  deemed  proper  also  on  the  present  occasion  to  submit  a  tabular 
statement  prepared  by  the  Engineer  of  Machinery  and  Repairs,  ex- 
hibiting in  detail  the  operations,  and  various  actual  expenses  incident 
to  the  working  of  the  Main  Stem  during  the  year,  together  with  the 
amount  of  receipts  from  all  sources  during  the  same  period. 

These  statements  exhibit  a  gratifying  augmentation  in  the  trade  and 
travel  upon  the  road  ;  and,  as  proportioned  to  the  work  done,  a  con- 
tinued reduction  in  the  cost  and  expenses  of  transportation. 

The  excess  of  revenue  for  the  past  over  the  preceding  year ;  for  pas- 
sengers is  $93,440,  and  for  tonnage  $55,401,  amounting  together  to 
$148,841. 

The  nett  earnings  of  the  Main  Stem,  independent  of  the  Wash- 
ington road,  over  and  above  the  expenses  of  working  the  road,  amount 
to  the  sum  of  $279,401  55,  being  equal  to  four  per  cent,  upon  the 
capital. 
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The  rail  way  east  of  Harper's  Ferry  has  been  considerably  improved, 
both  in  adjustment  and  material  during  the  year;  and  that  west  of  the 
same  point,  with  the  exception  of  the  injuries  already  mentioned,  is  in 
better  adjustment   than  at  any  time  since  it  was  opened. 

During  the  year,  one  new  engine  has  been  added  to  the  moving 
power,  and  another  will  soon  be  placed  upon  the  road.  The  entire 
complement  will  then  consist  of  twenty-eight  locomotives  ;  and  the 
present  business  of  the  road  will  require,  upon  the  average,  at  least 
twenty-two  to  be  in  actual  daily  operation.  It  is  not  doubted,  that 
in  its  present  state  of  efficiency,  the  moving  power  will  be  adequate 
to  an  increase  of  at  least  fifteen  per  cent,  upon  the  business  of  the  past 
year. 

The  passenger  and  burthen  cars,  and  the  depots  and  water  stations 
are  in  good  condition.  There  are  also  on  hand  duplicate  parts  of  ma- 
chinery and  a  stock  of  materials  for  general  repairs,  and  for  the  con- 
struction of  burthen  cars,  exceeding  those  of  any  previous  year ; 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  more  than  $40,000.  As  a  general  result 
from  these  statements,  and  the  operations  of  the  year,  it  may  be  stated 
that,  during  the  past,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  the  number 
of  passengers  transported  one  mile  has  been  more  than  doubled,  and 
the  amount  of  tonnage  nearly  so  ;  that  the  cost  of  transportation  of 
passengers  has  been  fifty-six  per  cent.,  and  of  transportation  of  ton- 
nage fifteen  per  cent,  less  than  in  any  previous  year;  and  that  if  con- 
sistent with  the  competition  with  other  works  the  board  could  have 
maintained  the  original  rates  of  charge,  with  the  same  economical  cost, 
an  equal  amount  of  business  would  have  yielded  a  nett  revenue  of  little 
less  than  seven  per  cent,  upon  the  capital  employed. 

The  board  having  reason  to  believe  that  their  present  power  might 
be  beneficially  employed  in  the  transportation  of  coal  from  Cumber- 
land to  Dam  No.  6  on  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  to  be  carried 
thence  by  the  canal  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  have  consented,  upon 
the  application  of  the  canal  company  and  others,  at  present  to  fix 
the  charge  upon  coal  between  those  points,  at  two  cents  per  ton  per 
mile  ;  and  will  be  ready  as  soon  as  the  canal  may  be  navigable,  to 
engage  in  the  transportation  of  that  article  upon  these  terms.  The 
present  rate  is  of  course  fixed  with  reference  not  only  to  the  quantity 
offered  for  transportation,  but  to  the  permanence  of  the  trade. 

With  a  satisfactory  assurance  that  the  business  would  be  perma- 
nent, the  company  might  engage  in  it  at  a  less  charge  than  two  cents 
per  ton  per  mile,  on  any  part,  or  for  the  whole  extent  of  the  road. 
The  board,  however,  would  not  be  justified  in  the  expenditure  of  a 
large  sum  to  augment  the  moving  power  and  provide  machinery  not 
adapted  to  other  purposes,  if  upon  the  completion  of  their  prepara- 
tions, they  might  encounter  competitors  even  at  no  lower  rate  of 
charge. 

All  debts  due  from  the  company,  and  not  in  dispute,  during  the  past 
year  including  $50,000  of  principal  and  $23,355  of  interest  to  the 
Messrs.  Baring,  under  the  arrangement  for  the  iron  rails  communicated 
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to  the  stockholders  in  the  last  annual  report,  have  been  discharged  ; 
and  those  remaining  unpaid,  do  not  in  all  exceed  the  sum  of  $40,700. 

The  nett  revenue  of  the  Main  Stem  (including  the  sum  of  $46,467 
received  from  the  Washington  road)  after  payment  of  the  foregoing 
debts,  amounts  to  $172,479  ;  of  which  the  board  have  determined  to 
appropriate  $15,000,  according  to  the  pledge  in  the  last  annual  report, 
as  the  commencement  of  a  sinking  fund  on  account  of  the  loan  of 
$1,000,000,  for  the  Washington  road. 

Of  the  balance  they  have  determined  to  divide  among  the  stock- 
holders $2  upon  each  share  of  stock,  payable  on  and  after  the  first 
day  of  November  next,  reserving  a  surplus  of  $17,479. 

Before  passing  from  the  accounts  of  the  Main  Stem,  the  board 
deem  it  proper  to  remind  the  stockholders  that  in  the  operations  of  the 
past  year  they  have  not  only  encountered  the  competition  and  impedi- 
ments already  adverted  to,  but  have  been  exposed  to  the  heavy  charge 
incident  to  the  employment  of  horse  power  in  the  introduction  of  pas- 
sengers, as  well  as  burthen,  into  the  city.  The  amount  of  such  charge, 
with  the  present  travel,  may  be  stated  at  from  12  to  $15,000  annually. 
It  must  of  course  increase  in  proportion  to  the  augmentation  in  the 
number  of  passengers,  unless  the  present  system  be  abandoned,  or  the 
city  authorities  should  think  proper  to  permit  the  introduction  of  the 
locomotives  ;  as  is  now  permitted  in  some  other  cities,  and  partially 
in  Baltimore,  without  injury  or  inconvenience. 

The  affairs  of  the  Washington  road  are  shewn  by  the  statements  C 
and  D. 

The  nett  earnings  of  this  road  for  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  Sep- 
tember 1842,  authorised  a  dividend  of  five  dollars  per  share,  and  left 
a  surplus  of  $8,834  40. 

The  nett  earnings  for  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  ultimo  are 
$71,691  46  ;  which  added  to  the  surplus  of  the  preceding  year  amount 
to  $80,525  86,  of  which  the  board  have  decided  to  divide  among  the 
stockholders  four  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  share,  payable  on  and  after 
the  1st  day  of  November  next,  retaining  a  surplus  of  $6,275  86. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  past  year  the  company  have 
paid  on  account  of  the  subscription  to  the  Washington  road  $13,533 
more  than  they  have  received  from  its  earnings. 

The  sum  paid  to  the  State  for  the  six  months  from  the  first  of  Janu- 
ary to  the  first  of  July  1842,  being  one-fifth  of  the  gross  receipts 
from  passengers  amounted  to  $20,500  26,  and  from  the  first  of  July 
1842,  to  the  first  of  January  1843,  to  $  18,125  69,  together  $38,625  95. 

The  amount  paid  to  the  State  on  the  same  account  for  the  half  year 
from  January  to  July  1843,  was  $15,439  88. 

It  is  also  to  be  remarked  that  if  to  the  sum  of  $33,565  57  paid,  to 
the  State  on  the  first  of  January  and  first  of  July  1843,  the  one-fifth 
of  receipts  from  passengers,  there  be  added  the  sum  of  $24,750,  the 
dividend  of  the  Washington  road  ;  $10,000  from  the  Main  Stem,  and 
$1,269  60  regularly  remitted  by  the  board  to  London  as  the  interest 
upon  £5,250  sold  of  the  subscription  of  $3,000,000,  it  will  appear  that 
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the  State  has  received  during  the  year  the  sum  of  $69,585  17,  being 
nearly  seven  per  cent,  upon  her  entire  actual  investment  in  both  roads. 

The  railway,  the  passenger  and  burthen  cars,  and  depots  and  water 
stations  of  this  road  are  in  good  condition  ;  and  the  expenses  of  re- 
pairs, and  cost  of  transportation  in  the  aggregate  vary  in  a  small  de- 
gree from  those  of  the  preceding  year.  The  aggregate  value  of  ma- 
terials on  hand  for  repairs  of  railway,  locomotives  and  cars  may  be 
estimated  at  $5,900. 

A  comparative  statement  of  the  operations  upon  the  Washington 
road  during  the  past  and  preceding  year,  is  appended  to  this  report, 
and  marked  F. 

It  shews  that,  although  the  cost  of  working  the  road  in  both  years 
has  been  nearly  the  same,  the  falling  oil  in  passengers  has  been  at 
least  seventeen  per  cent,  and  in  tonnage  about  eight  per  cent. ;  and, 
consequently,  that  the  diminution  in  the  revenue  is  mainly,  if  not  wholly, 
attributable  to  a  decrease  in  the  passenger  travel.  Such  result  was 
apprehended  last  autumn  as  likely  to  arise  from  the  cheaper  competition 
by  the  bay  line  of  boats  from  Baltimore  to  Norfolk  ;  and  an  application 
was  made  to  the  Legislature,  at  the  last  session,  by  parties  concerned 
with  the  southern  portions  of  the  inland  route,  to  authorize  a  reduction 
of  the  charge  for  passengers  on  the  Washington  road.  The  applica- 
tion proved  unsuccessful;  and  alhough  this  board  thought  the  appre- 
hension well  founded  ;  and  concurred  in  the  justice  and  propriety  of 
co-operating  with  the  Southern  Companies  in  a  fair  reduction  through- 
out the  line,  they  had  no  power  to  alter  the  rate  of  charge  for  passen- 
gers between  the  two  cities,  or  to  bear  any  proportion  of  a  reduction 
by  others,  without  the  authority  of  the  Legislature,  or,  in  the  recess, 
of  the  governor  of  the  State. 

The  charter  also  makes  it  lawful  for  the  Legislature,  upon  the  appli- 
cation by  the  rail  road  company  for  any  reduction  in  the  established 
rate,  so  to  regulate  the  charge  as  without  reducing  the  proportion  of 
one-fifth  at  present  reserved  to  the  State,  in  fact  increase  it,  and  reduce 
only  the  share  of  the  company. 

Unwilling  to  expose  the  interests  of  the  stockholders  to  the  operation 
of  this  provision,  the  board  declined  preferring  any  direct  application. 
They,  however,  caused  a  communication  to  be  made  to  the  Governor 
on  the  2d  of  August  acquainting  him  with  the  actual  falling  off  in  the 
business  of  the  road,  subsequent  to  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature, 
and  calling  his  attention  to  the  causes  which  it  was  supposed  had  con- 
tributed to  it.  To  this  letter  an  answer  was  transmitted  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  on  the  5th  of  September  acquainting  the  board  that,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Governor,  the  charter  authorized  him  to  consent 
to  a  reduction  of  charges  for  temporary  objects  only,  without  power 
to  provide  for  the  case  to  which  the  company  had  called  his  attention  ; 
and  that,  besides,  he  did  not  feel  justified  in  interfering  in  the  present 
instance,  inasmuch  as  the  Legislature,  at  its  last  session,  had  the  whole 
subject  under  consideration  and  did  not  think  proper  to  act. 
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It  is  proper  to  add  that  without  the  co-operation  of  this  board, 
some  of  the  companies  connected  with  the  inland  route,  in  the  course 
of  the  summer,  reduced  the  charges  upon  their  respective  lines;  and 
that  subsequently  there  has  been  an  evident  improvement  in  the  travel. 

Considering  the  objects  of  the  charter,  and  the  obligations  thereby 
imposed  upon  the  President  and  Directors,  the  board  would  not  dis- 
charge their  whole  duty  by  announcing  the  completion  of  the  road  to 
Cumberland,  and  the  results  of  the  subsequent  operations.  They  deem 
the  occasion  not  unfit  to  recall  the  attention  of  the  stockholders  to  the 
ultimate  destination  of  this  great  undertaking  ;  and  to  the  grounds 
upon  which,  in  the  last  annual  report,  they  urged  its  further  prosecu- 
tion and  final  accomplishment. 

The  extension  of  the  road  to  the  present  termination  has  accom- 
plished more  than  half  the  distance,  and  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  ex- 
pense necessary  to  reach  the  Ohio  river ;  and  at  the  same  time  that  its 
completion  to  Cumberland  has  demonstrated  the  ultimate  utility  of  the 
work,  it  is  equally  clear  from  the  subsequent  working  of  the  road,  that 
the  great  objects  of  the  enterprise  can  only  be  accomplished  by  vigor- 
ously pressing  it  forward. 

The  construction  of  a  road  to  Cumberland,  dependent  from  that 
point  upon  the  expense  and  uncertainty  of  transportation  by  stages 
and  wagons  to  the  Ohio,  could  never  have  tempted  so  large  an  ex- 
penditure of  capital ;  and  he  who  would  arrest  the  work  short  of  the 
western  waters,  forms  an  inadequate  notion  of  those  great  objects 
which  alone  could  justify  it.  The  application  of  the  power  of  steam 
upon  the  water  and  on  land  has  already  produced  incalculable  effects 
throughout  the  world.  It  is  of  too  ready  adoption,  and  too  successful 
in  operation  to  escape  the  attention  of  any  enterprising  community  ; 
and  all  who  expect  to  acquire  superiority  or  maintain  equality  in  agri- 
culture, commerce  and  manufactures  must  rely  upon  its  aid.  They 
must  embrace  the  remotest  points  by  the  shortest  distance  and  at  the  least 
cost  of  transportation.  Nature  has  placed  the  city  of  Baltimore  within 
the  shortest  geographical  distance  of  the  trade  of  the  Western  country  ; 
and  any  proper  connection  she  may  form  with  the  Ohio  river  becomes 
as  matter  of  course,  and  above  all  competition,  the  direct  and  cheapest 
channel  of  communication,  not  only  with  the  intervening  country,  but 
with  the  entire  vallies  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers. 

Without  such  connection,  the  advantages  to  which  her  geographical 
position  entitles  her,  may  be  expected  to  flow  into  the  lap  of  rivals 
who,  although  exposed  to  greater  obstacles,  are  more  successful  in 
surmounting  them. 

Previous  to  the  introduction  of  steam  boats  on  the  western  waters, 
and  to  the  application  of  the  power  of  steam  on  the  land,  this  city 
enjoyed  the  full  benefit  of  her  natural  position.  By  means  of  her  turn- 
pikes and  other  improvements,  in  which  she  had  liberally  engaged,  she 
engrossed  a  great  portion  of  the.  western  trade;  the  city  prospered  and 
increased  with  wonderful  rapidity,  and  abundant  wealth  crowned  the 
enterprise  of  her  citizens.     Other  portions  of  the  Union,  however,  soon 
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became  aware  of  this,  and  by  artificial  improvements  in  other  direc- 
tions, wisely  attempted  to  countervail  it.  The  New  York  and  Erie 
Canal,  the  canals  and  other  improvements  of  Pennsylvania,  and  lately 
the  Western  Rail  Road  from  Boston  to  Albany  on  the  route  to  the 
lakes,  have  aimed  a  serious  blow  at  the  future  prosperity  of  Baltimore. 

These  rival  works  have  attracted  a  considerable  amount  of  the  trade 
and  travel  between  the  Atlantic  and  Western  states,  and  during  the 
period  of  low  water  in  the  Ohio,  they  are  further  aided  by  a  line  up  the 
Illinois  river,  across  to  Chicago  by  the  lakes  to  Buffalo,  and  thence 
to  Boston  or  New  York.  This  route  may  be  expected  to  receive 
even  greater  facilities  by  a  canal  already  in  progress,  from  the  head 
waters  of  the  Illinois  to  Chicago, 

Pennsylvania,  in  our  immediate  vicinity,  has  not  been  slow  in  en- 
gaging in  the  competition ;  and,  as  we  have  seen,  immediately  upon 
the  completion  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  to  Cumberland, 
reduced  the  charge  for  travel  and  transportation  upon  the  public  works 
of  that  State,  below  former  precedent.  At  the  same  time  the  expense 
and  uncertainty  of  wagon  transportation  from  Cumberland  to  the  Ohio, 
also  productive  of  loss  of  time,  necessarily  diverted  a  portion  of  the 
trade  from  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  notwithstanding  a  corres- 
pondent reduction  in  the  charges. 

With  the  present  connection  with  the  Ohio  river,  moreover,  the 
travel  and  produce  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  vallies,  and  of  the 
western  counties  of  Virginia,  are  exposed  not  only  to  a  greater  loss 
of  time,  but  also  to  heavier  charges  than  would  be  incurred  by  the 
direct  route  properly  improved  ;  and  the  people  of  those  regions  there- 
fore, have  a  deep  interest  in  restoring  to  their  natural  communication 
wTith  the  Atlantic  states,  the  facilities  of  short  distance  and  cheap 
transportation.  The  central  route  extended  and  improved,  offers  them 
advantages  in  this  respect  not  otherwise  attainable,  and  it  is  not  un- 
reasonable to  hope  that  such  an  enterprise  may  be  regarded  as  entitled 
to  their  support  and  co-operation. 

The  growth  and  prosperity  of  any  of  our  Atlantic  cities  depend 
upon  the  extent  of  foreign  and  domestic  trade  which  they  may  be  able 
to  command ;  and  these  again  require  the  facilities  of  a  certain 
market,  reached  at  the  least  cost,  and  offering  the  best  prices. 

To  regain  her  former  advantages,  Baltimore  must  resort  to  the  same 
artificial  power  by  which  they  have  been  superseded — as  stated  in 
the  last  annual  report,  she  must  unite  the  power  of  steam  on  land 
with  that  on  the  water,  from  New  Orleans  to  this  city. 

The  merchants  and  people  of  Baltimore  are  not  deficient  in  enter- 
prise, or  liberality  or  perseverance,  as  is  abundantly  shewn  in  the 
munificent  aid,  individual  and  corporate,  contributed  to  the  public 
works,  and  the  large  amount  of  taxes  cheerfully  paid  for  the  support 
of  public  credit. 

They  possess  the  essential  elements  of  individual  and  public  pros- 
perity ;  and  little  more  is  required  to  bring  these  and  the  requisite  capi- 
tal into    activity,  than  a  rail  road  connection  with  the    Ohio    river. 
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When  Baltimore  can  communicate  with  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans 
with  equal  certainty,  at  a  shorter  distance,  and  at  less  cost  than  attend 
the  intercourse  from  the  same  points  with  Philadelphia,  New  York  or 
Boston,  she  may  then  and  not  before  hope  successfully  to  contend  with 
those  cities  for  the  western  trade.  Then  and  not  before  the  capital 
and  enterprise  now  inactive,  or  which  may  have  sought  more  favored 
points  may  be  expected  to  return  :  then  her  wharves  may  be  lined 
with  foreign  ships  and  steamers,  and  she  may  become  the  mart  of  an 
extensive  domestic  and  foreign  trade. 

In  the  proportion  in  which  the  extension  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Rail  Road  shall  add  to  the  resources  and  advance  the  prosperity  of 
Baltimore,  all  the  people  in  every  part  of  the  State  of  Maryland  are 
interested  in  its  vigorous  prosecution  ;  nor  can  the  augmentation  in 
the  value  of  property,  and  the  full  relief  from  the  present  burthen  of 
taxation,  which  has  been  expected  from  the  enterprise,  be  realised 
until  it  can  be  completed. 

The  successful  operation  of  finished  rail  roads  judiciously  located 
and  economically  managed  between  desirable  points,  is  satisfactorily 
established  by  experience  both  in  the  United  States  and  in  Europe  ; 
and  that  a  rail  road  from  Baltimore  to  the  Ohio  river,  comprehends 
the  most  important  intercourse  between  the  various  parts  of  the  Union 
will  not  be  denied.  While  the  considerations  which  in  a  public  point 
of  view,  warranted  the  original  enterprise,  have  lost  none  of  their  im- 
portance, the  board  venture  the  opinion  that  the  capabilities  of  the 
work,  and  the  claims  it  prefers  to  the  public  favor  are  already  fully 
established.  Wholly  and  peculiarly  calculated  to  improve  the  trade 
and  augment  the  wealth  of  every  part  of  the  State,  they  must  continue 
to  regard  it  as  one  of  chief  magnitude. 

It  is  neither  designed  nor  calculated  to  transfer  the  resources  of  any 
portion  of  the  State  to  rival  markets  ;  on  the  contrary,  reaching  the 
heart  of  the  whole  trade  west  of  Baltimore,  terminating  within  the  limits 
of  Maryland  and  immediately  connected  with  the  city  upon  which  the 
commercial  importance  of  the  State  is  dependent,  it  is  entitled  to  be- 
come the  peculiar  object  of  the  public  favor  and  support.  It  is  not  to 
be  disguised  that  many  portions  of  the  State,  already  heavily  taxed  for 
the  maintenance  of  public  credit,  have  little  or  no  interest  in  any 
public  work  beyond  what  they  incidentally  derive  from  the  prosperity  of 
the  commercial  emporium  ;  and  if  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road 
can  in  any  sense  be  deemed  a  rival  of  any  other  enterprise,  it  ran 
only  be  from  its  tendency  to  concentrate  in  the  Maryland  market  the 
resources  which  by  different  channels  would  be  diverted  to  other 
cities. 

Already,  in  its  unfinished  state,  it  has  imparted  a  new  impulse  to 
the  trade  and  capital  of  the  city  of  Baltimore.  In  the  first  year  of  its 
extension,  after  little  more  than  ten  months  operation  from  Cumber- 
land ;  subject  to  the  rivalries  of  the  works  of  other  states  at  reduced 
rates  of  transportation,  and  without  aid  from  the  Washington  road,  it 
has  earned  a  nett  revenue  of  four  per  cent  upon  the  capital  employed  ; 
and  had  it  been  extended,  would  have  needed  no  greater  amount  of 
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trade  at  prices  which  might  have  been  charged  without  inconvenience, 
to  have  earned  at  least  seven  per  cent. 

Fully  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  making  every  exertion  for  the 
further  prosecution  of  the  work,  it  is  a  source  of  regret  that,  from  causes 
beyond  their  control,  the  board  have  been  unable  during  the  past  year 
to  adopt  any  efficient  measures  for  that  purpose.  The  charter  of  the 
company  both  in  Maryland  and  Virginia,  by  its  original  terms,  is  per- 
petual; but,  without  additional  legislation,  the  board  had  no  authority, 
after  the  4th  of  July  last,  to  occupy  any  greater  extent  of  the  territory 
of  either  state  for  the  extension  of  the  road.  Although  the  Legislature 
of  Virginia  adjourned  without  removing  this  obstacle,  the  board  have 
reason  to  believe  that  at  the  ensuing  session  an  application  for  that 
purpose  will  be  more  successful. 

In  Maryland,  the  Legislature  allowed  a  farther  period  of  twenty 
years ;  but  at  the  same  time  incorporated  the  permission  in  the  law 
authorising  a  sale  of  the  public  works,  and  in  such  manner  as  that, 
unless  the  state's  interest  in  the  work  should  be  sold,  the  authority 
could  not  be  exercised. 

The  board  would  not  be  unwilling  to  co-operate  with  the  Legislature 
in  any  equitable  disposition  of  the  State's  interest  in  the  rail  road  com- 
pany; as  a  means  of  lessening  the  public  debt,  and  to  that  extent 
effecting  some  immediate  relief  to  the  people  from  the  burthen  of  tax- 
ation. 

By  the  terms  of  the  late  law,  however,  there  were  grounds  to  ap- 
prehend that  the  period  of  twenty  years  would  operate  as  a  limitation, 
not  upon  the  completion  of  the  work  only,  but  upon  the  duration  of 
the  charter  ;  and  that,  notwithstanding  the  guarantee  of  a  perpetual 
annuity  of  $30,000  from  the  Washington  road,  the  State  would  also 
be  entitled  to  receive,  in  addition,  one-fifth  of  the  gross  receipts  from 
all  passengers  passing  over  the  road  to  and  from  the  city  of  Annapolis. 

Under  these  circumstances,  if  in  other  respects  it  had  been  unobjec- 
tionable, the  board  did  not  feel  warranted  in  recommending  the  law  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  stockholders. 

From  these  causes  the  board  have  been  constrained  to  limit  their 
measures  for  the  extension  of  the  road,  to  further  reconnoissances  of 
the  country  west  of  Cumberland  through  the  State  of  Virginia,  in 
the  well-founded  belief  that  in  that  direction,  should  it  become  ad- 
visable to  seek  it,  a  better  and  cheaper  route  to  the  Ohio  river  may 
be  obtained. 

They  also  look  forward  with  confidence  to  more  auspicious  legisla- 
tion in  both  States  during  the  ensuing  winter  ;  and  it  is  their  intention 
in  that  event,  in  the  same  spirit  which  has  animated  them  in  the  past, 
to  take  such  measures,  as  with  the  resources  adverted  to  in  the  last 
annual  report,  may  enable  them  to  recommence  the  prosecution  of 
the  work  committed  to  their  management.

REMARKS. 

Besides  the  Tonnage  for  which  the  Company  have  received  pay,  there 
has  been  hauled,  of  Materials  for  Repairs  of  Road  and  Bridges,  and  of  Fuel 
for  Locomotives,  &.c.  equivalent  to  1,075,007  Tons  one  mile  ;  which  amount, 
if  added  to  the  7,031,310  Tons  hauled  one  mile  by  steam,  as  above  stated, 
and  their  sum  divided  by  the  number  of  miles  run  by  Freight  Trains,  would 
shew  the  average  nett  load  of  each  Engine  with  Tonnage,  to  have  been 
about  22i  Tons.

For  the  purpose  of  more  easy  comparison  with  the  working  of  other  roads 
not  subject  to  the  expense  of  horse  power,  it  may  be  stated  that  after  de- 
ducting the  expense  of  horse  power  in  the  streets  of  Baltimore,  the  cost  per 
mile  of  running  the  trains  has  been  52  8-10  cents;  and  that  including  the 
horse  power,  it  has  been  56^  cents. 

The  expenditures  common  to  both  Passenger  and  Burden  Trains,  have 
been  divided  in  the  proportions  of  the  number  of  miles  run  by  the  Locomo- 
tives with  Trains  of  each  description.

Mayor  of  Baltimore, 
Sir  : 

I  beg  leave  to  forward  to  you  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures on  the  Susquehanna  and  Tide  Water  Canals,  during  the  year 
past  closed.  The  sum  received  exceeds  the  revenue  of  last  year  by 
about  $5,000.  And  taken  in  connection  with  the  late  period  in  the 
spring  that  the  canal  was  opened  for  business,  and  the  considerable  re- 
duction made  in  tolls  this  season,  the  increase  is  of  some  moment  as 
showing  a  gradual  improvement,  but  still  the  receipts  fall  greatly  short 
of  what  was  anticipated.  The  causes  that  operate  generally  over  the 
country  have  had  much  to  do  with  this  unfavorable  state  of  things. 
The  general  paralysis  of  business,  and  the  suspension  of  enterprise  in 
every  branch  has  had  its  influence  upon  the  work.  The  trade  mainly 
relied  on,  in  the  construction  of  the  canal,  was  that  of  the  iron,  coal, 
lumber  and  limestone  of  the  Susquehanna  Valley.  The  want  of  capital 
and  the  indisposition  of  capitalists  to  embark  in  any  new  undertaking, 
have  prevented  the  developement  of  the  coal  trade ;  there  are  however 
now  in  progress  several  works  that  will  be  finished  in  the  course  of  next 
year,  connecting  the  canal  with  the  several  regions,  that  cannot  fail  to 
benefit  us.  The  iron  trade  is  becoming  generally  active,  and  the  lumber 
that  heretofore  has  pursued  the  channel  of  the  river,  is  seeking  the  route 
of  the  canal  to  market. 

The  trade  in  limestone  is  yet  inconsiderable,  but  the  demand  to  the 
south  for  agricultural  purposes,  is  growing  rapidly  and  must  become 
very  large.  These  four  commodities  it  is  believed  will  in  time,  and  that 
before  long,  bring  into  requisition  a  great  portion  of  the  capacity  of  the 
canal.  We  also  look  to  an  increase  of  the  western  trade,  especially  in 
the  heavy  articles  going  or  coming  in  that  direction. 

We  think  then  that  altho'  the  anticipations  with  regard  to  the  work, 
have  not  been  realized,  the  prospect  of  a  rapid  improvement  is  fairly  to 
be  calculated  upon,  and  that  the  future  results  will  be  much  more  satis- 
factory to  those  interested  than  any  thing  we  at  present  have  it  in  our 
power  to  submit  to  them.

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen  : 

In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland,  passed  at  December  session  1831,  chapter  58,  the  Board  of 
Visitors  of  the  Jail  of  Baltimore  city  and  county  present  their  annual  re- 
port. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year,  beginning  the  27th  of 
November  1842,  and  ending  the  26th  November  1843,  are  stated  in  the 
annexed  account  of  the  Warden,  marked  A. 

The  daily  number  of  prisoners,  averaging  the  number  committed  and 
the  number  remaining  in  jail  each  morning,  is  97. 
The  whole  expenses  of  the  jail,  including  the

We  herewith  hand  you  a  statistical  table,  marked  B,  which  shows  the 
number  of  prisoners  committed  (1498)  and  the  offences  with  which  they 
were  charged ;  also  a  table  marked  C,  which  shows  the  monthly  or  daily 
15 
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average  number  of  prisoners  in  jail  each  morning,  and  the  daily  cost  of 
subsistence  of  the  average  number  committed  and  these  in  jail  each  morn- 
ing ;  likewise  a  table  marked  D,  which  shows  the  number  of  debtors 
and  other  prisoners  committed,  how  they  were  discharged,  and  how  many 
remained  in  jail,  &c. 

You  will  please  appropriate  $5,000  as  the  city's  proportion  of  the 
expenses  for  the  ensuing  year.  This  sum  will  probably  be  more  than 
adequate  to  the  expenditures,  if  the  same  economy  be  preserved  as  last 
year,  unless. some  unexpected  repairs  are  required.  It  is  gratifying  to 
slate  that  we  have  not  called  upon  the  Register  for  one  thousand  dollars 
of  the  city's  appropriation  of  last  year,  and  there  remains  on  hand  of 
the  sums  drawn,  a  balance  of  $797  49,  and  while  the  prisoners  have 
been  as  liberally  supplied  (if  not  more  so)  as  at  any  former  period  with 
provisions,  &c,  yet  owing  to  the  judicious  economy  in  purchases,  toge- 
ther with  a  reduction  of  prisoners,  the  expenses  last  year  are  from 
$1500  to  $2,000  short  of  the  expenditures  for  several  preceding  years. 

We  regret  the  necessity  which  compels  us  to  notice  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Jury  of  Baltimore  county  made  to  the  Judges  of  Baltimore  Coun- 
ty Court  at  the  last  session.  That  report,  reflecting  severely  upon  the 
management  of  the  jail,  was  published  in  all  the  prints  of  this  city  and 
doubtless  read  by  the  municipal  authorities.  To  those  authorities  from 
whom  a  portion  of  us  derive  our  appointment,  and  to  whom  we  are  re- 
quired by  law  to  report,  we  humbly  submit  whether  the  committees 
annually  appointed  by  them  to  visit  and  inspect  the  condition  and  con- 
duction of  the  jail,  have  properly  discharged  their  duties  or  whether  the 
superior  discernment  of  this  grand  jury  enabled  them  to  see  what  the 
committees  dreamed  not  of,  or  whether  the  grand  jury  alone  posseses 
humane  feelings. 

We  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  analyze  the  report  in  question,  to  show 
the  injustice  done  us,  but  we  respectfully  ask  that  such  a  committee  may 
be  appointed  by  the  councils  as  will  set  the  matter  before  the  public  as 
it  deserves. 

We  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  increasing  necessity  for  a 
house  of  refuge  or  correction,  wTherein  juvenile  offenders  against  the  laws 
may  be  confined  until  reclaimed. 

The  number  of  boys  committed  to  prison  the  last  year  is  double  the 
number  of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  commitments  would  be  quadrup- 
led if  the  police  were  not  aware  that  no  disposition  can  be  made  of  such 
as  may  be  convicted,  who  are  under  15  years  of  age,  save  to  bind  them 
as  apprentices  to  individuals  residing  without  the  county.  The  laws  of 
our  State  very  justly  prohibit  the  confinement  of  boys  under  15  years  of 
age  in  the  penitentiary,  and  the  judges  of  our  courts  give  so  liberal  and 
humane  a  construction  to  the  law,  that  no  boy  is  sent  to  that  institution 
who  may  be  under  18  years  of  age.  Under  these  circumstances  the 
young  rogues  have  gone  on  pilfering  with  such  impunity  that  there  are 
several  bands  now  in  the  city,  one  of  which  is  called  the  "forty  thieves." 
The  police  refrain  from  arresting  the  comparitively  innocent,  and  it  is  not 
until  their  attention  has  been  several  times  called  to  the  roguery  of  a  boy, 
that,  finding  him  wholly  incorrigible  they  are  obliged  to  take  him  before 
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a  magistrate,  who  commits  him  to  jail,  where  the  associations  are  such, 
that  to  reclaim  him  is  a  matter  of  impossibility,  at  least  improbability. 
There  are  now  in  prison  seven  such  boys,  who  if  they  had  been  placed 
in  a  house  of  coirection  upon  committing  the  first  offence,  might  at  a 
proper  time  be  restored  to  society,  redeemed  entirely  from  villany,  and 
become  useful  and  honorable  citizens,  but  imagination  dare  scarcely 
portray  the  scenes  of  vice  through  which  they  are  destined  to  pass,  end- 
ing probably  in  the  penitentiary  or  on  the  gallows.  We  have  consider- 
ed it  proper  to  call  your  attention  to  the  subject,  and  respectfully  submit 
to  your  judicious  determination  whether  the  financial  condition  of  the 
city  will  admit  of  a  remedy  being  applied  at  the  present  time. 

The  death  of  the  late  warden,  Mr.  James  Disney,  in  March  last,  de- 
volved upon  us  the  appointment  of  another  to  fill  the  vacancy.  With 
much  unanimity  we  selected  Mr.  Thos.  O.  Sollers,  and  we  beg  leave  to 
say  that  under  his  direction  the  affairs  of  the  jail  have  been  managed  to 
our  entire  satisfaction,  as  well  with  regard  to  I  he  economy  introduced,  as 
to  the  cleanliness  in,  and  about  the  building,  and  the  strict  discipline 
which  has  been  carried  out  so  necessary  to  the  safe  keeping  of  the  pris- 
oners and  the  good  government  of  the  prison.  He  has  in  his  connection 
with  the  prisoners  tempered  decision  with  humanity,  and  whenever  com- 
plaints have  been  made  against  any,  he  has  given  the  accused  a  fair  in- 
vestigation before  administering  the  punishment  required  by  the  regula- 
tions. The  officers  associated  with  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  are 
excellent,  and  commend  themselves  to  our  good  will  by  their  cheerful 
obedience  to  orders. 

The  report  of  the  attending  physician,  Dr.  Downs,  shows  the  con- 
tinued good  health  of  the  location  of  the  jail,  only  two  deaths  having 
occured  during  the  year,  one  of  which  was  sudden,  by  a  disease  of  the 
heart,  without  any  premonition,  and  the  other  was  where  long  continued 
dissipation  had  so  destroyed  the  body  that  the  most  skillful  treatment  was 
of  no  avail.

REPORT 

OF    THE 

COUNSELLOR    FOR    THE    CITY, 


The  Counsellor  for  the  city  respectfully  reports,  that  the  numerous 
cases  of  attachment  against  non-resident  stockholders  in  the  banks  of 
the  city,  have  been  settled,  except  in  the  cases  in  which  the  stock  had 
been  transferred  before  the  issuing  of  the  attachments.  The  law  does 
not  seem  to  make  the  tax  for  the  city  a  lien  upon  the  stock  as  it  does 
that  for  the  state,  of  course  where  the  stock  has  been  transferred  the 
city  has  been  left  without  remedy.  The  suit  against  the  Neptune  In- 
surance Company  docketed  to  try  the  responsibility  of  the  vaiious  cor- 
porations other  than  banks  to  the  the  city  for  taxes  assessed  upon  their 
capital  stock  for  the  years  1839,  '40  '41,  was  decided  in  favour  of 
the  city,  and  all  the  corporations  have  settled  the  claims  against  them, 
on  the  principles  of  that  decision,  except  the  Fell's  Point  Savings  Insti- 
tution and  the  Equitable  Insurance  Company ;  suits  have  been  brought 
against  them  to  try  the  soundness  of  certain  distinctions  which  they  are 
advised  exist  in  their  favour  under  their  charters.  I  have  been  unable  to 
bring  those  cases  to  trial  yet.  The  Collector  ordered  a  suit  against 
Oelricks  &  Lurman  for  taxes;  the  claim  is  of  course  contested,  I  believe 
on  the  ground  that  the  property  had  been  disposed  of  before  the  tax  was 
laid.  And  here  let  me  say  that  the  legislation  on  the  subject  of  taxation 
as  it  effects  this  city,  is  involved  in  very  great  confusion  and  as  difficult 
a  system  to  execute  and  full  of  defects  as  any  set  of  laws  can  be  im- 
agined to  be.  The  City  Council  would  do  well  to  have  a  uniform,  con- 
sistent and  efficient  system  prepared  and  passed  by  the  Legislature. 
The  Register  is  now  thrown  into  adversary  position  to  the  State  Collec- 
tor from  the  utter  impossibility  of  his  or  my  ascertaining  what  his  duty 
is  under  the  law  of  1842,  except  by  a  judgment  of  a  court.  And  a  very 
interesting  question  is  now  pending  in  the  County  Court  against  G.  W. 

Dobbin,     and  Saunders  trustees,  to  ascertain  whether  a  tax  is  a 

lien  upon  personal  property,  and  if  not,  whether  a  voluntary  deed  of  trust 
defeats  the  right  of  distress  and  places  the  State  and  city  in  the  condi- 
tion of  common  creditors.  The  effect  of  the  statute  of  limitations  upon 
taxes  is  also  questionable.  A  decision  of  Baltimore  County  Court  as  to 
the  power  to  sell  real  property  for  taxes,  or  rather  upon  the  question  of 
16 
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the  tax  being  alien  upon  such  property  except  where  there  is  no  personal 
property,  calls  for  amended  legislation  on  that  subject  also.  In  the  par- 
ticular case  the  claim  was  sustained  but  on  the  express  ground  ihat  there 
was  no  personal  property  out  of  which  the  tax  could  have  been  made. 
These  defects  in  the  laws  ought  to  be  remedied  for  the  sake  of  the  tax 
payer,  as  the  Collector  must  be  rigorous  in  exacting  the  tax,  where  he 
risks  loosing  his  remedies  by  delay. 

The  case  against  Doct.  White,  in  regard  to  walling  in  the  falls  was 
decided  against  the  city,  on  the  ground  that  the  clause  in  the  charter 
under  which  the  city  proceeded,  is  unconstitutional.  The  question  has 
been  taken  up  to  the  Court  of  Appeals.  The  County  Court  has  decided 
that  the  School  Commissioners  had  the  power  to  bind  the  city  in  the 
matter  of  the  contract  with  Mr.  Gilmor,  and  have  decreed  that  the  city 
are  bound  to  take  the  lot  on  Gay  street.  This  construction  of  the  powers 
of  the  Commissioners  shows  that  the  city  has  been  very  much  in  their 
power,  and  might  have  been  deeply  involved  by  them.  The  case  of 
Lester  against  the  city,  has  not  been  tried.  I  put  in  the  plea  of  the  stat- 
ute of  limitations  in  that  case ;  the  plea  is  I  think  a  flat  bar  to  the  claim. 
It  remains  for  the  councils  to  determine  whether  it  shall  remain  or  be 
stricken  out  and  the  case  tried  upon  other  questions  in  the  case.  I  un- 
derstand an  application  to  this  effect  will  be  made.  Joseph  Robinson, 
has  warranted  the  city  to  recover  a  bill  of  printing  blank  licenses  and 
bench  warrants,  and  various  matters,  which  it  is  the  business  of  the  clerk 
of  the  City  Court  to  pay  for,  in  my  judgment.  The  magistrate  decided 
the  case  in  favour  of  the  city.  An  appeal  has  been  taken,  and  the 
case  is  now  pending  before  Baltimore  County  Court. 

The  case  of  Chases  heirs  against  the  city,  has  been  decided  finally 
in  favour  of  the  city.  The  cases  against  Henry  White,  Doct.  White 
and  W.  G.  Harrison,  are  still  before  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

In  the  City  Court. — No  decision  of  any  consequence  has  been  made. 
A  suit  against  John  D.  Early,  for  shipping  lard  without  inspection,  has 
been  determined  in  favour  of  the  city ;  the  question  was  whether  the 
exportation  forbidden  in  the  law,  was  an  exportation  to  a  foreign  port  or 
to  any  port  outside  the  harbour  of  Baltimore.  The  Court  determined 
that  it  meant  any  taking  of  lard  or  butter  away  from  Baltimore  by  water, 
unless  the  policy  of  the  city  is  different  in  reference  to  the  inspection  of 
butter  and  lard  from  that  of  beef,  fee,  this  was  not  the  design  of  the 
ordinance,  as  the  language  in  reference  to  the  exportation  of  beef,  &c. 
is  explicitly  confined  to  a  carrying  to  a  foreign  port.  I  have  brought 
suit  against  Hugh  Dowling,  for  burning  lime  of  oyster  shells  within  the 
city,  but  have  not  been  able  to  have  the  question  tried.  Within  a  day 
or  two  I  have  sued  Capt.  Philips  and  a  pilot  for  violating  the  quarantine 
laws,  in  bringing  a  vessel  to  the  wharves  of  the  city,  on  board  of  which 
there  had  been  small  pox  during  the  voyage.  I  know  of  no  important  de- 
cisions affecting  the  interests  of  the  city  or  touching  the  construction  of  its 
powers  or  ordinances,  except  such  as  I  have  stated.  It  has  become  very 
much  a  habit  to  form  clubs  for  the  purposes  of  playing  at  ten-pins  and 
to  appropriate  an  alley  to  a   particular  club  ;  the  owners  of  the  alleys 
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thus  appropriated,  deny  that  these  alleys  are  exhibited  for  public  amuse- 
raeHt,  but  say  that  they  are  for  the  private  amusement  of  select  gentle- 
men and  refuse  to  pay  the  license.  This  is  evidently  an  evasion  of  the 
license  system,  and  I  think  a  false  construction  of  the  law.  The  Register 
ordered  a  warrant  to  try  the  question  and  it  was  decided  by  the  magis- 
trate against  the  city.  As  the  Council  were  about  to  meet,  I  have 
thought  it  easier  to  amend  the  law  by  a  new  ordinance  than  to  amend 
the  decision  by  appeal  and  have  acquiesed  in  the  non-suit.  The  ordi- 
nance had  better  be  made  to  embrace  the  case  expressly  and  all  cases 
of  the  sort.

City  Commissioners'  Office, 

Baltimore,  1st  January,  1844. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  :■ 

Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  an  Ordinance  of  the  Corporation,  the  under- 
signed City  Commissioners,  present  this  their  annual  report  and  abstract 
(marked  A)  of  expenditures  in  relation  to  the  several  duties  assigned 
them,  and  are  gratified  in  being  able  to  state  that,  (with  a  few  excep- 
tions) the  appropriations  made  by  the  last  councils  have  been  suffi- 
cient to  carry  out  the  views  of  those  who  made  them,  and  that  through 
the  co-operation  of  the  Register,  nearly  all  the  work  done,  has  been 
paid  for  within  the  year,  leaving  but  small  balances  due  to  mechanics 
and  others,  for  work  done  and  materials  furnished  during  that  period. 

New  fire  plugs  have  been  put  up  at  the  following  places  selected  for 
that  purpose,  viz : 

One  at  the  corner  of  Vine  and  Pine  streets. 

One  at  the  corner  of  Monument  street  and  Lerew's  alley,  and  one 
at  the  corner  of  Cove  and  Columbia  streets. 

Many  of  the  streets  are  in  bad  condition  and  a  liberal  appropriation 
will  be  required  to  repair  them,  and  reset  curb  stones  ;  a  large  quantity 
of  which  require  immediate  attention. 

Several  of  the  bridges  now  require  a  thorough  repair,  for  which  pur- 
pose it  is  hoped  an  ample  appropriation  will  be  made. 

The  work  on  the  battle  monument,  directed  by  Resolution  No.  73, 
we  have  not  been  able  to  get  done,  in  consequence  of  the  insufficiency 
of  the  appropriation,  and  are  of  opinion  that  an  additional  appropria- 
tion of  $150  will  be  necessary  to  put  the  monument  in  the  condition 
generally  desired. 

Upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  wharf  on  the  south  side  of  the 
City  Dock,  in  company  with  one  of  the  most  competent  builders  in  the 
17 
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city,  we  were  satisfied  that  an  additional  appropriation  of  from  $2500 
to  $3000  will  be  wanted  to  repair  said  wharf  as  directed  by  Resolu- 
tion No.  75,  approved  the  4th  of  April,  1842,  but  as  the  present  ap- 
propriation will  be  sufficient  to  repair  it  on  a  plan  which  we  believe  to 
be  much  better,  we  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  repairs 
be  commenced  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  wharf,  and  continued 
eastwardly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  gut  in  the  wharf,  and  from  thence 
continued  to  Caroline  street,  making  the  wharf  at  that  point  about 
fifteen  feet  wider  than  it  is  at  present. 

The  inquiries  directed  by  Resolutions  No.  67,  77  and  84,  have  been 
partially  attended  to,  and  the  reports  and  plats  will  be  submitted  to  the 
councils,  as  early  in  the  session  as  practicable. 

Having  furnished  the  Register  with  a  tabular  statement  of  the  esti- 
mated amounts  that  will  be  required  in  1844,  by  the  annual  appropria- 
tion bill,  exclusive  of  the  balances  now  due ;  which  statement  will  be 
transmitted  by  him  to  you,  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  reiterate  the 
same  in  this  report.  We  would  however  state,  that  the  amounts  fur- 
nished him  are  as  correct  as  could  be  arrived  at,  in  view  of  the  casual- 
ties that  may  occur.

Port  Wardens'  Office, 
Baltimore,  1st  January,  1844. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen, 

The  Port  Wardens  in  presenting  their  annual  report,  and  abstract 
of  expenditures  (marked  B)  made  in  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned 
them,  in  deepening  and  improving  the  harbor,  have  the  pleasure  to 
state  that  the  operations  for  the  last  year  have  been  fully  commensu- 
rate to  the  amount  expended  for  that  purpose. 

All  the  machinery  has  been  kept  at  work  during  the  season  in  deep- 
ening the  harbor,  (except  one  mud  machine  which  was  hired  to  the 
corporation  of  Georgetown,  for  which  they  have  paid  $1036  04)  and 
especial  attention  has  been  given  to  procure  as  great  a  depth  in  the 
channel  as  practicable. 

The  difficulties  mentioned  in  our  last  report,  respecting  a  suitable 
and  convenient  place  for  depositing  the  sediment,  yet  to  be  raised,  still 
continues,  and  it  is  hoped  such  a  place  will  be  procured  as  early  as 
practicable. 

The  machinery  has  been  laid  up  for  the  winter,  and  we  deem  it  but 
an  act  of  justice  to  Mr.  James  Mullan,  the  present  superintendant,  to 
state  that  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  conducted  the  work, 
and  the  present  appearance  of  the  entire  machinery,  is  highly  credita- 
ble to  him.

Gentlemen  : 

The  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Baltimore  city  and  county  in  obedience 
to  the  act  of  Assembly,  passed  at  December  session  1818,  chap.  122, 
present  their  annual  report. 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  amount  of  money  received 
from  the  city  during  the  year  ending  the  31st  of  December  1843,  to 
have  been  $15,500  00,  and  the  amount  expended  in  the  same  period 
(including  a  balance  of  $2,241  83,  belonging  to  the  expenses  of  1842) 
to  have  been  $19,715  82,  as  follows  :

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  balance  due  on  the  last  year's  appro- 
priation of  $2,500  00;  in  addition  to  which,  the  trustees  are  of  opin- 
ion that  the  sum  of  $15,500  00  will  be  sufficient  for  the  support  of  the 
city  poor  for  the  next  current  year ;  and  they  therefore  ask  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  an  appropriation  of  that  amount. 

All  claims  against  the  institution  for  the  expenses  of  1843  have  been 
paid,  except  it  be  some  very  trifling  amounts,  so  small  that  they  can- 
not be  remembered. 

It  is  proper  to  state  that  in  January  last,  a  contract  was  made  with 
Mr.  Jesse  SlinglufTfor  the  delivery  of  200  cords  of  oak  wood,  payable 
in  1844 ;  no  part  of  it  being  needed  or  used  by  the  institution  during 
1843. 

By  reference  to  another  part  of  this  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
number  of  persons  admitted  into  the  house  in  1843,  has  been  larger 
than  for  the  last  ten  years.  Notwithstanding  this  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  the  inmates  of  the  institution,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been 
a  reduction  in  the  current  expenses  of  the  year;  which,  to  a  great  ex- 
tent, must  be  attributed  to  the  rigid  economy  and  admirable  manage- 
ment of  the  overseer  and  farmer,  and  the  operations  of  the  mill  and 
water  works. 
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Since  our  last  annual  report,  the  water  works,  then  in  progress  of 
erection,  have  been  completed,  and  the  entire  establishment,  including 
the  stables  and  barn  yard,  are  now  abundantly  supplied  with  pure 
spring  water  of  the  very  best  quality.  The  labor  expended  upon  this 
improvement  has  been  performed  by  the  inmates  of  the  institution,  ex- 
cepting that  of  one  hand  to  superintend  the  laying  of  the  iron  pipes, 
and  of  a  plumber  to  fix  up  the  leaden  pipe,  &c.  The  water  is  con- 
ducted from  two  springs,  through  leaden  pipes,  a  distance  of  fourteen 
hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  to  a  reservoir  in  the  mill,  from  thence  it 
is  forced  by  a  pump  driven  by  the  mill  power,  through  cast-iron  pipes, 
to  another  reservoir  in  the  garret  of  the  centre  building,  which  is  at  an 
elevation  of  one  hundred  and  eighteen  feet  above  the  reservoir  in  the 
mill ; — from  the  garret  it  is  conducted  through  cast  iron  pipes  to  every 
building  of  the  establishment,  embracing  a  length  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  twelve  and  a  half  feet,  and  then  conveyed  through  leaden  pipes 
to  every  room  in  the  institution,  and  to  all  the  newly  erected  water 
closets ;  making  the  whole  length  of  leaden  pipe  laid,  two  thousand 
and  thiriy-nine  feet. 

There  are  two  hydrants  in  the  back  yard,  and  three  at  the  stables 
and  barn  yard;  besides  which,  there  are  four  fire  plugs  at  different 
points  around  the  principal  buildings  and  two  near  the  mill  and  barn. 
The  works  are  so  arranged,  that  by  turning  a  stop  cock  at  the  mouth 
of  the  main  pipe  leading  into  the  reservoir  in  the  garret,  and  attach- 
ing hose  with  a  nozzle  to  any  one  of  the  fire  plugs,  and  starting  the 
mill,  we  have  at  once  in  operation  a  powerful  fire  engine,  with  a  con- 
stant supply  of  water. 

The  sanguine  anticipations  of  the  board,  as  expressed  in  their  last 
annual  report,  of  the  beneficial  results  to  be  derived  from  the  erection 
of  the  mill,  the  water  works,  and  the  water  closets,  have  been  more 
than  realised  by  experience.  The  mill  has  proved  to  be  capable  of 
doing  much  more  work  than  is  necosary  for  the  demands  of  the  in- 
stitution, besides  driving  the  pump,  which  will  force  up  four  thousand 
gallons  per  hour.  Since  the  water  has  been  carried  to  the  water  closets, 
the  atmosphere  of  the  hospitals  have  been  rendered  as  pure  as  it  is 
possible  to  make  it  in  a  hospital  in  any  establishment ;  as  all  offensive 
matter  of  every  description,  that  unavoidably  accumulates  in  hospitals, 
is  at  once  emptied  into  the  water  closets,  and  a  jet  of  water  turned 
upon  it,  which  instantly  carries  it  off  beyond  the  outer  walls  into  a  re- 
ceptable  prepared  to  receive  it;  from  whence  it  is  regularly  removed 
to  the  fields. 

There  has  also  been  built  during  the  present  year,  anew  coal  house, 
capable  of  holding  three  hundred  tons  of  coal  ;  two  new  stone  lodges 
for  the  gate-keepers,  at  the  eastern  and  western  gateways,  and  a  Mac- 
Adamized  pavement  made  through  the  enclosure  from  the  eastern  to 
the  western  gate,  with  brick  pavement  side  walks. 

The  bakery  has  been  rebuilt  upon  an  improved  plan,  besides  sundry 
repairs  and  improvements  of  the  old  buildings. 

It  is  found  impossible  in  wet  spells  of  weather  to  dry  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  for  the  inmates  of  the  institution.  To 
remedy  this  inconvenience  the  overseer  has  commenced  the  building 
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of  an  addition  to  the  wash-house  ;  the  lower  story  of  which,  to  be  used 
as  a  work  shop,  and  the  upper  story  as  a  place  for  drying  clothespin 
wet  weather  by  heat ;  which  improvement  will  be  erected  at  a  trifling 
expense,  and  will  doubtless  overcome  this  inconvenience. 

Great  as  are  the  improvements  that  have  been  made  within  the  last 
two  years,  there  are  others  of  much  importance  yet  necessary,  to  con- 
stitute the  institution  what  the  law  and  humanity  contemplate ;  the 
most  important  of  which  is  a  hospital  for  the  insane,  separated  entirely 
from  the  other  buildings,  so  that  the  inmates  may  be  removed  from  all 
the  noise  and  bustle  of  the  establishment,  which  is  calculated  to  pro- 
duce nervous  excitement,  and  increase  the  disease  of  that  class  of  pau- 
pers, which  of  all  othe'rs  engages  the  deepest  sympathies  of  our  nature. 
As  a  preparatory  step  to  the  erection  of  such  a  building,  there  has 
been  raised  during  the  summer  and  fall,  by  pauper  labor,  from  the 
quarry  on  the  farm,  a  large  quantity  of  fine  building  stone,  and  the 
hands  will  be  constantly  employed  at  similar  labor  through  the  winter, 
so  that  a  building  so  desirable  may  be  commenced  as  early  in  the 
spring  as  the  weather  will  permit. 

It  is  found  to  be  impossible  to  carry  into  effect  the  law  in  relation  to 
vagrants,  for  the  want  of  a  suitable  building  for  that  purpose.  There 
is  a  vast  difference  between  the  character  of  vagrants,  and  that  of  the 
virtuous  poor  ;  and  not  only  the  law,  but  humanity  and  sound  policy 
require,  that  there  treatment  should  differ  as  widely  as  their  characters. 
We  want  a  "  Work  House  "  with  a  wall  around  it  to  prevent  escapes, 
into  which  vagrants  could  be  put  and  kept  at  wTork  till  they  serve  out 
the  term  of  their  commitment. 

For  the  want  of  such  a  house,  the  vagrants  under  commitment  are 
mingled  indiscriminately  among  the  poor,"  unavoidably  receive  the 
same  treatment,  and  elope  at  their  pleasure — thus  putting  the  law  at 
defiance. 

To  such  an  extent  is  the  practice  of  eloping  carried,  (and  it  is  im- 
possible now  to  prevent  it)  that  it  is  by  no  means  a  novel  case  for  vag- 
rants to  be  recommitted  a  third  and  fourth  time  before  the  expiration  of 
their  first  sentence,  and  they  invariably  return  in  an  extremely  debauch- 
ed condition — have  to  spend  from  one  to  two  weeks  in  the  hospital 
under  medical  treatment ;  and  when  reported  for  duty,  have  to  receive 
at  least  a  new  pair  of  shoes,  and  in  a  great  majority  of  cases,  other 
new  clothing  before  they  can  be  set  to  wTork. 

It  is  believed  that  the  hack  hire  (one  dollar  each)  and  the  new  cloth- 
ing they  elope  with  (for  when  they  runaway,  they  always  sell  all  the 
clothing  they  can  dispense  wTith)  would  pay  the  interest  on  a  sum  suf- 
ficient to  erect  a  suitable  building  for  their  reception  ;  besides,  the 
chances  for  their  reformation  would  be  increased  four-fold,  by  confin- 
ing them  at  wholesome  labor  for  two  or  three  months ;  and  this  is  not 
a  minor  consideration  in  favor  of  such  a  building  ;  for  even  now,  with 
the  impossibility  of  preventing  working  hands  from  eloping,  we  could 
point  with  pleasure  to  cases  of  the  most  abandoned  inebrates,  being 
perfectly  reformed  in  the  Alms  House  ;  and  who  are  now  respectable 
and  useful  members  of  society. 
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Agreeing  most  heartily  with  the  recommendation  of  the  late  Grand 
Jury  of  Baltimore  county,  in  relation  to  the  establishing  at  the  Alms 
House  of  a  Library  of  useful  and  entertaining  books  for  the  benefit  of 
a  class  of  individuals  in  the  house,  who  having  once  been  in  circum- 
stances in  which  they  enjoyed  all  the  comforts  and  even  luxuries  of 
the  world,  feel  the  vast  difference  which  the  mutations  of  life  have 
brought  upon  them  ;  and  who  now  need  all  the  comforts  and  enjoyments 
possible  under  their  changed  condition.  The  trustees  have  called  the 
attention  of  the  community  to  the  matter  by  a  publication  in  all  the 
newspapers  of  the  city  ;  and  now  again  mention  the  subject,  trusting 
that  in  addition  to  what  has  already  been  received,  much  more  may  be 
added,  until  the  plan  be  fully  consumated. 

The  details  of  the  operations  of  the  year  1843,  will  be  found  in  the 
following  tables,  statements,  &c,  prepared  by  the  overseer,  farmer, 
physicians  and  agent,  accompanying  them  with  a  remark  in  relation 
to  one  matter.  The  farm  would  appear,  according  to  the  account  of 
monies  expended,  as  bringing  the  institution  in  debt,  whereas,  it  is 
in  fact  a  great  source  of  revenue.  By  reference  to  table  marked  K,  it 
will  be  seen,  that  the  products  of  the  farm  was  $8,093  51,  a  very 
small  portion  of  which  was  sold,  the  great  balance  being  consumed  in, 
without  being  charged  to  the  establishment. 
The  table  marked  A,  will    show  the    number  of  persons  admitted, 

born,  &c.

The  table  marked  L,  will  show  the  extra  work  done  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  farmer. 
The  table  marked  M,  will  show  the  medical  and  surgical  cases  treated 

jn  the  house. 
The  table  marked  N,  will  show  the  number  in  the  house,  and  expen- 
ses of  the  same  for  the  last  10  years.

Sir, 

The  President  and  Directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna 
Rail  Road  Company,  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  company  during  the  year  ending  the  30th  of  Sep- 
tember, 1843. 

The  tabular  statements  hereto  annexed  exhibit,  No.  1,  the  total  ag- 
gregate receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  company ;  No.  2,  those  for  the 
last  year,  and  No.  3,  the  amounts  received  and  expended  within  the 
same  period,  which  properly  belong  to  the  transportation  department. 
From  a  comparison  of  the  latter  with  the  last  annual  report  of  the  com- 
pany, it  will  be  seen,  that  whilst  during  the  last  year,  the  number  of 
passengers  has  been  nearly  the  same,  there  has  been  an  increase  of 
21 
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10,712,382  lbs.  in  the  quantity  of  tonnage  transported  over  the  road 
between  Baltimore  and  York.  In  the  total  gross  revenue  of  the  com- 
pany from  transportation,  including  that  derived  from  receipts  on  the 
Wrightsville  Rail  Road,  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  $6,319  54  in  the 
revenue  from  passengers,  and  of  $11,989  17  in  that  from  produce  and 
merchandize,  making  together  an  aggregate  decrease  of  $18,308  71. 
Notwithstanding  the  increased  quantity  of  tonnage,  the  actual  expen- 
ses of  transportation  are  rather  less  than  were  those  of  the  previous 
year,  as  will  be  seen  by  taking  the  total  amount  of  these  expenses  in 
table  No.  3,  and  deducting  therefrom  the  excess  of  tolls  paid  this  year 
to  the  Columbia  Bridge  Company,  and  the  increased  value  of  mate- 
rials on  hand  above  the  similar  item  in  the  last  report.  The  dimi- 
nution in  the  net  revenue  from  transportation  for  the  past  year  is 
$17,368  20. 

The  tonnage  passing  over  the  road  to  and  from  Pittsburg,  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Canals  has  been  :

The  reduction  in  the  receipts  from  tonnage,  although  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  quantity  transported  of  upwards  of  5,000  tons,  is 
owing  to  the  low  rates  at  wThich  this  has  been  carried.  Soon  after  the 
opening  of  the  Spring  business,  the  efforts  which  were  made  to  divert 
trade  from  the  road,  by  the  reduced  freights  at  which  offers  were  made 
to  transport  produce  from  Columbia,  through  the  Susquehanna  and 
Tide  Water  Canals  to  Havre-de-Grace,  and  thence  by  the  Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Rail  Road  to  Baltimore  or  Philadel- 
phia, compelled  this  company  to  make  a  considerable  reduction  in  their 
charges,  to  avoid  the  loss  of  a  large  portion  of  the  business  which  had 
usually  passed  over  the  road.  The  board  were  aware  that  the  rates 
which  they  adopted,  in  May  last,  were  below  those  which  a  few  years 
since  were  deemed  barely  adequate  to  defray  the  actual  expenses  of 
rail  road  transportation,  but  they  knew  also  that  on  this  point  very  dif- 
ferent opinions  were  extensively  entertained,  and  that  on  various  rail 
roads  it  had  been  ascertained  that  transportation  at  reduced  rates  had 
given  an  increased  revenue,  net  as  well  as  gross,  from  the  great  addi- 
tional trade  which  had  been  thereby  attracted,  and  in  some  instances, 
created.  W7hilst  reducing  their  charges,  the  board  anticipated  an  in- 
crease in  the  quantity  of  tonnage  ;  but  at  the  same  time,  in  consequence 
of  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  rival  routes  between  Columbia  and  the 
cities  of  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia,  they  could  not  feel  assured  that 
such  increase  would  be  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  prevent  the  revenue 
of  the  company,  at  least  for  a  time,  from  being  unfavorably  affected  by 
such  reduction.     The  board  have  accordingly  seen  with  regret,  that  at 
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the  close  of  the  year,  the  result  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  net  revenue, 
as  before  stated,  of  $17,368  20. 

It  is  to  be  remarked  that  the  Pittsburg  trade  over  this  route  was  not 
so  great  as  it  would  otherwise  have  been,  in  consequence  of  the  unu- 
sual length  of  time  during  which  the  Pennsylvania  Canals  were  closed 
last  winter  by  the  ice.  In  the  year  1841,  they  were  not  closed  until 
the  20th  of  December,  and  were  opened  on  the  7th  of  March  follow- 
ing, whilst  in  the  ensuing  fall,  they  were  closed  on  the  25th  of  Novem- 
ber 1842,  and  were  not  opened  until  the  7th  of  April  last.  There  is 
good  reason  for  believing  that  a  considerable  amount  of  produce  and 
merchandize  was  in  consequence  diverted  from  this  to  other  routes. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  several  items  of  expenditure  have  again 
been  necessarily  incurred,  which  do  not  appear  in  the  transportation 
accounts,  not  being  properly  there  chargeable,  though  their  amount 
will  be  seen  by  a  comparison  of  the  general  statement  No.  1,  of  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures,  with  the  similar  table  annexed  to  the  last  an- 
nual report.  The  principal  of  these  items,  some  of  which  were  men- 
tioned in  that  report  as  remaining  to  be  provided  for  were  : 

For  the  completion  of  the  viaduct  near  the  city  of  Baltimore,  on 
which  $1500  had  previously  been  paid.  The  balance  due  for  the  con- 
struction of  this  work,  which  was  paid  in  the  past  year  was  $4,170  41. 

For  the  completion  of  the  warehouse  at  York,  on  which,  at  the  last 
report  $400  had  been  paid,  the  balance  due  has  been  this  year  paid 
in  full,  amounting  to  $2,885  68. 

The  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  Assembly  of  1837,  chap.  302,  re- 
quires the  company  to  have  and  keep  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  for 
the  prompt  transportation  of  all  produce  and  merchandize  that  may  be 
offered  at  the  several  depots.  The  number  heretofore  provided  having 
proved  inadequate,  complaints  were  made  of  a  want  of  the  required  fa- 
cilities for  transportation  ;  and  the  board,  looking  to  the  peremptory 
character  of  the  legislative  enactment,  believed  it  to  be  incumbent  on 
them  to  take  measures  to  prevent  a  continuance  of  this  inconvenience. 
They  therefore  ordered  twenty  new  cars  to  be  constructed,  of  which 
seventeen  have  been  completed  and  placed  on  the  road,  and  the  mate- 
rials for  the  rest  have  been  purchased.  They  are  constructed  on  a  plan 
invented  and  patented  by  Mr.  J.  Millholland,  the  machinist  of  the  com- 
pany, which  has  thus  far  fully  answered  the  expectations  that  were  en- 
tertained of  its  advantages.  Each  of  these  cars  has  six  wheels,  weighs 
in  all  about  8,500  lbs.,  and  will  carry  12,000  to  14.000  lbs.  of  most 
descriptions  of  produce,  the  full  load  of  an  ordinary  eight  wheeled  car. 
Their  cost,  averaging  less  than  $450  each,  is  considerably  below  that 
of  cars  of  equal  quality  with  eight  wheels.  The  actual  expenditure 
incurred  under  this  head  of  construction,  prior  to  the  1st  October  last, 
was  $5,805  27. 

To  carry  passengers  across  the  Columbia  bridge,  a  car  has  also  been 
constructed  on  the  same  plan,  the  cost  of  which,  was  §896  85. 

An  unsettled  case  of  a  claim  for  damages  growing  out  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  road  through  property  adjoining  the  depot  at  Bolton, 
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within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  has  been  finally  adjudicated,  and  the  dam- 
ages awarded  have  been  paid,  amounting  to  $2,158. 

In  the  month  of  October  last,  another  suit  by  one  of  the  contractors 
for  the  construction  of  several  sections  of  the  road  in  Pennsylvania, 
which  had  been  long  pending  in  York,  was  finally  settled.  This  is  of 
course  not  chargeable  to  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  September  ;  but 
it  may  be  properly  mentioned  here,  because  the  amount  paid  was  ne- 
cessarily taken  from  the  available  balance  on  hand  at  the  close  of  that 
year.     The  amount  thus  paid  was  $2,800. 

During  the  year,  a  purchase  was  made  from  the  patentees,  of  the 
right  to  use  what  appears  to  be  the  most  effectual  invention  which  has 
yet  been  made,  for  preventing  fires  from  the  escape  of  sparks  from  the 
locomotives.  Wood  is  yet,  and  for  a  long  time,  is  likely  to  be  the 
cheapest  fuel  on  this  route,  but  its  use  is  not  unattended  with  danger 
in  engines  of  ordinary  construction.  Several  instances  bad  occurred, 
of  woods  and  fences  on  the  route,  as  well  as  of  cars  in  the  trains,  be- 
ing set  on  fire  ;  and  though  no  damage  of  any  amount  had  been  occa- 
sioned, there  was  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  company  might  not 
continue  to  be  so  fortunate,  as  the  road  passes  near  to  a  number  of 
buildings.  As  the  engines  run  through  the  streets  of  York,  the  com- 
pany were  repeatedly  urged  by  the  authorities  of  that  Borough,  to  take 
every  precaution  which  could  be  suggested,  to  guard  against  all  risk  ; 
and  with  this  request  it  was  felt  to  be  but  reasonable  to  comply,  by  ob- 
taining the  right  to  use  a  machine,  which  on  a  full  trial,  was  found  to 
answer  the  purpose.  It  has  now  been  used  for  two  years  and  a  half, 
and  since  its  adoption  no  instance  has  occurred  of  fire  being  commu- 
nicated by  sparks  from  the  locomotives  of  the  company.  The  cost  of 
this  purchase  was  $2,000. 

The  difference  between   the  amount  of  bills  payable  outstanding  on 
the  1st  October,  1842,  and  on  the  1st  October,   1843,  shewing  the 
amount  paid  by  the  company  within  the  year,  is  $6,282   19.

Of  this  amount  but  $2,408  36  were  issued  for  the  proper  account  of 
this  company,  and  $6,298  47  for  account  of  the  debts  due  by  the 
Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg  Rail  Road  Company.  The  latter 
are  payable  chiefly,  in  September  1844,  and  September  1845,  and  will 
be  defrayed  out  of  the  net  revenue  accruing  to  the  latter  company 
from  its  tolls.  The  reasons  for  issuing  these  notes,  and  the  relations 
existing  between  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  and  the  Wrightsville, 
York  and  Gettysburg  Companies,  having  been  fully  explained  in  for- 
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raer  reports,  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  again  to  speak  of  them  in  de- 
tail. 

The  total  amounts  of  the  various  items  enumerated  above,  as  paid 
within  the  year,  ending  on  the  30th  September  1843,  or  immediately 
after  the  close  of  the  year,  and  not  connected  with  the  operations  of 
the  transportation  department,  besides  several  other  smaller  payments 
of  the  same  character,  which  have  not  been  specially  mentioned,  is 
$26,994  20. 

It  was  stated  in  the  last  annual  report,  that  a  payment  had  been 
made  into  the  State  treasury  of  $10,000  ;  but  as  this  was  not  made  un- 
til after  the  30th  September  1842,  the  date  at  which  the  account  sub- 
mitted with  the  report  were  closed,  the  payment  did  not  of  course  ap- 
pear in  those  accounts.  It  will  be  found  now  charged  among  the  dis- 
bursements of  the  past  year,  the  funds  out  of  which  it  was  paid,  being 
the  balance  on  hand  on  the  1st  October  1842.  Although  the  net 
transportation  revenue  for  this  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  ta- 
ble No.  3,  accompanying  this  report,  has  amounted  to  the  sum  of 
$33,158  58,  the  board  have  much  to  their  regret  found  themselves  un- 
able, as  yet,  to  make  any  further  payment  to  the  State,  on  account  of 
the  interest  due  by  the  company,  without  incurring  the  risk  of  a  total 
suspension  of  the  operations  of  the  road,  in  the  event  of  its  receipts 
during  the  present  winter  months,  proving  inadequate  to  defray  its  ne- 
cessary expenses.  This  inability  arises  from  the  decrease  which  has 
been  shewn  to  have  taken  place  in  the  last  year's  net  revenue  compar- 
ed with  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Had  the  company  transported  no 
greater  quantity  of  produce  and  merchandise  than  was  carried  in  the 
previous  year,  and  received  for  the  same  the  former  rates  of  compensa- 
tion, they  could  have  paid  to  the  State  $20,000,  besides  defraying  the 
several  expenses  mentioned  above,  which  properly  come  under  the  head 
of  construction.  It  was  reasonable  to  suppose,  that  instead  of  the 
amount  of  trade  remaining  the  same,  it  would  become  greater,  though 
the  progressive  increase  might  be  but  gradual ;  and  it  is  presumed  that 
it  was  on  this  basis  that  the  treasurer  of  the  Western  Shore  estimated 
that  the  State  would  have  received  from  the  company  last  year  twenty 
thousand  dollars.  It  has  been  shewn  why  this  estimate  has  not  been 
realised,  but  the  board  would  respectfully  repeat  the  expression  of  their 
conviction,  which  is  strengthened  by  the  experience  of  the  past  sea- 
son, that  the  reduction  which  they  made  in  their  rates  of  charge  was  a 
judicious  and  necessary  measure  ;  and  that  had  it  not  been  adopted, 
the  receipts  of  the  company  would  have  fallen  very  much  below  their 
actual  amount. 

It  was  stated  in  the  last  report,  that  the  Westminster  branch  of  the 
road,  about  ten  miles  in  length,  and  terminating  at  Owings'  mills,  was 
in  such  a  condition,  that  it  could  only  be  used  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers,  in  light  cars,  drawn  by  horses ;  the  track  being  too  much 
decayed  to  bear  the  weight  of  a  locomotive,  or  of  laden  burthen  cars. 
During  the  summer,  it  has  been  kept  sufficiently  in  order  to  permit  the 
passenger  cars  to  continue  to  run,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  can  be 
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made  available,  even  for  this  purpose,  for  another  season,  without  ex- 
tensive and  thorough  repairs.  The  opinion  has  heretofore  been  ex- 
pressed by  the  board,  that  this  work  ought  not  to  be  undertaken,  un- 
less there  were  at  the  same  time,  a  prospect  of  extending  the  road  to 
Westminster.  It  has  however  been  urged,  that  the  owners  of  proper- 
ty, through  whose  lands  the  road  has  been  constructed,  may  reasona- 
bly ask  that  the  facilities  which  were  originally  expected  to  be  derived 
from  its  use,  should  be  extended  to  them;  and  the  subject  has  thus 
been  again  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the  board.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  the  cost  of  relaying  the  track  entirely,  with  the  present  light 
plate  rail,  on  a  new  wooden  structure,  composed  according  to  the  old 
plan  of  cross-ties  or  sleepers,  and  string  pieces  of  sufficient  length  to 
bear  the  transportation  of  produce  and  merchandise,  will  cost  about 
$8,500.  If  the  plan  recommended  by  Mr.  Herron  be  adopted,  which 
though  more  expensive  in  the  first  instance,  will  make  a  better  track, 
and  will  cost  less  for  repairs,  the  cost  would  probably  be  about  $  14,000. 
The  latter  mode  however,  could  not,  it  is  believed,  be  used  with  advan- 
tage, unless  the  timber  were  subjected  to  some  one  of  the  various  pro- 
cesses which  are  recommended,  to  preserve  wood  irom  decay,  and 
wThich  would  probably  cost  for  the  whole  distance,  about  $5,000. 
Whatever  plan  of  construction  might  be  adopted,  it  would  be  very  de- 
sirable that  measures  should  be  taken  to  render  the  timber  more  dura- 
ble than  it  is  when  merely  seasoned  in  the  ordinary  mode  ;  but  on  the 
old  plan  of  laying  the  track,  this  is  not  so  essential,  because  on  such 
a  road  each  piece  of  wood  can,  without  difficulty,  be  separately  remov- 
ed, when  it  may  be  become  defective. 

There  are  also  on  the  Westminster  branch  two  bridges,  which  would 
require  renewal,  at  the  cost  of  not  less  than  $1,000. 

The  least  cost  as  above  stated,  of  renewing  this  branch  road,  would 
be  about  $9,500,  and  if  the  work  be  done  in  the  more  eligible  mode, 
it  might  amount  to  $20,000.  If  renewed,  the  trade  over  it  would  pro- 
bably not  yield  sufficient  revenue  to  keep  the  track  in  repair,  and  pay 
an  interest  on  the  cost  of  construction.  The  board  have  had  the  sub- 
ject under  consideration  for  some  time  past,  but  have  not  yet  decided 
on  the  course  that  it  may  be  proper  for  the  company  to  pursue.  They 
would  feel  great  reluctance  in  undertaking  this  work  of  reconstruction, 
nor  will  they  do  so,  unless  they  shall  be  satisfied  that  this  is  required 
of  them  by  the  obligations  of  the  charter,  by  the  interests  of  the  com- 
pany, or  by  the  wishes  of  those  whom  they  have  been  selected  to  re- 
present.

To  the  Honorable 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen  : 

In  obedience  to  the  forty-third  section  of  an  ordinance,  approved 
May  22d,  1838,  we  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  a  statement 
of  our  accounts  and  reports  on  all  subjects  committed  to  our  charge. 

The  public  springs  and  fountains  have  been  carefully  attended  to, 
some  repairs  were  found  necessary  and  have  been  made ;  the  whole 
are  in  good  order,  and  all  possible  means  adopted  to  preserve  the  pu- 
rity of  the  water. 

The  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  wharves  and  sewers,  have  been  kept  in 
as  clean  a  condition  as  practicable  without  exceeding  the  appropria- 
tion ;  the  most  rigid  economy  has  been  used  with  regard  to  this  item 
of  public  expense,  as  will  appear  by  reference  to  the  accompanying  re- 
port of  expenditures.  The  councils  at  their  last  session,  authorised 
this  board,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  to  have  the  manure, 
&c.  removed  from  the  streets  after  it  was  scraped  up,  by  contiact,  pro- 
vided the  expense  did  not  exceed  the  amount  paid  for  the  same  in  pre- 
ceeding  years; — proposals  were  accordingly  called  for  through  all  the 
newspapers  in  the  city,  and  several  propositions  were  in  consequence 
received  by  the  board,  but  only  one  of  the  number  was  at  all  satisfac- 
tory, and  this  one  offered  for  one  district  only.  The  board,  after  the 
most  favorable  consideration  of  the  matter,  were  of  the  opinion,  that 
the  object  the  councils  had  in  view  would  not  be  met  by  the  proposed 
change,  nor  the  public  so  well  served  by  contractors  as  by  men  under 
the  immediate  control  and  direction  of  the  board,  nor  (as  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  year  will  show)  at  so  cheap  a  rate.  The  Mayor  concur- 
ing  in  opinion  with  the  board,  it  was  deemed  inexpedient  to  change 
the  system,  and  as  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  had  expired  before  the 
period  for  receiving  proposals  terminated,  it  was  thought  to  be  safest 
to  leave  the  subject  for  the  future  action  of  the  councils. 

The  sales  of  manure  continue  fair  as  usual,  although  the  amount  of 
receipts  will  not  reach  that  of  the  preceding  year.     This  deficiency  is 
23 
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accounted  for  by  the  unusual  amount  of  rain  during  the  year,  render- 
ing a  large  portion  of  the  manure  valueless.  A  considerable  amount 
has  been  sold  for  which  payment  has  not  yet  been  made  in  consequence 
of  its  very  recent  sale,  say  about  $300. 

The  board  regret  that  they  have  not  been  able  to  make  the  appro- 
priation for  removing  nuisances  from  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  wharves  and 
sewers,  reach  to  the  end  of  the  year.  The  board  asked  for  an  increase 
of  this  appropriation  last  year,  but  the  councils  refused  by  reducing  the 
appropriation  below  the  former  year  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  passage  of  an  ordinance  permitting  the  destruction  of  dogs  run- 
ning at  large,  has  increased  the  demands  upon  this  appropriation  con- 
siderably, every  possible  means  has  been  used  to  prevent  imposition 
by  those  employed  and  keep  within  the  appropriation,  but  dead  animals 
must  not  be  left  upon  the  streets,  and  in  consequence  claims  amounting 
to  about  one  hundred  dollars  remain  unsatisfied.  It  may  not  be  irre- 
levant here  to  state,  that  more  than  1200  dogs  have  been  removed  and 
buried  from  the  streets,  &c,  since  the  first  day  of  May  last. 

The  general  health  of  the  city  has  been  very  good  during  the  past 
year,  respecting  wThich,  we  beg  leave  to  refer  your  honorable  body  to 
the  accompanying  report  of  the  Consulting  Physician,  and  also  to  the 
Secretary's  annual  report  of  interments.

OF    THE 


CONSULTING    PHYSICIAN 


To  the  Honorable 

the  Mayor  and  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Gentlemen  : 

The  records  of  the  past  year,  signalized  by  revived  credit,  general 
health  and  overflowing  granaries,  whilst  they  suggest  ample  motives 
of  gratitude  towards  the  Dispenser  of  all  Good,  are  measurably  un- 
prolific  of  fresh  materials  for  an  annual  medical  report. 

The  healthy  condition  of  your  community,  without  which  the  long 
and  varied  catalogue  of  human  blessings  offers  no  enjoyment,  and  may 
be  said  to  have  no  existence,  claims  a  paramount  share  of  your  con- 
sideration. 

In  evidence  of  the  progressive  salubrity  of  Baltimore,  our  obituary 
for  the  past  year  exhibits  a  total  of  only  2,520  interments,  being  135 
less  than  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  within  a  fraction  of  200  less 
than  that  of  1837,  although  our  nett  numerical  increase  from  that  period 
must  amount  to  about  12,000.  Our  Small  Pox  Hospital  has  been 
without  a  tenant  during  more  than  12  months,  and  with  the  exception 
of  a  solitary  case  of  modified  small  pox,  reported  as  consequent  to  the 
arrival  of  the  Barque  Leda,  on  board  of  wrhich  a  few  cases  had  oc- 
curred during  her  homeward  passage  from  Rio,  our  city  has  been  en- 
tirely exempt  from  this  loathsome  and  deadly  scourge.  For  this  pro- 
tection from  variola,  we  owe  much  to  the  exertions  of  the  vaccinating 
physicians  appointed  by  the  health  department.  The  registers  of  these 
gentlemen  exhibit  a  list  of  2,254  gratuitous  vaccinations  for  the  year 
1843.  These  you  are  aware  constitute  but  a  portion  of  the  annual 
sum  of  vaccinations  :  citizens  whose  means  are  less  limited  generally 
avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  private  or  family  physicians. 

Sensible,  as  I  am,  of  the  zeal  and  activity  of  the  present  health 
commissioners,  I  cannot  be  ignorant  that  our  health  department  has 
been  and  is  defective  in  its  organization,  and  should  be  remodeled  :  our 
obituary  nomenclature,  also,  is  imperfect,  and  owes  its  inaccuracy 
chiefly  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  correct  statements  of  the  cases  of 
fatal  diseases.  These  I  need  hardly  remind  you,  are  subjects  to  be 
referred  to  competent  medical  advisers.

The  dangerous  proximity  of  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  to  a  populous 
and  spreading  section  of  our  city,  and  its  blighting  influence  on  the 
value  and  improvement  of  the  contiguous  property  call  strongly  for  its 
removal.  The  substitution  of  the  Lazaretto  for  this  purpose,  is  as 
strongly  contra-indicated,  if  there  existed  no  other  objection  than  in- 
salubrity of  position. 

Until  medico-legal  information  shall  be  deemed  an  essential  qualifi- 
cation for  the  responsible  office  of  coroner,  juries  of  inquests  which 
have  been  instituted  for  the  protection  of  life  against  occult  assassina- 
tion, will  necessarily  be  inadequate  to  the  attainment  of  their  object  ; 
will  be  often  convened  without  necessity,  as  often  dispensed  with 
in  cases  demanding  investigation,  and  owing  to  the  sometimes 
hasty  and  indiscriminate  summons  for  the  first  medical  attendant  who 
may  present  himself,  will  as  frequently  terminate  in  results  of  doubtful 
accuracy.  This  evil  would  be  remedied  by  an  ordinance  conferring 
upon  some  medical  officer,  (I  would  recommend  the  Consulting  Phy- 
sician of  the  board  of  health,)  the  charge  of  conducting  all  civil  au- 
topses  or  post  mortem  examinations  in  cases  of  suspected  assassina- 
tion :  and  by  awarding  a  moderate  fee  regulated  by  the  nature  and 
circumstances  of  each  case,  you  would  bind  him  by  a  sense  of  duty 
and  professional  reputation  to  be  always  prepared  for  every  exigency. 
Independently  of  the  economy  of  this  arrangement,  it  would  be  con- 
ducive of  accuracy  and  unity  of  action,  and  we  should  be  less  exposed 
to  rash  reports  resulting  from  clumsy  and  unscientific  operations. 

The  periodical  freedom  of  the  city  granted  to  swine,  originates  from 
a  policy  not  less  erroneous  than  the  economy  of  feeding  and  rearing  them 
in  the  midst  of  a  dense  population,  where  their  flesh  ready  for  the 
table,  can  be  purchased  at  so  small  a  cost.  An  ordinance  compelling 
families  to  deposite,  at  an  early  hour,  their  kitchen  offals  in  carts 
which  would  convey  them  beyond  the  city  limits,  where  they  might 
be  subservient  to  some  useful  purposes,  would  dispense  with  the  trou- 
blesome operations  of  those  four-footed  scavengers,  and  would  more 
effectively  contribute  to  the  cleanliness  and  beauty  of  our  thorough- 
fares. It  would  gradually  thin  the  numbers  of  swine  and  dogs  who 
hourly  range  the  streets  and  alleys  in  quest  of  their  accustomed  prov- 
ender ;  and  passengers  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  on  horseback,  would  be 
less  exposed  to  their  indecent  and  sometimes  dangerous  annoyance. 

The  disappearance  of  the  swine  would  be  followed  by  a  pro  rata 
decrease  of  the  number  of  their  noisome  habitations,  usually  located 
in  the  midst  of  the  densest  and  worst  ventilated  portions  of  the  com- 
munity ;  and  fostering  family  swill  tubs  would  undergo  a  wholesome 
reformation. 

My  last  annual  communication  after  directing  your  attention  to  the 
causes  of  the  disproportionate  mortality  of  children,  adverted  strongly 
to  the  propriety  of  enforcing  the  accuracy  of  obituary  reports,  by  ef- 
fective ordinances  :  the  number  of  interments  reported  under  the  cap- 
tion of  deaths  from  causes  unknown,  although  partially  diminished  by 
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personal   exertions,   still  remains  a  blur  on   the  escutcheon  of   our 
sanatory  department. 

Certain  precautionary  and  preventive  measures  regarding  the  health 
of  the  city  and  its  protection  from  contagion  and  malignant  epidemics, 
you  will  find  detailed  in  the  same  communication.  I  beg  leave  to 
commend  to  your  special  consideration  the  hints  relating  to  the  con- 
struction and  repair  of  wharves,  the  deepening  of  docks,  the  removal 
of  decomposing  substances,  especially  those  of  a  vegetable  or  ligneous 
character  in  the  vicinity  of  the  water,  and  the  draining  and  filling  up 
of  ponds  and  marshy  depots.  The  hollow  track  bordering  the  Harford 
run,  and  lying  between  N.  Baltimore  street  and  the  cove,  and  another 
intersected  by  North  street  and  bounded  diagonally  by  White's  row, 
and  the  Waterloo  Buildings,  present  urgent  claims  on  your  attention. 
From  these,  especially  the  former,  annually  emanate  the  seeds  of  ob- 
stinate intermittent,  and  fatal  remittent  fevers. 

Your  interference  is  again  solicited,  to  devise  certain  wholesome 
restraints  upon  the  introduction  and  circulation  of  spurious  and  vitiat- 
ed provisions  of  family  consumption.  Besides  the  spontaneous  dete- 
rioration from  leakage  and  other  injuries  of  the  sea,  to  which  such  im- 
portations are  liable,  a  heterogeneous  cargo  often  includes  commercial 
articles  of  a  poisonous  character,  which,  as  in  a  recent  case  detected 
in  a  neighboring  city,  may  be  dissolved  by  the  action  of  water  or  other 
liquids,  and  percolate  and  poison  the  whole  mass.  Besides,  articles  of 
family  consumption  are  frequently  purchased  in  large  quantities,  at  a 
low  price,  with  the  knowledge  of  their  being  damaged,  and  after  un- 
dergoing certain  preparatory  manipulations  are  detailed  in  a  new  dress, 
when  their  vitiated  and  deleterious  qualities  are  not  easily  appreciated 
by  the  senses  of  the  ordinary  consumer. 

With  regard  to  such  precautionary  and  preventive  operations  of  mag- 
nitude as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  protect  the  health  of  certain  sec- 
tions of  the  city,  humanity,  as  well  as  common  sense,  although  unaid- 
ed by  the  experience  of  1819,  will  dictate  that  these  should  be  con- 
ducted during  a  season  that  is  not  likely  to  prove  disastrous  to  a  use- 
ful class  of  operatives. 

In  conclusion,  whilst  I  urge  on  you,  the  delegated  guardians  of  the 
welfare  of  this  community,  the  vital  and  universal  importance  of  the 
health  department,  I  may  be  allowed  to  repeat,  that  an  intelligent  and 
efficient  Board  of  Health  undivided  and  untrammeled  by  multiplying 
their  imposed  duties,  will  have  ample  occupation  for  their  time  and  abili- 
ties, and  will  certainly  refund  your  outlay  and  patronage  by  actual  be- 
nefits, and  the  annual  accession  of  skill  and  valuable  experience.
